DUBLIN NOTES. 

It would have gladdened your heart, my dear T/yer, 
could you have seen the ltecreation Koom of Well- 
ington Barracks yesierday, at about the hour of five 
p.m., where all the children of the regiment were 
assembled on the occasion of the Christmas Tree and 
distribution of presents : 

The entertainment lasted nearly three hours, and 
embraced great variety. After the tea, which was 
accompanied by a noisy fusillande of crackers, tho 
drop scene of the stage was raised, and the tree stood 
revealed to view, ladea with gilts of all sorts; dolls 
which hid coyly amongst the branches, boxes of sweets 
which swung gently toand fro, crackers which bristled 
in the foliage, and pink-liasted waxen cupids who 
risked their lives amidst the many-coloured flaming 
candles which illaminated the tree from top to bottom. 

Mrs. Johnston, assisted by Mrs. Brereton, Mrs. 
Clough, and Mrs. Eust, distributed the presents, each 
child receiving symething, either useful, ornamental, 
or botb, while preparations went on in the Lack- 
ground for further diversion. 

The Band, stationed in the gallery fiiled in the 
ictervals with pleasing music, including a selection of 
cheery piantation sons and serenades, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Brewer, with their nimble assistant Sergeant 
Carter bustled about amongst the children and made 
things hum merrily. 

Then followed the time-honoured and. instructive 
drama of Punch and Judy, and 1 am bound to admit, 
that although, owing to the situation of the miniature 
stage, it was perhaps difficult for the children in the 
back rows to follow, with any great accuracy, the 
words of the chief actor, who was nos quite so articul- 
ate or intelligibleas one would have wished, every- 
body was vastly amused at the humorous series of 
murders committed by Mr. Punch, his quaint eajoy- 
ment of so much bluodshed, and his subsequent 
disappearance into warmer regions to which he was 
personally conducted by a gentle:nan in black. 

For the week prior to Christmas Day, the streets 
especially Grafton Street were almost impassable, and 
I think everybody was glad when the so-called festive 
season was over, and traffic was allowed to resume its 
normal dimensions. The worst feature in the Dublin 
streets, not only in times of exceptional bustle, butali 
the year round, is the indifference of the pedestrians to 
their own comfort and to that of everybody else. 
The foot passengers simply walk anyhow, und have 
no idea of keeping to one side or another of the pave- 
ment. The consequence is that Grafton Street when 
full of people, conveys the idea ofa number of scrim- 
mages all going on at once. Itis easier to walk from 
one end of London to the other than from Stephen’s 
Green to the Bank of Ireland vid Grafton Street. 

Major Evans will be glad to hear that Private Shea 
was presented with a medal for Jong service and good 
conduct the other day. It was given to Private Shea 
oy the General Officer Commanding, who seized the 

opportunity, when the Royal Muvster lusiliers were 
returning from a Route March, to pave the battalion 
drawn up in Lower Castle Yard, when, having made 
ashort address of congratulation, he pinned on the 
well-earned decoration.:

GOD SAVE 1HE QUEEN. 


TEE ETAWAN WEEX, 


The Evawah week of 1893 will always be a. 
delighttul reminiscence to thuse who wentdown 
frou Cawnpore to take partinit, Onthe 6h 
of December a team went duwn tu represent 
Cawnnore against Ktawah at Cricket, Tennis, 
and Biiliards. Our hostssmet us act the station 
and carried ua off to pleasant quarters, Me-srs 
Bent, Nicolson and Monck-Mason with Cure 
poral Everitt and Privates Murphy and Battve 
were among those included in the team, On 
the evening of our arrival Mrs. Broune the 
wife of the pooular Commissiover of Etawah 
gave a delightful dance at her housg, and we 
were glad to seo that a strony dancing con- 
tingent from Cawnpore—notably Messrs Van- 
derzee, Bent, atd Monck-Mason, tock the 
floor with considerable determination, and 
were still going strong when the end came, 
which was not until well into the siaall hours, 
The band of the 3rd B. I. which onr hosts 
had secured for the week supp ied the music 
in their u-ual excellent style. The next morn- 
ing cricket began about noon (ve had all 
been told solemnly by the Captain that it 
would begin at 10-30 sharp) and we are sorry 
to have torecord a decisive defeat Ly an innings 
and 72 runs, Etawah having won the tors 
went in on a real run-getting wicket and kept 
us leather-hunting all day. The innings clored 
for 245, Hoyle (47) and a native Kazim © 
(57) being the principal contributors. Mr. 
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Stainforth took most of the wickets for Cawn- 
pore, but the ground was to hard for bim to 
get his usual amount of work on his balls. 
‘The next day we co nmenced our invinys, but 
none seemed to be able to do anything with 
the bowling, Mr. Vanderzee with 24 in the 
ist and Mr, Stainforth with 83 in the 2ud 
innings being the only ones who made a stand, 
and the two innings closed for 94 and 7. 
The only exense we can prefer for this terrible 
collapse is the difference between the Etawah 
wicket and the one we have been accustomed 
to. The Cawnpore wicket is,as you know, 
ewing to the exertions of Mr. Vunderzee, al- 
most like an English wicket, whereas the one 
at Etawah was very fast and rather fiery. In 
the tennis doubles Messrs Vanderzee and Nic- 
olson were opposed by Messrs Streattield and 
Dupuis, and again we bave to record a defeat, 
althouyh Mr. Vanderzee strove hard to avert 
it. However this was to some extent retriev- 
ed by Mr. Vanderzve beating Mesers Dapius 
and Streatfield, in the singles almost immed- 
jately afterwards. Messrs Vunderzee and 
Nicolson suceeded in pulling off the bill- 
iards, beating Messrs Browne and Luard by 
25 points in a four-handed game of 200 up. 
Qa the 7th we drew stumps early in order to 
yo to the races—races of all sorts, horse, pony, 
camel, buffalo, donkey, and ekka. It waga 
most amusing sight especially the camel race 
in which the leading “unt” as it passed the 
Judye’s box just managed to win by a (long) 
neck from the second. We were glad to see 
the sporting D.S P’s. (Mr. Oakes) horses win 
the first three eventa with Mr. Stainforth up 
and riding in his best style, and only hope 
that ovr popular Hon. Sec. tovk a lot of 
money out of the ring on this occasion. The 
Station gave a charming dance on the 8th in 
an empty bengalow which had been Jent for the 
occasion, and which the ladies of Etawah had 
transformed into fairyland by their exertions. 
The “ Kala-jagahs” were excellently contrived 
—at least so we are told on good authority, 
and at any rate at one period of the evening, 
we were asked by several fair ladies “oh have 
you seen Mr. —?” well we won't give him 
away thistime, The next evening we went 
to a delightful concert in the same place, and 
after the concert there wasa cotillion in which we 
noticed some very pretty figures. Mr. Monck- 
Mason treated the lady whose face he had 
painted for the occasion with less ot that “old 
world courtesy” than we should like to see, 
and another officer so far forgot himself as to 
imagine the lady to be Aunt Sally and to 
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adorn her with a pipe. After the cotillion 
there was a very pleasant little Cinderalla 
which finished the week’s gaieties. So ended 
one of the most pleasant little weeks we (re-

Cricket Matcw at Denur in 1847, 

In continnation of the aceomnt published in the 
Rengal Tiger of October, Surgeon-General Ross very 
kindly sends ns the account of another match played 
between the Subhatoo eleven and a Simla team. | 

(From the Dethi Gazette, Auanst, 1847.) 

The third match between the Simla eleven and the 
Officers of Subhatoo was played at Subhates on the 
28rd Ananst. The eronnd was in good order, and 
the weather delightful. The Snbharoo eleven won 
the toss and sent. Ross and Gavnor to the wickets at 
am. Cnerie howled the first six to Ross, Dalton 
at the other end bowled fo Gaynor, a left handed 
plaver, who failed to keep his wicket. In the third 
over Currie found Ross’ wieket and Wheler came in. 
Battye who sneveeded Gaynor mnfortnately hit his 
wicket on plaving back toa ball of Currie’s,  Snh- 
seqnently with Boyd and Salushrry together scoring 
heyan, Wheler also having made some fine hits, Tha 
Simla men then changed their howling: Dalton takin:s ' 
Carrie's and J. Thompson apposite. His howling: 
underhand and very fast was trving to the longstop, 
Astell. Boyd carried out his bat. 86 overs were 
howled, 

Haines and Wynyard went in en the Simin side te 7 
the bowling of Battye and Salusbury; they plaved 
welland steady and the score mounted. Hainestell ton 
ball from Salusbury and Markham took his place, somo 
fine hits were made for 6. Scoring proceeded heav- 
ily till tiffin at 2 p.m. At 3 the game was resumed. 
Beatson made some fine hits, particularily to leg. 
Dalton was ont by a fine throw from Wheler. Simla 
tun out in 52 overs, principally bowled by Battreand 
Salusbury. thonch Ross, Boyd, Hawes and Palmer 
each bowled severalovers: but the hatsmen conquered. 
them all. Salnsbnury bowled steadily and well. 

Tn the 2nd Innings of Subhateo Ross and Baldwin 
went to the wickets. Baldwin’s wicket fell, after a 4 
hit, to Currie. Gaynor foliowed and after making 8, 
returned in the same manner. Then Wheler, who 
after 4 singles was caught at wicket hy Beatson, 
Palmer next who wascaught without scoring. Battve 
now joined Ross and those two kept the game alive, 
Ross making some excellent off hits and on two occas- 
ions nearly cutting the point (Haines) over. He was 
at length bowled by Dalton and succeeded by Boyd. 
He and Battye caused a change of bowlers; and 
Hawtrey was put on and Boyd's wicket free to a ball 
from him. Battye was caught at point. Salusbury 
scored 9 rapidly and lost his wicket to one of Dalton’s 
persuaders. In 25 overs Subhatoo scored 74. :

Non-Commissioned Officers and men at home have 
for some time had the privilege, when on leave, of 
travelling to and from their destination by paying 
for a single fare only. 

Now by the following G.0. C.C. the concession 
has been extended to this country; only however to 
periods of six days. 

“G.0. C0. CG. No. 965 dated Simla 9. 11. 93.—It 
is notified for general information that the Govern— 
ment of India have been pleased to sanction the grant 
to regimental European Non-Commissioned Officers 
and men of the British Army the concession of 
travelling with return tickets at single fares on open 
lines of railway, worked directly by the State, when 
such non-commissior.ed officers or men are permitted 
by the officer Commanding to go out either indiv- 
idually or in small parties for purposes of sport or 
recreation. There tickets will be available for a per- 
iod not exceeding 6 days from time of departure to 
time of return. A certificate granted hy the officer 
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Commanding must be handel to the railway booking 
clerks when the return tickets ¢ applied for.” Woe 
believe that most of the railways in thisi part of tho 
country come under the term, worked by the State.

(Continued-) 


August 13th.—Marched about 5 o'clock and at 
9-80 got to a wadi with good running water (thengh 
muddy) and good shade under a tree like there was 
at yesterday’s halt. Good grass, so concluded to give 
everyonea rest. They wanted it. 1 was afraid the 
pony and males would hurt themselves by eating too 
much green grass Lut they did not. Out in the 
afternoon and did a long round, got 4 long shot ata 
Summering’s gazelle but did not get him. Gota 
very bad foot, from walking so much in bad boots, 
and leg swelled at night. Grant sawa panther to-day. 
Saw some fresh elephant dung to-day, acd freshly 

ulled up cactus plants, which seems to be a favourite 
‘ood of theirs here. 

Angust 14th.—Marched at 6 o’clock and found 
fresh elepbant tracks all the way. Halted, about 11, 
under a sort of peepul tree, full of green pigeons. 
Crossed a stale lion’s track on the way. The shikaris 
went on on the elephant tracks, and s.0a came back 
to say they were only about a mile off, in the bed of 
the river, in elephant grass. Grant and Matthews 
went out at once, my leg was 80 bad I could not walk 
though if I had been able to go my 577 was not 
much good for them. They found them in a place 
made on purpose it seemed, high banks for them, and 
the animals below in the wadi. _ A shikéri went round 
and fired into the grass, and two bulls anda calf came 
out. The magazine rifle seemed to sicken them at 
once, though the 10 bore seemed not much use, and 
finally both animals succumbed to the Lee-Metford— 
after a good deal of firing. They had very fair ivory 
for Somali elephant. The name of this place was 
Andobeid. It was very lucky to pet these two 
elephants on the very line of march, without any 
trouble at all, and in such a favourable place. This 
wadi looks an ideal place for game—high grass and 
thick thorn scrub, and capital grass tor grazing; I 
should have thought there ought to be any amount of 
game, and lions too, but there are no tracks. I ride 
the mule now to rest the pony ag my leg is too bad 
to walk for a bit. 

August 15cth.— We were employed all the morning 
in cutting out the ivory of the two elephants, the 
tusks being very fair for this country, and making a 
considerable addition to the weiyht of the camels’ 
loads. Marched about 10 o'clock, along the bed of 
she wadi, my leg oeing better for the native treatment 
{ bad applied in the night, though I was still aoable 
to walk. Shortly after starting I saw several klip- 
springers, or alikud, as they are called iu Somaliland, 
in some rocky “khuda” overhanging the wadi, I 
slipped off and shot one, and might have shot several 
more, as they took little notice of the report of my 
rifle. They ore very pretty little creatures, very like 
goora], but smaller, and their skir is very peculiar, a 
sort of green-grey, and, though soft, it has the appear- 
ance of being bristly. I also saw five ducks, not 
unlike the “Brahmini,” but did not shoot at them, 
All day I saw what were to me new kinds of birds, 
some of them with very beautiful plumage. I saw 

five different castes of Mynah; one very common sort 
haying lovely burnished wings, like the “manal’ ~ 
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pheasant, with crimson breast and white bolly. I 
noticed three sorts of woodpeckers, and several kinds 
of hawks und falcons. We halted at a pool of water 
in the wadi about 2 o'clock for an hour, and, living 
in the rocks at the side of it were many curious little 
animals with the appearance of beavera, about the size 
of a guinea pig, without tails, and the colour of a 
common rat. About sundown we got tu a fine grasay 
plateau, where we were to encamp, in a heavy thunder- 
storm. I shot a lesser bastard with the rifle on 
dismounting. The neme of this plateau we found to 
be Dibberiwain, which, being interpreted from Somali, 
means “Full belly.” The explanation being that in 
is the first good grazing found by the people as they 
drive their flocks up from the littoral country into the 
interior; sll oar camels and other animals proceeded 
to become dibberiwain, and made most of what was 
the first square chance at a good grass meal they hal 
had for a long while. Saw the tracks of a panther 
to-day, and many “yerenoux,” or swimming gazelle, 
but saw nothing. It was cvol at nicht and my leg 
much better. The change of temperatare helping io 
I think. Several different kinds of aloes along our 
track to-day, some much like the “Kam Bans” wa 
have in India, and some variegated, and Howeriny. 
Also several sorts of cactus, sowe growing into trees 
25 inches and more in height, Thexap from thesecactus 
trees is exactly like wilk, and, if one chops into one 
with au axe, a8 mach as a quart of juice will come ous 
of the wound at once. The natives say it is poisonous 
and fear much least it should enter the eye; if one chops 
ata tree, it buros the skin like an acid and discolgurs 
clothes, 

August 16th—We marched early and followed 
river beds all day. The morning was quite cold and 
we wore football or polo jerseys over our flannel shirts. 
My leg was still too bad to walk, and riding I was 
much too cold. Saw two greater koodoo in the dis— 
tance on top of a hill, did not go afzer them; I saw no 
ether game and halted about 10-30, ata large encamp- 
ment, ata place called Bakhi, wnere a chief came to 
see us. He spoke a little Arabic and Hindustani. 
His name was Elimi Wolfa and is a nephew of the 
acknowledged chief of the Gadabursi people, he is 
very jealous of him and tries all he can to undermine 
his influence with the people and the Government, 
and aims at the chieftainship (or title of Ugaz which 
means Sultan) himself, We did not know this how- 
ever tillafterwards. We gave this mao some presents 
and he gave us three sheep and was very civil, and 
said he should march with us, aod help us as far as in 
his power lay while we were in his district. Shot 
few guinea fowl avd marcbed about four hours in the 
afternoon, though our people were rather out of hand 
from excitement at meeting people to talk to, over 
shocking bad ground, much cat up by nullahs, and 
watercourses, aud covered with thick thorn scrab, the 
last two miles being up a ravine, thickly strewn with 
large boulders, acd made worse by overhanging thorn 
bushes, and creepers. One wondered how the camels 
got on atall. Killed a puff adder here, and another 
one, and two scorpions, near my tent, which we pitched 
at the top of the ravineonaridge. Saw norifle game 
today. The people we saw to-day had a lot of sheep 
and some good looking small cattle anda good num- 
ber of camels. The ridge where we camped) this 
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night was called “the place of monkeys.” We heard 
a panther at night. : : 
August Lith.—Made a long day of it camping on 
a thorn covered plain at a water pole. Halted at 
another large encampment where we got very 
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milk and engaved another boy as donkey driver 
eic,, bought some ghi here. The women we found 
Li on their 


by no means shy, some of them here put gut on 
huir in the Abyssinian style, The girls are not bad 
looking, as a rule, but the married women con't look 
so well, hecause L think their hair is always tied up in. 
a sort of dirty bag. Only the girls wear their hair; 
naturally. Our people azain gota bit xbove them- 
selves with the excitement of seeing the villagers and 
drinking milk, and eating mutton, and we had some 
difficulty in geting them to start. Matthews’ mule 
js very handy with bis heels, and after kicking one ot 
the niggers on the march, he gives 2 squeal and takes 
Matthews into a thorn bush. He is a very vicious 
brute and is always trying to bite. The water here 


js very bad and muddy and smells very bad. Saw no 
rifle game to-day. ‘Elimi Wolia who has evidently 


had something on his mind told me to-day that Ugaz 
Noor his uncle has, in conjunction with some Abyssin- 
jans, been harrasing him very much of Jate and 
indeed practically keeping his people on sheep ete. 
carried off from his, Elim?’s, camp. He says Ugaz 
Noor has several guns, and about one hundred Mid- 

ans, who, with their bows and poisoned arrows, are 
the terror of the country side. limi says the people 
who go to Ugaz's zerckas to complain are threatened 
by the bowmen and often have to stad by, and see 
their animals skinned and cut up, too mach atraid of 
the arrows to offer any resistance. Quite a number of 
people have come to join our camp and ask to be 
allowed to do odd jobs auch as collect wool ete. in 
return for their food. ‘Chey allsay their catile, camels 
or sheep as the case may be have been looted and 
that they are starving. Some of them, indeed, do 
Jook a bit poor in condition. Somalis never help 
one another as natives of India do, and it is not unusual 
to find a karia, where one brother is owner of a lot of 
animals and wives, and another is absolutely starving 
The nights and mornings have now got quite cold and 
even in the middle of the day one often does not feel 
the heat if there is a breeze. The Somali is a brute 
to talk. Ina party round a fire, for instance, they 
all talk a% once, and each one, in trying to make his 
voice the one most listened to, shouts as if he were 
conversing with some one halfa mile off. The noise is 
deaffening, and on the march, one has to be at least 
a mile ahead to have a chance of seemny game. Their 
natural idleness too is awful, Since the “ volunteers” 
joined, our own people havo done practically nothing. 

eally the Somali has a strong and deeply rooted 
po against doing any work between meal times 

eyond talking. They make up however for lost 


time at meal time and shift meat in a truly alarming 


way.

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OUR CHRONICLE. 


_ For the month of January our Chronicle 
iss— 

Jawuary 2np 1757.—Recapture of Fort 
William, Calcutta, by the Bengal European 
Regiment, and three Companies Madras Euro- 
peans and some Sepoys. 

January 10TH 1757.—Capture of town and 
fort of Hughii. j 

JanvaRy 138TH 1849.—On this day was 
fought the battle of Chillianwallah which has 
been described so often in the columns of the 
“Bengal Tiger” that we feel sure that it is 
not necessary to repeat it. This was the 
battle in which the 2nd Bengal European 
Regiment was engaged by Sikh Infantry and 
artillery both in front aud rear, and in which 
it captured the Sikh colours now hanging up 
in the Officers’ Mess. 

January 15TH 1761.—Battle of Suan, in 
Bebar, against the French ond the Emperor 
Shah Alam. The enemy were drawn up on 
the bank ofa river. The British force cross- 
ed the river under cover of artillery fire, and 
formed up for attack on the opposite side. 
The Bengal European Regiment was in the 
centre, flanked on either side’ by a battalion of 
Native Infantry with some artillery between. 
A third battalion of Natives and our Cavalry 
formed areserve. The enemy’s cavalry attack- 
ed our columns.on both flanks, causing a good 
deal of confusion, when a lucky shot wounded 
the elephant ridden by Shah Alam so that it 
bolted and the enemy were left without a 
commander. Meanwhile the British having 
reformed, charged and drove the enemy fron 
the field. The French soldiers took up a 
strong position to cover their retreat but the 
Bengal Europeans charged and captured their 
guns... There were only left of the enemy now 
13 or 14 French officers and about 50 men. 
They seemed determined to sell their lives:as 
dearly as possible; but the Bengal Europeans 
advanced to them with arms shouldered; and 
Major Carnac spared them their lives on con— 
dition of surrender. The terms were agreed 
to, and all the French gave themselves up as 

isoners of war. ; 

January 177H 1781.—Bengal Europeans 
marched with the Madras Army against Haid- 
er Ali. : é 

January 1878 1840.—On this day an un- 
successful attempt was made by one company 
Bengal Europeans and some Native Infantry 
tocapture the small fort of Pushut in Afghan- 
istan, The outer works were stormed, but 


f 
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owing to the pouring rain, the powder for 
blowing in the inner gate refused to light. and 
the troops had to returntocamp without hav- 
ing accomplished their object. The enemy 
however had had enough of it, and evacaat-d 
the place during the night. The small Brit- 
ish force lost 1 officer, and 19'men killed aud 
48 wounded. 

January 21st and 22xp 1781.—Storming 
of the fort of Karumgalli, and 1eliet of the 
town of Wandiwash. 

January Isr to Marcu 101TH 1805.—First 
siege of Bhurtpore. Few placesin Indiahave 
been the scene of harder fighting than this 
fort. During this year no less than four un- 
seccessiul assaults were made; in all of whieh 
the Bengal Europeans took part. The first 
assault was repulecd with vreat slaughter, 3 of 
our officers being wounded; at the second as- 
sault Lieuts. Morris aud Browa with 12 men 
of the Grenadivr Company swam the ditch, 
and succeeded in mounting on ty the top of 
the breach, but as soon as they reached it, 
they were overwhelmed by a heavy fire, and 
arush of the enemy buried them down again 
intothedi:ch, Tha syallantry of Private Allun, 
or “Tinker Allan” as he was called, on this 
occasion, should ever be remembered by the 
reyimens with pride. Lieutenant Morris, who 
command: d, had been shotin the neck and his leg 
broken, Tinker Allan rescued his officer and 
saved his lite. The 3rd and 4th assaults were 
no more successful, but the siege was continued 
until negotiations for peace were opened by 
the Raja of Bhurtpore, and the siege was in 
consequence raised. The British Army in 
their four unsuccessful attempts had lost 103 
officers and 3,100 rank and file killed and 
wounded. It was at the siege of Bhurtpore, 
and not Delhi, as has been generally supposed, 
that the Bengal Kuropcans received the name 
of Dirty Shirts. Sore of the men of the regi- 
ment apologised to the Communder-in-Chief, 
General Lake for their dirty appearance, but 
General Lake replied that their dirty shirts 
were an honour to their wearers, as showing 
that they had sacrificed comfort to duty; and 
afterwards he frequently used to address the 
Regiment as his own “ Dirty Shirts.” 

January 1826.—21 years afterwards again 
saw the Dirty Shirts at Bhurtpore, or rather. 
part of them, for since the last Bhurtpore war, 
the Bengal Europeans had been split up into 
two regiments. This time the assault was 
successtul, The regiment had marched sixty 
miles in eighteen hours to join the force befure 


-Bhurtpore and were in time for the great | 
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*: arsault which took place on the 18th January. 
. Two companies of the Benzal Europeans led 


the right column of the stormers; after tha — 


signal had been given by the bursting ofa huge 
mine, they rushed to the assault; a desperate 
struggle took place, and a few of our men led 
by two officers succeeded in opening one of the 
gates from inside, when the British troops 


poured in and the place was soon in our hands. , 
So desperate was this short struggle that in - 


the escalading party uf twocompanies, Bengal 
Europeans, all 3 officers, 3 sergeants and 47 
rank and file were killed or wounded.

northern shores of South America. 

Atter we had seen Captain and Mrs, Mann start off 
on their honeymoon, some of us hurried off to tho 
Jude's bungalow to meet the Lieutenant-(lovernorat 
Mrs. Nicholl’s garden party. All the official big-wigs 
seem to have been told by their knobs of proznostica- 
tion that the 13th December would be a good day for 
them to visit Fatehgarh for, in addition to the Liout- 
enant Governor, Sir John Tyler gave us the pleasure 
of his presence among us. Besides him camo tho 
Inspecting Koyal Engineer and the Chief Civil Mas- 
ter Armourer who kept us all day at the inspection 
of rifles. 

They say that “after a storm comes a calm” and 
auicebiadly it applies to this case.

THe MUNSTERS AND THE MALABAR, 


The good wld eranky ship “Malabar” left Queens town on the after 
noon of the 27th Nover.ber 1893, having embarked drafts for 
various regiments. the largest being our own, 178 strong, with four 
officers. 

The voyage ax far as a few miles from Malta differed in no way 
from any other voyage of a troopship. None complained about the 
small rations and none seeined particuarly communative; we all 
seemed ratver taken up with ourselves; thix might be put duwu tw 
thyness, the sailors anid we were rick, but who would Lelieve them t 
Then came the accident. All have heard of it. Within a few miles 
of Malta the old cutfiu stopped. [t was useless to ask why,—that 
was @ Naval secret; still after many rumours as to “bursting boilers,” 
“pringing leaks" ete. it wormed out that the crank shaft was 
cracked and we were slowly towed into har our by the “ Sandow ” 
and the “Strong Man.” Here we stopped ter twenty-five days. 
Of course everything possible was doue for the men during this stay 
in Malta; concerts, boat races ete. were urranged. 

The drafts were represented by crews of ten men each. The 
boata were ordinary ship's cutters. and the oars were long, straight 


,and very heavy. An officer was overheard to remark that the finals 


would rest with the Irish regiments He was right. All were 
untrained crews, consequently physique wou the day It waa 
remarkable how quickly our men picked up the use of the osr. 
Only half an hour's practice was allowed, but thanks to Mr. Harvey's 
coaching all were easily beaten aud we were leftin the final with the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers. 

During the race the excitement was intense, but luck was 
against us. One rman unfortunately got a Lit too keen and suc- 
cessfully caught a beautiful crab. However there is no doubt 
that had the course been 100 yarda longer we would have pulled 
it off. Our officers were not behindhand cither, for in the race 
between the “ Pandemonium” and the * Horse-boxes” with crews 
of six there were no less than three Munster representatives. The 
Pandemonium won by a fvot. 

Route marches were arranged daily during our stay in the 
island. They consisted of atwo mile walk to the Mares or race 
course « halt for light refreshments, oranges etc., and a walk back 
to the barges which conveyed us to the ship surrounded by 
Maltese in their “ disys.” 

‘We must here condole with the wretched Maltese who was set 
on by a draft and had his oranges scattered and distributed midst 
Irish hoots. The duty for the men on board was very little, except- 
ing of course when the turn came for watch duty—a sentry was on 
for four hours at a stretch. One of our men got rather mixed up 
with his orders on one occasion. Imagine a naval officer's face on 
overhearing a waist deck alluded to as a “spare deck!” If all our 
doings on board were recorded here there would be no room for 
them so we must drop out anchor. However it may be necessary 
to inform our readers that the Malabar arrived at Bombay and not 
only arrived but did so some time during the year ensuing that in 
which she sailed from Portsmouth. There is only one more thiog 
to be remarked on and that is the excellent behaviour of the men 
on board and we are certain that rarely will the Malabar bring 
such another draft out Sonpigr Salton.

donkey badly and, next morning, we had to kill him. 
We had no idea it would be as cold up here as it is . 
and had made no arrangements for warm clothes for 
the natives, or, indeed, for ourselves —the Datives feel 
the cold a great deal, and are suffering fram fever, 
the a mats wake capital cover for them, os 


“chnppers,” but, in this country, one often can’t cet 
siakes to mnko these, so now we carry them about 
with us. On waking up this morning I found nine 
.™men in my tent, pagked Inve fish in a box auld rae 
donkey boy; who rejoices in tha name of “ Hash,” 
under my charpoy. Wilied a snake and two scorpions 
cluze:to tent—ruia brizzs them oat, ['sappoze. We 
let things dry up a bit till about 10 am, and thea 
marched about nine mites 5. to Tiivo, which is a placo 
very distinctly marked by two rocky hills cose 
together, with jagged peaked top3. They are some 
séven miles-bevond, and S; of the ranges that separate 
the Red Sea littoral from the uplands, and risa most 
rominently fom the level plain country to the Soath, 
‘This plain is called tho “Haud,” and is waterless, 
except for rain water, and is where I hope to get my 
shikar, and made.arzangzements to start off early next 
morning. Grantan1 Matthews devide to remain 
along the border where they will have a certainty of 
water and easier work, and perhaps, yo W. to Har- 
rawa, some 25 miles, where Lord Delamere made such 
a big bag of clephants ashort time avo. Saw two

Djd not x shot at 
‘anything and camped in one of Lord Delamere's old 
zerebas, under a litt!e rocky spur to the S. of the iwo 
larger hills. -This spur is surrounded by a. well laid 
old wall. and, on the top, are six graves that have 


been opened by hyenas or lions and the bones ssu:tered , 
‘about. There is also a hollow in theruck with rain - 
water, afcer these storms, to last a party like as for.

lons how oryx carry away bale:s unless they are hit 
in a vital place. Their horns are so sharp that they 
arv‘rather formidable animals and shikaris have beens 
badly hurt, and even killed, by them in trying to cyt 
their throats whilo still alive. | Very wet all night 
and cold; the niggers jabbered over the fire nearly ail 
nvrht, talking’a lot about lions, I gathered the word 
Libah, lion, coming in very often. ‘Iwo straneess 
come in at unset, trom an encampment to thes, and 
say lions have beem seen constantly close ‘to us, and 
that we shall be sure to see somo to-morrow or uext* 
day. I hope so anyhow. y aie 
August 20th —A nutive come carly this morning 
who said two-lions had been seen close here yesterday, 
before we came, so I decided not to move camp but 
to give them a good look up. It was very cold so 1 
ha. broakfast first and starced about 8 o'clock... We 
walked somo lovely undulating yround: mostly covered - 
with very good grass, nearly waist hi:h, very like an 
English meadow, till about 1-39, and ihen sit down, 
for an hour, under a bush, as the wind had fallen and’ 
it was very hot.

erik killed him just as it came on to rain, and thunder. 
The moen clouded over too, and we were a good twelve 
miles from camp. Skinned the oryx and put as much 
meat on the pony as he could carry and had a sweet 
thing in walks home. The low growing thorn bushes 
tore our legs badly and the ground was very slippery. 
Got to the zereba about midniyht, and found my bearer 
had left my tent open to the rain, and everything wet 
‘through. The oryx meat of yesterday too awfully 
tough, but the only thing for supper, a little sour 
milk had however been brought in from a karia near. 
A howling gale and thunder and raia all nizlt, 
everything wet, [ might as well have been outside 
the tent, since the idiot of a bearer left it open. All 
the niggers arg dry in their “chupper.’ — They put 
the skins over the camel mats and make a better 
ehelter than a teat.

DUBLIN NOTES 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant comes into 
residence at Dubiin Castle oa the 11th inst., acd the 
Cast'e is begianing to assume a more habitable appear- 
ance than it presents during the other moxths of the 
year, when only a few officials and caretakers live in 
the Vicereyal buildings. The usual Levée, I rawinz 
Rooms, Dinners and Balls will tollow, with their 
annual regalarity, with a sprinkling of Concerts, per- 
baps, and other entertainments. 
_ This winter is having a great run of Bazaars, all of 
* course for sume worthy object, such as “aid to Irish 
families” and “the Soldiers and Sailors families’ 
Association.” The people of Dublin are certainly very 
jiberal on these occasions, and bazaars invariably form 
@ very fruitful source of revenue for the institutions 
in which they are ergenized. The Subscription Balla 
at the Royal Hospital, too, have been well atcended, 
and have been of considerable assiscance in a similar 
direction. 
There will be a great game of military “(General 
Post’ during the spring and autumn of this year, 
as four regiments of the Dublio Garrison are to move 
elsewhere. The 1st Royal Munster Fusiliers go to 
the Curragh in May or June, a change that nope in 
the Regiment seems to contemplate with much 
pleasure. To live on the breezy Kildare Ridge wilt 
doubtless be healthy and invigorating, and perhaps 
picasant enough io the sammer months, but the pros- 
pect of a winter at the Curragh or parhaps two is 
likely to create a feeling of dispondency. The new 
Ranges there, are now in working order, and are 
eonducted on all the latest and most approved principles: 
of modern musketry requirements. Bus there are 
eome drawbacks, even in the midst of all the eludorate. 
systems of signalling and range railways. Amongst 
hae is one harassiag item which is particularly an- 
noyiog to musketry parties. A road at the back of 
the Range is still a public throughfare, and firing has 
to cease whenever people wish to pass along it.

With the Khairna Valley field force, or how 
the Standeng Camp Ranikhet slid. 


Extract from the Ptoneer, October 17th, 
weather forecaste. 

_ “A small storm is advancing towards the 
Himalayas, and is expected to burst over 
Ranikhet.” 

We awoke on the morning of Tuesday, Oct- 
ober 17th, more improved with the foresight 
of the weather prophet of the Pioneer, than 
‘we have ever been before. The small storm 
burst upon us about 2 a.m. that morning, had 
-it been a large one, we should not have em- 
barked upon our adventurous journey. 

The Camp was pitched on the race course, 
‘we mean the water course which was one sheet 
of water broken only by small islands in the 
ebape of camels and suleetahs. The tents were 
soaked through and muddy streams gurgled 
through each, Such was the consideration fur 
‘the comfort of the troops that shower baths 
‘were provided free gratis, The only signs of 
life visible were the orderly corporals trying 
to buffet with the waves and answer the call 
‘of duty. Our Commandant now appeared in 
@ head dress, which was once, we believe, 

- intended for a field service cap, but which 
_ owing to the excessive rain was more suggest- 
Gve of the peaceful pursuits of the garden than 
‘of the pomp and circumstance of glorious 
svar. Our other officers were also pictures- 
quely attired, one appearing in a blue ftannel 
shirt with a mufti overcoat, and another in a 
suit of very limp khaki with an umbrella, A 
council of war was now held as to whether the 
standing camp should slide or cast anchor on 
the top of the hill, The latter course was 
decided on. However man proposes but the 
authorities dispose. A course of waters being 
evidently considered beneficial for the comp'e:e 
cure of-the invalids, Accordingly about 10-30 
a.m. we prepared to move, which proved a 


more difficult task than might have been im- ~ 


agined, considering that we were amply pro- 
vided with ships of the desert which however 
we found to our cost were not ships in any 
other sense. These wretched animals, even 
when loaded with half loads, rolling and piteh- 
ing about alike. It would be invidious to 
‘mention any particular name, where all were 
so keen to vie with one another in this aquatic 
display, but we cannot forbear to mention our 
‘sgnedical officer, who was particularly to the 
ront of the fire in the ante-room. We heard 
afterwards that with his usual modesty he 
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attempted to decry the prominent part he took 
in the day’s proceedings ; ae 
Eventually about 2-30 p.m, we made a start 
and having “switch backed” to the top of 
Ranikhet hill, we prepared to “chute” down 
the Khairna road. (Captain Boyton at his 
water show was not in it.) 
- Hour after hour we waded wearily on through 
mud and water, aud not a sound was heard ex- 
cept the steady squelsh of wet bocts, broken only - 
_by the oft repeated death gurzle of a camel as 
it spread eagled in the middle of the road. or 
the crash of the bullock cart as it was hurled 


‘by an avalanche down the khud and tobog- 


ganed into the seething torrent helow, which 
recalled to us the words of the Psalms “ Why 
hop ye so, ye little hills; why skip ye so ye 
little boulders,” The officer in charge of the 
baggage looked especially happy as he ftitted 
fron hut to hut and was evidently well up in 
the new drill book, as he took advantage of all | 
availablecover. Amidst ever increasing gloom 
and darkness we waded steadily on, and ai 
last a faint glimmer through the mist and 
blinding rain cheered us witha hope of rest 
and shelter, Our hopes would have been 
dashed to the ground had any been visible but 
the camp was a sheet of water, our troubles for 
the night were not over, but to recall them 
even now is so painful a task that we will 
hurry over it. The few tents available were 
hurriedly pitched for shelter, and the men 
drenched to the skin after a hurried dinner at 
about 8-30 p.m. huddled together in groups 
round the tent poles and endeavoured to pass 
the night with such small comfort as was 
available, The officers were more fortunate 
in the shelter of the engineer’s bungalow, 
where quaint figures were seen seated round 
damp fires, attempting to dry their soaking 
clothes, We marked one particularly striking 


. and simple costume for a cold and wet night 


consisting in a single puttie wrapped in folds © 
round the waist. {nthe morning we all pre- - 
sented the appearance of having had a very 
wet night. The small storm still continued, 
rain pouring in torrents. The scene at Bum- 
sian camp on that morniog was too terrible, 
for words. Suleetahs and baggage were lying 
in all directions in about a foot of mud, ming- . 
Jed with shivering camels and ague stricken 
natives, The men after their tiring march’ 
and sleepless night, worked with a will and 
their efforts to load the soaked suleetahs on 
angry expostulating camels were almost heroic, 
The only redeeming feature of the gloomy 
scene was a certain very raddy-face mingled — 
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with the smoke ofa fire appearing through 
the window of a shed. The only article of 
personal bageuge the writer could not find 
was his bedding lying in the middle of the 
road, a stumbling block for camels arid bullocks 
and which had evidently been carefully arrang- 
ed-by his bearer so as to form a very ecientific 
rain guage. Our progress to the next camp 
Bhujaon was much hindered by landslips which 
however caused some amusement whew our 
khansama, a Parsee, with an uinbrella spread 
to protect himself from falling rocks, with an 
embroidered cap and flowing dressing gown 
and red plush slippers mounted ona diminutive 
dazar tat, nearly took a header into three feet 
of liquid mud.. We marched as far as Baujion 
where we were greeted with the cheerful iniel- 
digence that the first party were blocked in 
‘Ratighat by landslips, which though not con- 


sidered tov serious for the safe return of our 


Ahansama were evidently thought too danger- 
ous for the safe passage of the men’s beer and 
rations, We proceeded to Khairna where such 
of the men as could get into harbour landed 
+afely once more on terrd firma in the engineer 
godowns, and were able to get some slight rest 
after fighting the elements for thirty-six houra. 
When the men had shaken down, the officers 
proceeded to the dak bungalow in search of 
tuod, but were greeted by the khansama in his 
red plash slippers, which were now slightly 
the worse for wear, with a pitiful face, and 
«what can do Sir, cart stopped by ye landsilip,’ 
which was not consoling as we had only had 
one scanty meal since leaving Kanikhet. The 
next day broke raining as usual, but all things 
in thia world must come to an end, except 
eorrections in the red book, and as we had 
began to think, the small storm ceased abont 
8 p.m. and the sun shone dimly through the 
clouds. Our A. A. G. now arrived from Kani- 
khet and it was decided that when we could 
be dug out we were to proceed via Naini Tal. 
In the afternoon the sun was shining in a half: 
hearted sort‘of way, as if not quite sure whether 
we had had enough rain. The camp now 
resented a very animated appearance and 
ooked rather like a sea sidéd watering place 
with the bathing clothes out to dry. Most 
uf us were too intent on dryto@ ourselves to 
turn cuc thoughts to recreation, bat some in 
the hopes of iucreasing our supply of provis- 
ions which was rapidly rvoning short owing 
to our enormous appetites, and oar supply 
being cut off by our enemy thé landslips, went 
ont to fish-for mahseer for Whick the river at 
Khairnaissofamous, =. - 9 - - 


' the officers of the British Army. 
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’ However the water proved too———for — 
mahseer to bite, but suleetahs and b’ack ° 
bags were rising freely, and many weré 
landed. We afterwards discovered that an 
Army Transport Cart loaded with su'eetaha | 
be'onging to the first party, had gone bodily 
into the river above us, : 

On Friday we had a general fatigue to 
dry tents, bring in baggage, and also to clear 
away Jandslips,.many of the. men proving 
thems ‘Ives nost efficient road makera, though 
we sheuld not like to euggeat that any of 
them had broken stones betore, after a hard 
day's work, Meanwhile we cheered up 
by the report that our barrel of beer was op 
iis way to Camp, we returned ta Khairna 
about 4 30 p.m., having completed all out 
work. F 

While we were at Junch two of the Saucy 
Pompadoufs arrived, and from the look cf 
astonishment on their faces at seeing thé 
table loaded with empty bottles at that hoat 
of the day were evidently undér the impres- 
sion that the horrors of the last two or 
three days had proved too mucli for our 
mental facuities. “This opinion was quite 
confirmed by the reception they received. 
It was most sporting of them to come all tha 


‘way to sce if we still existed, and to congra- 


tulate us on our escape from a watcry grave 
or the still more terrible consequeuces of 
being flattened out by a falling mountain, 
The kinduess was so appreciated that two 
of our number accompanied them back to 
Chaubattia, returning to Khairna next mor- 
ning. Saturday. We were at last dry and 
had a pleasant little march to Ratighat 
where we were received with that genial 
hospitelity and camaraderie which stamps 
I There the 
time of the men was occupied in cleaning up, 
and that of the officers in holdirg boards on 
the loss of kit. Sunday. We were up early 
and packing what bagyage was absolutely. 
necessary on’coolies to send off to Naini Tal. 
The remainder of the baggage and tents 
beirg left in charge of the l'rangport Officer 
ts whom we must tender our sincerethanks’ 
for all his able arid experienced assiktsnce, 
atid hope that with the fatigue party at is’ 
command he will be able to pack our baggage 
on the few ‘remaining carts antl conduct is 
safely to Kathgodam in tim? for the things 
to reach their respective regiments before 
We again turo our thoughts to sending inval- 
ids to Ranikhat. We atrived in- Naini Tal 


-about 11am, where we were-dll hespitubly 


by every one that they had never experienc- 
‘ed such weather, we recalled the ecenes 


withacertainamusement. The list of killed

Jancvary Ist to 10TH Aprin 1805 THE

success and in both these aseaults the Bengal 
European regiment was well to the fore. Ona 
the 6th February the British camp was moved 
to a position opposite the north-east face of 
the fortress, and the whole army was employed 
night and day constructing field works. The 
Commander-in-Chief frequently expressed his 
warm thanks to the officers and men for their 
unremitting activity. in the performance of 
their arduous duties, It was at this time that 
the regiment got its name of the ‘ Dirty Shirts.’ 
Some of the men apologized to the Commander- 
in-Chief for their dirty appearance as they 
had not had time to change their shirts for 
some weeks, wh:reupon General Lake said that 
their dirty shirts were an honour to their 
wearers, showing that they had willingly sac- 
rificed comfort to duty. He afterwards fre- 
uently addressed the regiment as “his own 
irty Shirts.” On the 10ch February the army 
was reinforced by two regiments of infantry 
(the 86th and 65th) and about 800 cavalry. 
On the night of the 20th new batteries having 
been mounted and a mine dug to blow up the 
enemy’s counterscarp, @ third assault was 
attempted. The Bengal Europeans were in

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the main storming party and when they reached

As some of the enemy’s mines were 
accidentally sprung on this day, the breach 
was enlarged so on the next day (2ist Feb- 
ruary) all the troops having volunteered a 
fourth assault was ordered at 4 p.m. The 
right bastion was suppo-ed to be in a very 
tottering state so all the heavy guna were 
brought to hear on it and altt:ourh it wae not 
brought down it was assaulted, The storming 
party made for the bastion but found that they 
could not effect an ascent as it was too steep. . 
The assailants tried to fourm steps by putting | 
their bayonets into crevices inthe wall and ; 
many reached a considerable height but were | 
dislodged by various missiles. The enemy. 


‘ emboldened by our repeated failures began | 


throwing down large masses of masonry, flim. . 
ing bales of cotton, pots filled with gunpowder - 
etc. amongst our men, causing terrible loss of 
life. After two hours being spent in fruitless 
endeavours to ascend, the troops were with- 
drawn. On this occasion the regiment lost 
three officere, Captain Ramsay, Lientenant . 
Hamilton and Ensign Chance. After this. 
owing to want of provisions, ammunition etc. 
the siege became a blockade until the 10th 
March. eee 
- Fesrvary 2np 1757, Barrie or Caitrore. 
—This was fought under Clive against the — 
Nawab Sinaju’d daulah, who was-the Viceroy: 
of the Emperor of Delhi. In this battle Clive 
started at 3 a.m. to attack the town of Uhit-: 
‘pore but. owing toa mistake first of all and. 
afterwards to a dense fog the attack failed. 
Frsrvary 6ra 1759.—We captured Nasser- 
pore with several guns, the French garrison, 
retreating upon var approach. . 
Fesruary 97H 1760.—A battle was fought. 
close to Patrna by Mir J’afar’s troops under. 
the raja Ram Narian against the Emperor of 
Delhi. Ia this battle we formed the reserve . 
of tha raja’s army and only joined in it to save , 
Four officers of the regiment were . 
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Fesguarr 10rd 1846.—The batile of Sob- . 
raon against the Sikha under Tej Sing. The 
enemy's position formed a eort of larye remi- 
circle round a bridgehead on the south bank 
of. the river Sutlej. They had made all the 
use of their time they could in making strong 
earthworks enveloped in outer batteries of en- 
ormous strength, Those'on.the left and centre 
faces of their prsitiona being the strongest, 
Those on the right were not so scientifically 
constructed as the others b:1t were strengthened * 
by masked batterics on the opposite side of the 
river,’ On the bank in their rear they had a 
reserve ada very strong position, They had 
39,000 men and 70 picecs of cannon. — Sic 
Hugh Gough, our Commander-in-Chief, deter- 
mined to make his main attack on the enemy's 
right and feiuta on his left and centre. The 
Ist European ‘Light Infantry (now the 1st 

’ Battalion) formed part of the forces attacking 
the centre and with some difficulty owing to 
adense fog gained their position on the, morn- 

_ ing of the 10th. The main. attack on the 
enemy's right failed after very severe fighting 
and as the enemy had withdrawn the greater. 
part of bis forces to his right the only thing 
left to be done was.to make real attacks on his 
centre and left. The enemy then swarmed 
towards his eentre,‘on which the Bengal Europ- 
eans rusfied with a steady determination which 
promised to carry all before 1t. Soon reaching 
the ditch they found themselves, face to ‘face 
with massive walls which it was impossible to 
surmount without ladders, To wait here was 
annihilation and to retire «vas to suffer severely. 
-However they regained cover under the bank 
ofa dry river which they had left a short time 
before. Here owing to our Colonel baving to 
take Command of the brigade, the brigadier 
having been killed, Brevet Captain Douglas 
Seaton took command of the regiment. Ha 
rapidly formed up the regiment, taking ground’ 
to‘his left, aud, instructing the officers to make 
for the embracures and spike the gurs, we charg- 
edagain. A second time we were hurled back, 
A third time; we. were formed up a litile more 
to-our left and charged witha hearty cheer and . 
a determination -which -no fire could check. 
We dashed forward without balt or besitation 
notwithstanding terrible'losses. The foremost 
embrasures were reached. The leading men 
jumped up on the shoulders of their comrades * 
and graduilly small parties gained a footing. 
on the embrasures-amidst shouts of joy. As! 
the small parties incceased a rush was madei 
upon thé heavy guns which were captuved and 
spiked.: The enemy having wituJrawn his

ing over the helpless writhing masses as they 
struggied in tha water, There had never been 
such s'angater in India since the battle-of. 
Suxarin 1764. Sobraon praciically endedthe 
Satlej Campaign. The enemy lost between & 
and 10,009 men, upwards of 60 pieces af artil- 
lery and over 260 swivel guns. . The regiment 
went into this battle 400 strong and lost nearly 
half—197 men—in ita three assaults, d 
Frseuary 1lra.—Allahabad surrence:ed 
after afew hours’ cannonading, 
-Fesavary 21st Batrin or Guzerat.—Lord ° 
- Gongh, our Commauder-in-Chicf, after having 
changed his grouud several times finally ‘took * 
up @ position ia front of the village of Shade’ 
iwalish, The Sikh army then fleally took up 
its position in front of the villaze.of Guzerat, 
its right and left resting on easily fordabla 
streams. Beyond and across these streams - 
were large bu-lies of cavalry. Lord Gough's: 
plan was to attack the enemy simultaneously 
on his left and centre and drive him back on' 
his right wing and daring the covfusion this! 
caused to hurl our left wing at him and thus 
scatter him beyond rallying. ‘I'wo divisions © 
supported by aniiilery were to attack in tha 
centre, to one of which belonged the 2nd Ben-* 
gal European Regiment.’ It'was ordered to 
attack the vilise of Barrakalre, which was’ 
considered the key of the position and was 
defended’ by Sikh regiments epecially chosen

siwadiness and beavery, ne regiment advance’ 
ed to the attack in bne, ° Wheu within a short: 
distance. they fired a votley and the left ‘wing’ 
climbed the walls sprung on the roofs of the 
Lonses, some letting theuselves down ints the 
s wiuding street, and-deove the éneniy ‘ous ab! 
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the other side. The right wing had mean- 
. while advanced round tie village and engaged 
the enemy’s supports. Tha Sikhs now raised 
their guns and poured shot and shell into 
friends and foes, struggling on the rvofs of 
the houses for ths possession of the village. 
Twostandards were ce.ptured—anow they are 
hung up in the Officers Mess—every Sikh 
«being killed before they were taken. The 
Sikh infantry, when they became aware how 
emall the force was which had driven them 
from the -villag:, returtied in immense masees, 
Tt now appeared that the r-giment must in- 
evitab!y be doubled up and crushed. Our 
artillery having run out of ammunition re- 
tired to obtain a further supply, thus leaving 
the enemy’s artillery unopp sed. Shot and 
‘shell were poured down on the regiment 
‘and large masses threatened it in front but 


§t could with difficulty be re-trained from. 


rushing forward at the cnemy’s guns. Then 
our artillery galloped up, unlimvered ‘their 
guns and in a few secondsround afver round 
of grape and musketry tore through the 
enemy's masses in front. Under this well- 
directed fire the Sikh soldiers faltered and 
thenslowlyandsullenly retired. From this 
: moment the victory of Guz-ra$ became a 


certainty: During the rest of the day the. 


British cavalry and artillery followed up the 
disorganized Sikh army. The next day the 
regiment made an uninterrupted march of 
furtz-seven miles and was complimented by 
Genvral Gilbert on its spirit and endurance. 

.Fesruary 22nd 1760, Tue Battie or 
Sezrpore.—It was arranged that we, under 
Major Cai!laud, should attack Shah Alam’s, 
the Emprror of Delhi’s, army early on the 
morning of the 22nd. However our ally 
Miran, commanding the Nawabs troops, was 
not ready so Major Caillaud made a recon- 
niis:ance towards the enemy’s position on 
that day and, finding that the enemy were 
not on the alert, seized two villages in his 
front, one of which was calied Seerpore. 
Upon this there was a general advance of 


the Emperor’s army and our forces quickly :]- 


took up a position between the villages the 
Bengal European battalion being in the cen- 
tre. Our ally, instead of placing himself in 
reserve in rear of the centre (as he was told 
to) with his cavalry extending to his right 
and left, massed his whole force on the 
right and slightly in rear of our line. The 
Emperor's army then attacked in three div- 
‘isions—one trying to gain possession of the 
village of Seerpore—and his cavalry circled 


round to our rear and ‘seized our camp. | 
The other two divisions attacked our allies ~ 
with such earnestness that they showed 


-signs of wavering. Some infantry and six 


field pieces were then brought up in support, ~ 
Tey advanced to within forty paces of the - 
enemy and fired a volley, which checked 
the enemy’s ardour. They then fired asec: | 
ond volley and charged, causing the enemy 
to fall into confusion. Our sepoy infantry 
between the villages then rushed forward 
and engaged the enemy’s infantry and drove 
them back at the point of thé bayonet, 
Their cavalry then followed their infantry 
under volleys of grape and mu:ketry. The 
Empercr’s army broke and a general stam- 
pede ensued. ; i 

Fresruaky 28rd _1858.—On this day having 
marched from Cawnpore we sighted Sir 
Colin Campbe'l’s camp at the Alambagh he- 
fore Lucknow. On the 25th a desperate 
attack was made by upwards of 20,000 men 
upon our camp. This was repulsed by our~ 
force of 4,000 men after fighting all night. 
The siege then legged on till March.

One turned up at the death of the lion the 
other day. Nothing but the horseman was in sight 
before, but he was up by the dead lion almost 
as soon as we were, and must have been lying in the 
grass. Some are reported to be watching us, to give 
notice of ourimovements to the dacoits, so we must look 
out for their arrows coming into the Zereba to-pight. 
Idont fancy the idea of dying of a poisoned arrow. 
Elimi Woolfa isa cousin or something of UGAZ

The 
Alamnbagh. was eimated sou'h of thenpex and 
sear it was the piace called “ Diikasha” and 
a large building called “ La Martinere.” All 
former reliefa of the city had been effected 
from the Alambsgh consequently the enemy 
anticipated an attack from this point and 
planned their defences accordingly. The 
canal on the south was defended by a triple 
line of works of enormous strength but the 
eastern and western sides were comparatively 
uadefended, Asthe north bank of the river 
was higher than the south, upon which the 
city of Lucknow was built, our guns could be 
worked with grest effect from there. Our 
commander-in-chief, Sir Coiin Campbell, for- 
med his plans so as to profit by this want of 
judgment on the enemy's part. He ordered 
a strong force under Outram to gain possess- 
ion of the left bank of the river in the north 
and east of the city. The success of this 
Taovement was to be made known by raising 
colours on the top « tall building called the 
“ Yellow House.” Meanwhile the head quar- 
tere of the army were to remain at the Dilk- 
ushs. On March the 2nd the movements of 
our troops commenced, the Ist. Bengal Fusi 
liers escorting a heavy battery of siege-guns, 
proceeded to ocovpy a position somewhat in 
rear of the “ Dilkusha.” The next day we 
received orders to move out for the protection 
ef one ot our heavy batteries close to the 
“ Mahomed Bagh ”—a garden to the left of 
the “ Dilkusha "—in the centre of which was 
a Jarge masonry house with well constructed 
walls, ere we were within 700 yards of the 
enemy's batteries but received no damage as 
there was very good cover. From thjs point 


‘all the enemy’s movements could be heard at 


night and our guards were relieved by the 
sound of the enemy’s gongs. Our heavy 
guns soon succeeded in silencing those of the 
-enemy from the Mahomed Bagh and Dilkasha 
batteries and the regiment returned to camp 
at the Dilkusha. It was then notified that 
we were to proceed with Outram’s division. 
A small action was fought on the 6th. and 
then weencamped. Early on the morning of 
the 7th. theenemy made @ reconnaissance in 
force in our direction but he was beaten off 
without gaining much information. And 
Captain Saluabury occupied two villages in

‘The main army had 
made vast progress on this day taking among 
other places the “ Begum Koti” where Major 
W. 8. Hadeon of the let Bengal Exropean 
Regiment, commandant of Hudson's horse 
wae killed. Our pact of the army then remain- 
ed comparatively inactive until the 16th. 
when we took the Residency, encountering 
hardly any resisterce and pushing on farther 
wa seized the ruined fortresa of ‘* Machhi 
Bawn ” and Captain Salusbury with his com- 
pany to the gateway overlooking the “ Hus- 


aaee Bagh ” capturing three guns on the 


river bank and one at the gateway. This en- 


ded the siege of Lucknow. 


Masgt- — 


rpataw.— On the 6th March, the Briiish force 
under Colonel Ford crossed the Iake of Kolar 


avd arrived before the fortress of Masuipatan,,. 
which stood in a inlet about 1$ miles from’ 


the sea. The south face rested upon this in- 
Jet and was consequently practically unassail- 
able. The other three faces rested on swampe 
from 8 to 18 ft. deep. The shape of the 
fortress. was an irregular parallelogram about 
800 yards by 500. On the outline of the 
works were eleven Bastions; connected by 
curtains, surrounded by a broad wet ditch. 
The town itself was about 14 miles from the 
fortress eonnected with it by acauseway. A 
range of Sandhills extended on either side for 
about halfa mile inland and approached to 
within 800 yards of the walls thus partially 
commanding the fortress and affording good 
cover to an attacking army. From the 7th 
to the 25th the time was passed in construc- 
ting siege works. During this time Ford 
heard that the French army of observation, 
under du Rocher, was threatening Rajamundri 
@ place in our line of communication where 
money and sorely needed supplies bad ar- 
rived. Bristol, who was in charge of this 

lace found his force too small to attempt a 

lefence, he there fore sent away the sick and 
the treasure and Rajamundri was immediately 
occupied by the French. This movement so 


alarmed Anundraz, our native ally, that we 
refased to supply Forde with further funds 
and left the British camp with his followers, : 
matching to protect his threatened dominions, 
The. main French army under Conflans having - 


obtained a strong fortified position now. 


treated with Salabué Jang, eubabdar of the 
Decean, for assistance which was readily gran. 
ted, Salabut Jang with an.armyof35009 men 
wurching to raise the siege of Maeulitpatam. -

OUR CHRONICLE. 


Arnit 1759.—Siege of Masulipstam, (con- 
tinued from last months “ Tiger”) Under 
the pretence of desiring the reception of a 
British envoy at Salabat Jung’s Camp, Col- | 
onel Forde effectively delayed the former's 
tharchto co-operate, with the Freach in Mas- 
‘uliptam, and puebed on the assault of the 
jplace without delay. The various parties 
‘selected for this arduous. duty paraded at 10 
p.m. on the night of the 7th of April, aod as 
the big gong from the French fortress struck 
the hour of midnight they advanced to the 
attack.’ The first division, in which 312 men 
of ‘the Bengal Enropean Regiment fourd 
themselves, with some few Artillerymen and 
about 709 Sepoys, undgr the command of 
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Captain Fischer, were the first to reach the 
breach at the North Fagtern corner of the 
fort. Tais, with some slight difficulty they 
triumphantly cleared, and, once inside the 
place, quickly improved the occgsion by char- 
ging aiong the ramparts on the north face of 
the fortr>ss, capturing two bastions, and fin- 
ally shutring io alarge body of French troops 
ia a ravelin, which was eseparted trom ‘the 
rest of the work by a large heavily ironed 
gate, which Vischer himself closed, thus com- 
pletely isolating this party of the enemy. 
Meanwhile Captain Yorke’a Division, consis- 
ting of four campanies of the old Regiment 
and 59 Sailors, had worked round the enst- 
ern face of the fort, and had oaptured a light 
field piece, on ona of the bastions, which they 
brought to bear, with terrible effect, on the 
enemy who were crowding the ramparts in 
front. Suabseqvently they took a large party 
of the enemy prisoners, and followed on to 
the South Eastern angle of the Fort, with the 
intention of cayturing the Francois battery. 
But here,'a panic euddeuly seized the men, 
who imagined thera wasa “mine” at their 
feet, and to such an extent that they turued 
and did a bolt in the opposite direction, 
Yorke and the o-heroHcers rushed after the:a 
‘and by dint of a little persuasion, refurmed 
and advanced them egain aguinat the Battery, 
with the Drums playing the ‘British Grea- 
adiers.” The delsy, however, w.a dissscrous 
for our chances, and had enabled the enemy 
to place a field piece in position, the fire from 
which wounded and killed several of our men, 
and amongst them, their gailant Commander 
Yorke himself. His party therefore retreat- 
ed andcarried their wounded to the Comeli.n 
bastion. Cuutlane, the French General, had 
by this time completely lost his head, owing 
no dcubt to the unfuvuurable reports which 
reached him from time to time from different 
parts of the Fort. He therefore sent an 
officer to Forde offering to capitulate on hun- 
ourable terms, Forde however sent answer 
that the surrender must be absolate and at 
‘discretion (which was the more creditable to 
‘him owing to the fact that his own ammunit- 
ion was very nearly expended) and.to these 
terms Conflans agreed, and surrendered the 
Fortress unconditionally. The firing now 
ceased, and at daybreak on April the 8th the 
British flag wae hoisted on the Staff, and 
Masulipatam passed over, by.conquest, to the 
East India Company. Our loss was twe 
officers killed and one wounded, Twenty two. 
men killed and-sixty two.wounded. -Calonsl. 
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Broone, in his rice and progress of the Bone 
gal Army—saya of this affair:— 

When the whole attendant circumstances 
are considered—the numerical euperiority of 
the enemy, the strength of the place, and the 
disadvantages nnder which the English 
foree was labouring, as also the great impor- 
tanee ofthe conquest—tew achievements on 
indian reeord can: be compared with this 
brilliant affair, which is surely deserving ot 
commemoration, And it is to be hoped that 
the Corps, stiil in existence, which were em- 
ployed in the ascault’ may, even at this late 
Gate, receive the distinction 89 justly dae, and 
be permitted to emblazon the word “ Masuli- 
patam” ou their colours and appointments. 
These aorpa are the Royal Artillery, the 

Bengal Kurupean Fusiliers, and the Ist Regi- 
meat of Native Infantry. 

ApriL 1769.—Knox with 200 men of the 
Bengal European Regiment, a Battalion of 

Sepoys, aud some Artillery, arrived to re- 
lieve Kam Narain at Patna on the evening 
otthe2ith. They bid marched ‘rom Bund wan 
adistance of 300 miles in 13 days, and at 
once proceeded to the city where they were 
received with the greateat joy by the belea- 
gare l g.rrison. Their arriva! was none tco 
Byevn, as the walls of the city had been 
breached in several places, and Ram Nara- 
in’a svldiers, completely disheartened, were 
.wavermy.in their support. The next day 
Ku.x attacked the enemy's advanced posi- 
' tion, surprising them whilst they were at 


their mid-day meal, drivingthem in confusion . 


trom their camp—which we captured, toget- 
her with their guns, stores, and ammunition— 
and returning before sunset in triumph to 
the city, he was received by the citizens 
with acclamations of joy and relief. The 

“next day the Imperial treops, and the French 

. Corps retired to the villuge of Gyah Man- 
pore. 

Aprit 1774.—Colonel Champion, with a 
brigade, in which was included the 2nd Bengal 
European Regiment, received orders: in 
January of this year, to form a junction with 
the King of Oude’s troops and to place him- 

“ self under the orders of that, Prince. The 
. object of this expedition was the reductiun 
- of the Rohillas, and the annexation of the 
Korrah and Allahabad districts. They arri- 
‘ved, in February, within the Oude territor- 
ies and on the 17th of April crossed the 
border into the Rohilla country. The first 

‘ battle was fought on the 23rd of April, 


‘and resulted in the total defeat of the Rohilla 


_ ebief Hafiz Kebmut, and some 40,000 men. 


The whole brunt of the action being taken 
by the European troops, whilst the King of 
Oude's men discreetly hang back, and only 
advanced when the mowent for p!undering 
arrived—-or as the company’s troops niost 
justly cbserved— We have the honour of 
the day, and these Banditti the profit.” It 
was in this fight that Sergeant Burrell of 
the Regiment greatly distinguished himself. 
He was afterward spromoted to an Ensigncy. 
in 1779, aud ultimately attained the rauk of 
Major-General; becoming one of the most 
distinguished CGfficers- yw the Compony’s 
Army. s 
AprIL OF 1839. found the Regiment on 
the march from Quetta to Kandahar, which 
place they renchad oa the 26th afier ine 
numerable difficulties, euff-rings, and priva- 
tions. At the part of the reute which crosses 
the Kojuck Heights, the Bengal Kurcpcan 
Regituent was employed in trausporting the 
heevy guns and ammunition; the Officers of 
the Regiment working with their men for 
four consecutive days at the drag ropes, from 
‘sunrise to sunset. . a : 
In ArriL 1816.—The First and Second 
Battalions were first quartered together at 
Subatbo>, and “nothiaz,” so Colonel Innes - 
telleus, “could have exceeded the good-feliow- 
ehip which existed between the two Regi-

ArriL 1853.—A flying column under Sir 
Hope Grant was organized. this month to ré- 


-store copfilence to the Fyzabad district, aad 


to rid the country of some powerful bands of 
Mutineers who were looiing the villages, and 
destroying the peace of the inhabitants, 
The ist Bengal Fusiliers served with thia- 
force, and took part in an engagement which 
took place against some thousands of tha ré- 


‘bels near Baree; when an attempt was 


made to seize our baggage, which rtraggled 
over 3 miles. The Ist Bengal Fusiliers were 
ordered to asxiat the rear guard in repelling 
the attacks of the enemy's Cavalry, who 
had succeeded io rounding the village, the 
pint of our assault. They were charging 
down on the baggage when they encountered 
Nos 5 and 6 Companies of the Kegiment 
under Captain Cunliffe, who allowing tho

It turned out that they were march- 
ing at night to avoid attack by dacoits, and they say 
the country is very disturbed. The men, aiter a 
meal with us, proceeded with their sheep the girl 
pene tostay in onrcampand march with as. We 
ave a Jot of women now a great deal too many thay 
say they want to go with us and claim their stolen pro- 
rty from Ugaz but I fancy it is only an wxcuse to 
aad about our camp, any how I wont have them 
with me when I leave Grant and Matthews again. 
Our people all playing cards and talking 1a‘e at night, 
say they mean to keep awake to be oa hand if any 
one comes from Ugaz Noor's in the night. Doubled 
the .sentries and keep a pretty lively look out, a 
right moon makes it nearly like daylight and it is 
efortana‘ely afine night, Though the eountry is vory 


. favourable for these brutes of bow men to creep up 


pear the Zereba. Hope the niggers. wont start 
firing at nothing in the night. Saw a good deal of 
stale elephants dung on the march to-day, and some 
ideal plans, as far as looks go, for big game but no 
tracks of lion. The “ Vid we do it! ” plovers mak- 
ing a great noise round the -camp, either some of . 
these midgans are about or a hyena. A lovely still 
clear moon light night and one could hear anvthing 
along way if only these beastiy people would stop 
their jabber but one might as well try to stop a river 
as tho noisy flood of their unmusical jibberish. © 
August 27th—Found much dithculiy in tarning 
out the mule this morning, und it was nearly 5. 
o’clock before they bezan to load the camels. They 
were talking and playing @ards nearly all night. 
They area rum lot. They knew it was important to 
get to the dacoits Zerebas before sun rise aud yet one: 
might as well have tried to move dead men for an 
hour or so. However, under way atlast, Grant ona 
borrowed pony on the right flank, saw Ram Chunder. 
on the path, and my shikari and Sfahomed syce and 
my midgan on the left in the scrub. We kepta 
pretty bright look’ out for those infernal bow men: 
and had our rifles loaded. The cactus scrub was. 
very favourable tor them, but we saw no signs of 
human life til we sizhted the main Zereba of Ugas 
Noor just after dawn, out of which the cattle were 
bezinuing to stream, accompanied by a few boys and 
girls only. Thera were three gates to this big zereba, 
one in front of us, and two on the other side. Grant 
alloped round one side and 1 the other, and each 
fualted about a hundred ‘yards opposite a gato, Mat- 
thews, coming up in rear, did the same on the near 
side, and we dismount-d with the rifles over the sad- 
dies. The men cime up pretty fast and and we vei 
soon had the place surrounded by -about 20 rifles. 
Grant, Matthews and I could all see one another and 
had our whistles to attract one another’s attention. 
Just as we had the place siirrounded a party of 50 or 
69 midzans made a rush from a small Zereba to tha 
S, post Grant, and got into the big Zereba, the walls 
of which soon seemed alive with men and spears. It 
was a very cold dull morniny, and we had evidently 
taken the dacoits quite by surprise. They were only 
just turning ont. It was I think very remarkable 
that they should have got no news of our approach. 
However all’s well that ends well. And we had cer-. 
tainly surprisol them to great purpose. I sent 
Elimi to the Zereba, telliag him to let the people 
know that, at the first raising of a spear or bow, we 
should open fira,anl demanding to see Ugaz Noor. 
He went up to the gate and after a short parley 
brouht ont with him the man we had come so far to 
see. Fe was a very old man with failing sight, and 
came unarmed to us, accompanied by his son,’a 
handsoma, strong lovking young fellow of about 
twenty, and who carried a Remiagzton rifle. A few 
other old mea, akhils, only carrying sticks formed 
Uyaz Noor's only escort as he came up to talk, 
I was very glad to have got him to coma out to talk, 
at any rate, as, if he had refused to coma I stypo33 
we shovld have had to try and fetch him ant there 
would have bse1a balrow. Is cims up to whare 
I was stan.ling and I did not reply to his salutations 
at first, Grani came up-—too, and 629 shikaris, Macs 


hows and the other men keeping their stations. 
I then told him that we 
that our camel had been loots}, and our man murder- 
ously assaulted and left tor dead, by men from his 
Karias and asked. him to produce the men who were 
responsible and the camel as well. He only spoke a 
little Hindustani or Arabic #0 we had to get Ismail 
to interpret Hindustani into Somali. Uyaz Noor 
said “ The news of our loss caused him the greatest 
pain and that he now heard of it from us for the first 
time”'!. He said however that inquiries should be at 
once made, and, if it should be found that our camel 
had “strayed” into his distriet, no time should be 
Jost in endeavouring to recover it, and punish any 
men that it might be found had had any band in 
causing us so much inconvenience. Hethen went 
through the form of sendin out horsemen in all direc- 
tions to make enquiry. | told him we would wait till 
noon, to hear what he had to say, and that we should 
make a Zereba on a small knoll, over looking his 
Karias, and about 200 yards from them, and hoped 
he would not,.delay. us longer than was absolutely 
necessary, as time was of consequence to us, and 1 
especially had lost some days already by having to 
éome back from the HAUD at all.. He was wonder- 
fally civil for-a Somali and I have never before or 
since had so little trouble in arranging matters with 
them. He admitted that there were many turbulent 
spirits among his people, and that he found it very 
difficult to prevent them from sometimes. looting one 
another. But that he always, and especially in the 
present case, ceevly regretted such occurrences, and 
is chief aim and object of life was to rule his district 
in accordance with the wishes of tke British Govern- 
-ment. -This sort of language would have come nata- 
-rally from a ngtive of India, but was by no means te 
ibe confidently looked for from a Somali. They are 
zo proud and headstrong. I quite expected him to 
shave behaved quite diffirently. However of course 
A was-an old enough soldier to take his remarks 
.“cum grano,” but I shook hands on leaving him and 
;ealled in the-men to start the Zereba on the little hill 
above mentioned, where the cam-ls had already been 
staken and.“‘sat down” in the usual circle with the 
mats and baggage arranged for defance, and the am- 
munition hoxes opened and placed handy. We ask- 
.ed him to tell his people that we did not want any one 
; pear our.Zereba, till the matter of the camel had been 
_ disposed of, and then left him to think it over. We 


, soon bad a strong Zereba up and he sent some milk ° 


_ and we had a comfortable breakfast about 10 o’clock. 
The water.here was very fairly good and the milk ex- 


eellent and. the sun, at noon even, was not unplesant- | 
ly hot. After breakfast we lay ‘about and emoked | 


. under the cactus trees and drank large quantities of 
. pilk brought by the girls of the Karia, who had none 


of tbe. coyness assumed by the ladies of North- 


ern India. They aresome of them, quite nice 'ooking, 
with very good regular features, and their figures are 
“also yery good, they always have a smile ready, and 
, their teeth are of the very best. We bad a lot of 
, &kins spread out, and a table and chairs got ready for 
the DURBAR when Ujaz Noor should turn up. 
And, as the sun got on our heads. punctual to time 
* we saw him coming out of the Zereba’s eastern ate, 


viding a very usetul little horse, and accompanied by - 


ad reliable information . 


his son and some twenty elders, all dressed.in spotless 
white raiment. A thing one seldom sees far into 
Somililand, 03, if. clothes are washed at all they do 
not seem to get whiter in the process, quite the rev- 
erre, for the water is generally a deep coffee colour 


and the best of it no lighter than tea. The whole - 


party came unarmed so we put our awnrifles against 
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tae Cactus tree which shaded the ‘able, and put, all . 
our followers rifles in piles in a corner of the Zereba. _ 


No one having a rifle or spear in his hand. We had 


coffee ready, and it was handed round to the visitora~ 


before entering on business. Then Ugaz Noor told 


us that he found that our information was correct. 


and that our camel was in a Karia about 20 miles to. 
the W, near HARRAWA. But that he heard the 
men who had brought it were not there. That, if [ 
took tha track I had intended returning to the Haud- 
by, I should pass a Karia in which two of them were 
said to be. He raid that. as the camel was in his 
district, he would send and have it brought ut 
once, and we could either wait here for it, or be 
would send it after us, where ever we might decide to 
go. Tle was so eviden.ly in earnest that we were wil 
convinced of his good faith, and became quite frienc- 
ly We had a long talk, and, after much euquiry ute 
out khuber, Grant and Matthews decided to return 
tho way we had come and bunt thy Northern or near 
border of the HAUD and [ to cut straight across the 
hills for SUBOLO again and soon to the south ‘of the 
HAUD. Ugaz Noor shewed us some letters, from 
Colonel Carrington and other oficers, wuv suid be 
had helped them in their bund-n-bnat. Ale invited us 
to a wedding festival in the Karia at night, und sent 
us up some sheep asa present. He di! a little tar- 
get practice ir. the evening that rather astonished the 
natives. Ugaz Noor, an his son, and the A.uils came 
up to tea with us, and saw us sivet the rifles ata 
mark. And,after wehad had our evening meal, we went 
down to the Karia, taking no arms, and leaving only 
a few men in our Zerebaas a guard. So entirely had 
the old man won.our confidence. On arrival at the 
Karia wo were met by Ugaz Noor who bade us wal- 
come, snd sent some girls to us with milk & The whele 
population had turned out on pleasnre bent, and to 
‘celebrate some ones marriaca A new hat had been 
made, (only camel mats on bent sticks,) and in this 
the married conple were sbut, having been provided 
with a large dish of meat-and rice and a large HAN 
of milk: Every ono else then assembled outside to 
dance and sing, and hideous was the noise, and wierd 
in the extreme the scene altogether. Bands of the 
savages would go through a sort of realistic figure 
dance rushing wildly abont in the ring formed by the 
on-lookers and looking in the bright moonlight like 
sava:e demons let loose from Hades. Suddenly they 
would form line on the circle opposite us abd charge 
across halting with theic spears drawn back and 
quivering within a couple of inches of ones breast. 
1 suppose it was to try ones nerves. Any how I 
found it not easy to avoid flinching at the first per- 
formance of this show. They have a way of makin 


, the spear quiver always before they throw or sta! 


with it. In throwing it keeps the point of the spear 


« leadinz, and itisa knack that wants a little practice, 


The rest of the married couple must have been, I fear 
-® good deal disturbed, and much chaff was directed 
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at them throuzh the camol mats which they however 
did’ not deign to reply to. The nigcers were in the 
very best possible temper and they did their best to 
me us feel at home ; sometimes one gets almost ta 
like Spmalis, but not often. I stayed quite late at 
the Karia and, from the noise going on when [ !e't 
about midniyht, one might have thought the fun had 
only just be-un, [ had piven orders to bevin to pac'c 
eamels two hoars betoze daylight as we wore so mca 
behind time and avery long march from Subolo. I 
Knew too that J should most likely be delayed at tho 
Karia where Abmud’s assailants were said to bo. 
However I turned in fora few hours with very litt's 
hope | must say of patting off before daylight —Ifow- 
ever I was vory agreeably disappointad, and, thou. h 
eome of the men wers only just returning from tls 
Karia when | ordered to begin paoking. every ene set 
to at once anl we got away in capital time, saying 
goou bye to Grant and Matthews fur some time I ex- 
pect. They are to send me the lost camel with somo 
raticns from Jiffo when they will again halt for tha 
¢amel to turn up from Harraw aud also for the ration 
camel, that ouyht to come any day now. Noor’s son 
came up to eee me off. in fact wanted to accompany 
me back to Borbora, where [ think he wants to make 
his peace with government. But I could not ako 
bim. Bome other Somalis turned up to say yoo! 
“bye, and one could hardly believe thatit was only 
yesterday that we expected to be cutting one another's 
throats. 
August 28th —There was not much rest in the 
Zereba last night, oar men kept coming back all night 
-and tbe new sheep kept bleating alt ni. ht at intervals, 
and the animds were a Lit restless. There was not 
much room fcr them to riot in! The Zereba was 
only about 20. yards diameter and in it we had.

1 rede Ram Chunder, about } mile ahead of my

shot but misses him, and the ground was too steay to 
track. { Aaye pot gow etght good hardy and_pretty 
fpliable men and six firearms gnd shall have two 
more rifes when I pet the other Camel, so I ought 
‘to be able to do pretty well. Marched to the South 
all day throngh lovely valleys and “nullahs that ought 
‘to swarm with game thoagh they dont. My camels 
ee heavily loaded, and had much difficulty in some 
atthe ulluhs, Halted for an hour at a water-hole 

-mbont noon for breakfust, and shot an oryx there. 
A ‘ot of people were marching with me from Ugaz 
Nour's towards Subolo, some 30 Camels and a lot of 
‘keep, they are afraid te travel alone and offered to 
‘earry some of my kit for the privilege of being allow- 
ed ty traval‘in convoy. The way.they scramble for 
the fal of a CorEM i e one sre and ae it -up 
 dsuuating; as I toll Hasein, they leave nothing for 
Barked! -Lwo of old Ugaz Noor's Midgane, with 
their ‘bows and pojsoned arrows all complete, wer 

With the party following me. I did not interfere wit! 

hem however; as we parted on sach good terms. A 
Wontar gob .e bad cat: feom a: sword as they were 


serambling for the oryx meatto-day. Tho rate of 
marching was very slow, a9 tho gronnd was so bat, 
and we did nots et to ADENYUNIS, tho Kariawhero 
Almund’s dacoits were said ta live till nearly snn- 
Cown It was raining very heavily and mucli thuade-, 
Made an A. 1. zercha at once } milo from Karia, got 
my tent up and thin:s squaro, and then seato! { 
Hurse, who has relations here, to fetch the akhil ant 
geo what he had to say, And loaded my ridoin sighs 
of a lot of savages who ha turned np, and stood look- 
ing at us as we wera working hard to cut down tha 
thorn trees and cet things ship shape, in their own 
peculiarly irritating wey, not ene of them offering tu 
litt a finger to help, They are maddening at times 
and itis difficult to restrain onos feelings, But one 
has to keep one's temgor with Somalis.

C. M, G, 
Aide-de-Camp to the Queer, juined the 1st. 
Batto. 19:h toot in the cold weather of 1863 
in the Punjaub,andafterserving inthe Hazara 
campaign in’t8 for which he received the 
medal and clasp, and inseveral other stations, 
returned homa in 1871. In 1878 Sir Johu 
‘Glover urganised a force to serve in Ashantee, 
and Col. Barnard was one of hia lieutenante, 
His distinguished career commenced at this 
period for he was mentioned in dispatches fur 
“* great discretion and judgment’ and also foe 
gallant conduct, and wasappointed accmpanion 
of the Oder ot St. Michael and St George: 
In March 1877 he was specially promoted in- 
to the 10lat Royal Bengal Fusiliers, passing 
over the heads of ‘no less than eleven subé 
alterns in the 19th foot, He joined the 101s 
at Pembroke Camp, accompanied by “ Lassie’ 
whom many of us Knew in after years, and wa 
have often heard him say that poor old lommy 
Boyton was the first ollicer he met, Captaiu 
Barnard’s company ot the 101st was tho firss 
to land ia Cyprus when we orivinally declared 
& protectorate overir. Keyimental suldiering 
however. was not to segure hia services for lone 
for towards the end of 1873, he was ap- 
pointed A. D. C, to his uld coloacl Sir Robers 
Bright, who was thea commandivg tho Meerut 
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division. 
the Afzhan Campiign of 1879, ficst with the 
Peshawar Valley Field Force, and afterwards 


Ia this capacity he rervad through 


“with the Khyber Line Force. He received 
the Afghan medal, and 8 0 evet m-jority in 
1881, obtaining his substantive majority in 
the Royal Manster Fusilers in July 1881. 
He accompanied Sir Robert Bright to M-ecut, 
and remained thereuntil 1883,when he return- 
ed and joined the Ist Battalion Royal Manster 
Fasiliers at Pembroke Dook. There are one 
ar two officers, and s‘ill a few men who will 
remember Major Barnard’s happy little detach- 
ment at Newport, Socth Wales. The Suadan 
campaign next engaged his attention, and be 
‘was appointed 1). A. A. and Q. M G.at 
Baukim. He returned to England in 1885, 
having received the Egyptian medal, and the 
Khedive'e Star. From 1885 to 1887 he served 
at the Depot, Tralee, and joined the let Batt- 
alion at Dover in 1887. Heaccompanied the 
Regiment to Aldershot, and left it early io 
1889 to take up the sppoimtment of 2nd in com- 
mand of the 2nd Battalion, sueceeding Col- 
onel M. F. Stokes, in command, iu May of the 
sameyear. In Aprif 1890, Col. Barnard wasap- 
pointed Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, end con- 
fequently beoamea brevet Colonel in the Army, 
Last year his period of command was extended 
‘Ly one year, and thus it comes to pass that in 
May 1594 the 2nd Battalion lose the services 
of their distinguished chief, and, after 28 years 
service, hieregimental career closes ; but never- 
theless ail Munsters will look back with pleu- 
sure onthe five years during which Colonel 

- Barnard has been in command and will look 
forward, inthe future, to seeing him gain fresh 
Jaurels, of which his o!d corps will always be 
justly ; road.

= TOE DENGAL LiGkKh. 


“Her Majesty the Queen Empress has been 
“graciously pleased to approve of the Royal 
Munster Fusiliers being permitted to bear the 
following words on their Regimental Colours 
CON DORE, MASULIPATAM, BADARA, 
ROHILCUND, 1774 and 1794.” Such was 
the long-expected announce nent which emana- 
ted from the War Office on the 4th instant, and 
which raises our list of Honours to the good 
looking total of twenty two. A word or two 
here as to the origin of our well-deserved but 
tardily recognised decorations may not be out 
of place. CONDORE was originally placed 
on the colours of the Madras European Reg- 
iment, and inherited by the Royal Dublin Fus- 
iliers, in place of on those of the Bengal Eur- 
opean Regiment, which was the only British 
Regiment, employed in the campaign in the 
Northern Circars, under Colonel Forde, dur- 
ing which the memorable battle of CONDORE 
and the celebrated siege of MASULIPATAM 
were fought, and it has always been a crying 
injustice that these decorations, to which we 
were so clearly entitled, should be so long de- 
nied. BADARA,was fought on the 25th of 
November 1759 by Forde, against the Dutch, 
who had formed an alliance with the Nawab 
Mir J’afar, and is described by Colonel Innes 
as being “ short, bloody, and decisive.”. Tale 
in connection with the naval fight, it was one 
of the most brilliant and important military 
combinations in Indian History, but is seldom 
referred to by English historians. The Dut- 
ch power in India was finally checked by this 
action, their soldiers reduced to 125, and an 
indemnity, for the expenses of the war, payed 
by them of £ 100,000. 

The decoration ROHILCUND was origin- 
ally borne upon the Colours of the Regiment 
in commemoration of the two Rohilla camp- 
aigns of 1774 and 1794, in both of which the 
old 2nd Bengal European Regiment served be- 
fore it was absorbed into the Ist in 1803, when 
the latter inherited the decoration; and it is 
unaccountable why ROHILCUND should 
subsequently have been withdrawn.

It is with unfeigned and heartfelt regret 
that we record the death of Private W. Row- 
ley, which occured on Saturday the 30th in- 
stant at Head Quarters. He was admitted 
into Hospital on the 28th suffering trom a 
chill on the stomach, which shortly developp- 
ed into cholera, and from which, despite his 
strong constitution and a hard fought struggle 
he eventually succumbed two days later. 
Rowley enlisted in the 65th on the 11th of 
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Uetober 187/, was trausferred tous on the 
31st of January 1884, and for the last eight 
years has held the responsible post of waiter 
in the Officer’s Mess, where he was their 
trusted and confidential servant, and where 
he performed his multifarious duties so com- 
pletely, so cheerfully, and so well, that his 
place can never be filled as he filled it. It 
is all thesadder as Private Rowley was home- 
ward bound this trooping season, and more 
than once told us how he was looking for- 
ward to seeing the Old Folks after his long 
absence from “England. We venture to offer 
his friends at home our heartfelt sympathy in 
their bereavement

To quote the words ofa certain Field Officer 
it is really time that “somebody did something ”’ 
in connection with that distressful subject— 
the Regimental Colours. The plain scarlet 
and blue (worn in lieu of the grotesque zig-zig) 
was discarded by the 1st Battn. last year, on 
account of its marked similarity to the colours 
worn by the Guards, the Royal Fusiliers, and 
in a somewhat lesser degree, the Welch Fus- 
iliers, and a gombination of the with the 
National colour-of Ireland was thercfure adopt- 
ed, and approved of byvus in India. A furth- 
er change, however, became necessary when 
it was suddenly discovered in Dublin tuat the 
aforesaid combination was being actually worn 
by the officers of a certain Irish Militia, and it 
was therefore resolved to employ the four col- 
ours now sported by the Ist Battu. Witha 
certain amount of ingenuity the inventors dis- 
covered that our facings in 1796 were yellow, 
and pompadour in 1821, so by intensifying the 
former, and slightly modifying the latter to 
suit local conditions, and by inserting the two 
between the original scarlet and blue, they ob- 
tained at once a result as striking as it was 
original. Taking it for granted then that a 
change is absolutely necessary, are we to adopt 
the lst Battn. coiours, or to hammer out col- 
ours for ourselves? We venture to think the 
former the better plan, and for these reasons— 
The colours are striking and not in-artistic;

June 1760.—In “OurChronicle” for April, 
it may be remembered that after being defeat- 
ed at’ Patna on the 26th of that month by 
Knox, the Nawab wir J’afar Khan fell back 
on the village of Gyah Manpore, where he in- 
duced) Kuddum = Hassain to endeavour tu 
effect a junction, Major Cailland started in 
pursuit of the latter, but his transport arrange- 
iments were so excellent that the British troo, s 
were unable to catch him, and Cailland was 
obliged to write to Knox at Patna, instructing 
him to prevent, if possible, a junction between 
Kuddum = Hassein and the Emporor, | Kunox 
hastily got together a force consisting of 200 
men of the Bengal European Regiment, a 

sattn. of Sepoys, and 5 Field Pieces, and 
crossed the Ganges in pursuit on the 5th 
June. Next morning he,attacked the enemy 
at Beerpore, but as the latter’s strength wis 
fur greater than he had anticipated, he was 
subsequently forced to act on the defensive. 
Forming his men into a hollow square, he 
received for sic consecutive hours the repeated 
attacks of the enemy’s cavalry, until they 
were well-nigh overwhelmed. However Brit- 
ish pluck and endurance conquered, and Knox, 
watching his opportunity, suddenly sallied 
out with the Grenadier Company and drove 
back the enemy, restoring confidence to his 
wavering Sepoys, and so alarming Mr. kh. 
Hassain that hé withdrew his ariny, leaving 
400 men and 3 elephants dead on the field, 
and 8 heavy gunsin our hands. Knox's be 
ject accomplished, he handed over the chase to 
Major Cailland, who had by this time come 
up, and satisfactorily finished the busimess on 
the 25th of the month. : 

Juxe Ist. 1782.—On this date Sir Eyre 
Coote made a rapid advance on the fortress‘of 
Arneec, which had been used by the French 
in conjunction with Haidar Ali’s troops as a 
base for their supplies, after having captured 
from our Sepoys the town of Cuddalore. In 
the battle which ensued, the Grenadiers of the 
‘3rd and the Bengal and Madras Europeans, 
engaged Lally’s French Corps, capturing from 
them one gun, and eleven tumbrils. The en- 
emy was repulsed with considerable loss, 
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Jcne 1857.—By the 7th, all was in readin- 
ese, and a general advance towards Delhi was 
or lered, but as the town of Budlee-ka-Ser- 
ai, which was held in great force by the en- 
emy, lay between us and the former city, it 
was necessary that this should be attacked 
and carried as soon as possible. For this 
purpose, on the early morning of the 8th of 
June. Noz. 5 and 6 companies of the Ist. 
Bengal Fusiliers, under command cf Captain 
Srown (one of the Bosquet tamily) formed 
the advanced guard; but when within 1200 
yards of the position, they found themselves 
under such a heavy Artillery fire that they 
were ordered to take ground to their right, 
and await the arrival of their Head Quarters. 
The whole Regiment now advanced to the 
attack, across the open plain, and sweeping 
all before it, made a genera! assault on the 
enemy’s position at Budlee-ka-Serai, which 
was completely successful; they being forced 
to retire from the vil'age on their main 
Army at Delhi, hotly purcued by our troops 
as far as the “Ridge ’ where both Battalions, 
having been fighting and marching for fif- 
teen consecutive hours, joined the British 
Head-Quarter Camp. On the 12th Lieut- 
enant Thomas Cedell, of the 2nd Bengal 
Fusiliers, won the Victoria Cross, for hav- 
ing “brought in from amongst the enemy,a 
wounded buyler belonging to his own Keg- 
iment; aud a recond time proceeded with 
three men of the 75th, under a very heavy 
fire, and brought in ‘a man of the 75th who 
was most severely wounded.” 
* * * * * * * 


On the 17th, 300 of the 1st formed part 
of a force ordered to drive the enemy out of 
a defended position called the “Eed Gar;’ 
and the work was performed with courage 
and decision, one of the enemy's heavy 
guns being captured by our troops. Ontne 
23rd of the month, the anniversary of 
Plassey, a most determined attack wasmade 
by the mutineers on our defences, but with- 
out effect. In this affair Colonel Welchman, 
eommanding the Ist. Fusiliers was severely 
wounded, and Private McGovern gained 
another V.C. for the Regiment, by “carry- 
ing.a wounded comrade back iato camp, 
under a heavy fire from the enemy's battery, 
at the risk of his own life.” The heat dur- 
ing these mid-day encounters told adversely 
on our men, who suffered terribly from ex- 
haustion and thirst, which frequently ter- 
minated in cholera, sunstroke, and death.

August 28th 1893.—There are two large 
zerebis here and much cattle and excellent 
grasa, but the water has tobe brought from the 
hole where we halted at mid-day today.

Aitter about an hour’s waiting the Akhil tur- 
ned up, and, as he only spoke Somali, I spoke 
to him through HASH, who interpreted Arab- 
ic, Le said two of the men who were of the 
patty who attacked Ahmud werc in the zereb- 
as, but that only one camel mat and rope were 
tuere, he knew nothing of Ahmud’s clothes, 
knife, cartridges, or other camel mats. As it 
was now nearly dark and raining hard I sent 
him away and told him to-come to-morrow 
morning, at daylight with the two dacoits and 
Ahnmuds effects and seven sheepas compeneat- 
ion, and that I would then speak further. He 
sxid he would come. None of the men from 
these Karias brought speara to my zereba, a 
very unusual thing and the Akhil seemed very 
“‘chup” they may have heard bow we fright- 
ened Ugaz Noor, ad perhaps may not give 
trouble. ‘The prisovers will be a beastly nuis- 
“ance though. [sha!. try and frighten these 
people from any ftura interferences with my 
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men, 10 p.m. all my 8 men (counting Hash 
ag aman) in my tent, stuffing oryx meat in 
a truly alarming wavy, cutting fids off four or 
five pound chunks and swelling out in the 
process. They have not had time to make 
“chuppers” to night and [ cant keep them 
out intherain, Allthe party, thank goodness, 
in very good humour. .J tell them I dont 
know when we shall get more rice ur dates, so 
they ha: better only use a little every day, 
but [ promise meat every day. They have 
only eaten meat to-day but, of that, not less, I 
am sure, than seven tu ten pounds aman, No 
one would credit the amount they can shift 
unless he saw them do it. 

All the camels took frightagain last night, 
and itis a real treat when they get excited at 
night in asmallzereba. Last night we had in 
our zereba, a circular one, about 20 yards 
diameter. Camels 14, Horses 2, (mine and 
my lame one) Mules 3, Donkeys 8, Sheep 12, 
Goats 5, and about 50 men and women, and 
when the animals begin playing about in the 
dark and go over the tent ropes and one anoth- 
er and make the voices characteristic of each 
different sort of animal there may be present, 
with the swearing and shouts of the men as 
well thrown in, the result is an entertainment 
that one soon has enough of, in-fact, if it rains 
hard especially, one might say that it soon 
pallson one. 

The mules generally start the row. I went 
outside the zereba just now, and coming back, 
my mule got frightened and gave me two well 
meant kicks, though I was too close to him to 
get hurt. It will be bad marching to-morrow 
and [ can’t afford to hurt a camel now. It 
will be very slippery and my camels have very 
heavy lvuads; however { find some more men 
are going to march with me so they shall 
carry some of the kit. Most of my men can 
speak Arabic and I think they like mea little. 
They are good men but I-wish I had old Ah— 
mud. He may come from Jiffo with the 
other camel: He is a real good pilot in this 
country. P ; 

August 29th.—The Akhil turned up in 
geod time and brought two hans of ghi saying 
that he was mistaken about the dacoit and 
that there were none in the Karia, the two 
men having left, he brought however the cam- 
el mat and rope. I said we wanted the com- 
pensation anyhow, but he said the men were 
too poor to give sheep, but the wife of one had 
sent the ghi. _ We were jabbering till pretty 
well ten o'clock and I found [ should not get 
anything mere unless I took it so I gave the 
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order to pack up, feeling I must say, rather 
surprised at their having offered anything. 
It now turned oat, as we were going to march, 
that we were not meant to have the hans, 
‘only the ghi. But I said that we should 
‘certainly take them. About 40 spearmen 
turned up and were rather threatening and 
using, I expect, bad languageifone could have 
understood it, so I gave the order to load the 
rifles. After this the savages kept a little 
further off but followed us some two miles. 
The akhil then came up and said, if we would 
give back one han, he would fill our hans with 
water and give our men as much milk as they 
liked. I thought thisa good arrangemen t a3 
we wanted the water badly so we went back 
and halted. I saw an oryx feeding about 
a} mile off taking no notice of the noise we 
made, curious.y enough, so I easily stalked him 
and killed him dead with one bullet. The 
niggers saw the shot and were, I hope, duly 
impressed. Soon after some women came, 
bringing water and milk, and I gave the akhil 
some of the meat and the women the entrails. 
Somalis leave nothing of an animal for the 
kites. The Akhil was now quite “khush,” I 
gave him back ore han, having taken out the 
ghi, and he says he will give me water any 
time I send back for it. He, like a good 
many of these head men, seems quite a decent 
man but the part is the natives are so trucul- 
ent that they have no real authority, and every 
one does as he likes. I know the names of 
the dacoits now and can report them at Bur- 
bura. 

About 30 other camels march with me and 
take most of my kit and meat. Rather lucky 
as mine want a rest badly. Inthe next three 
miles I killed two more oryx and wounded a 
third, and, as the skinning &c. took so long, I 
gave orders tocamp at the second dead oryx 
as there were good -bushes for zereba, and we 
could not get to Subolo before dark, and there 
were no more trees on the way. I followed 
the wounded oryx till nearly dark and lost 
him close to the zereba. We shall have plen- 
ty of meat now for some days if I dont want 
to shoot again. If I get khuber of lions of 
-course I salt want to avoid making useless 
noise. When I came up to the zereba it was 
just dusk and I took an axe to help finish the 
zereba. I gave three strokes on a tree when 
a partridge got up from between my legs! 
They sit pretty close here! 

August 30th.—Rained a little last night 
early at cleared up at Midnight and we tur— 


-ned out early. As I was just starting, about 


6 o'clock, some horsemen turned up from 
ADENYUNIS, (the karias where we had 
the dispute yesterday,) and volunteered to go 
and look for lions. There were 12 of them— 
so they split up into three parties, agreeing to 
meet me at a certain place about noon, and I 
went to look for the wounded oryx of yester- 
day, I found him and hit him again but not 
badly and I had a very z:ring chase after him 
over the small hills there are just here. The 
sun was out very hot and the wind had tallen. 
At about twelve I felt a bit done and had to 
sit down for a bit. We had bronght ne water 
with us. It has been cooler lately with the . 
breeze and we have done without a drink dur- 
ing the day, but to-day was awful and we were 
all nearly cooked, Hasain, that is, I and Mah- 
onud and Hursi. We were only about a mile 
from where the horsemen were to meetus 
so we soon saw them coming up. They had 
seen no lions or anything else they said, so I 
told them where the wounded: oryx was and 
let them go after it. They rode it duwn [ 
heard afterwards. We had-a few chupatties 
so we ate them and then moved off straight 
for our camp at Subolo. I was feeling quite 
sick from the sun. Never felt like it before. 
I got on my red mule that I had brought to 
carry meat, and I had not gone more than a 
couple of miles when I saw, about a mile a- 
head, a large herd of hartebeste, with two an- 
imals I could not make out, following thent. 
I got out the glass and it struck me they must 
be lions Hasain looked and said he thought 
they were, we wenton 1000 yards or so and 
then made them out plainly about six or seven 
hundred yards from us and about the same 
from the hartebeste. There wasasmall scrub 
covered hill to the West of them so I sent 
Mahomed on the mule toride round and keep 
them from going that way and I and Hasein 
walked up towards them.

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DEPARTURE OF THE ist BATTALION 
FOR THE CURRAGH. 


(Lrom the Baily Independent May 26th )

The RoyaL Munster Fusiliers left the 
Wellington Barracks yesterday morning for 
the Curragh amid every manifestation of 
regret. It was well. known in the city that 
the battalion had been ordered to the Cur- 
ragh, and the friends of the soldiers arran- 
ved to give them a send-off. At the main 
gate shortly afcer eight o’c cck an enormous 
crowd had collected, but no civilian not on 
business was permitted to pass the guard. 
Bugle sounds f»!lowed each other in quick 
succession; in the ro-ms and on the square 
busy preparations were being made for the 
departure of the regiment. Service wage- 
ons were here and theré being packed with 
the heavy luggage of the corns, sergeants 
and commissioned officers were getting their 
men into order and imparting final instruc- 
tions. A body of soldier cyclists, in heavy 
marching order and mounted on their mac- 
hines, rode out of the gate en route for 
Kingsbridge, and the large crowd raised a 
cry of “ Here they are.” But it was a false 
alarm. Soon after, the band of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police marched up and were 
received with a tremendous cheer by the 
soldiers and civilians. They were followed 
by the band and pipers of the Gordon High- 
landers, the drums of the Grenadier Guards, 
and the band of the Duke of Cornwall's 
Light Infantry. At 8-30 the “Assemble” 
ond “ Fall in” sounded, and the regiment 
fell into line on the parade ground in splen- 
did order. The arms and appointments of 
the corps, which numbered 800, were epot- 
less. When the battalion paraded, Colonel 
Johnston, addressing them said—* Fusiliers, 
you are about to leave the barracks in which 
you have been quarted for two years to take 
up quarters inthe Camp of exercise. You 
have conducted yourselves in this garrison 
like good and orderly soldiers. The gener- 
als commanding have said it, the newspapers 
have said it. Iam proud of you, men of 
the Fusiliers, and I trust that in our new 
station you will maintain the high character 
vou have earned. I am proud to know 
that there is not this morning a single ab- 
sentee, and | feel that when we depart the 
citizens of Dublin will remember you with 
the respect they have entertained for you.” 
Eight hundred busbies were waved in the 
air, and a mighty cheer went up from the 
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square, and was taken up by the people out- 
side the barrack walls. The bands then as- 
sumed their positions, and the last order to 
the Munster Fusiliers on the square of 
Wellington Barracks was givea by Colonel 
Johnston and the company cfiicers, “Fours, 
tight, quick march!” The band of the p»l- 
ice immediately struck up “Molly Darling,” 
to which the men stepped with a sturdy 
swing. As they left the parade grount 
they cheered repeatedly, and the cheers 
were multilied by the echoes from the bui!- 
ding and the barrack yards. As the head of 
the column emerged from the main gate, 
where the s+ntries p-esented arms at the - 
guardroom, the crowd began to close in, and 
in a few minutes the cheering multitude of 
soldiers and civijians were marching along 
the Circular road. At every point there 
wer- ksots of spectators, who, with the 
prople wh» filled most of the windows, cheer- 
ed, acd these in the street joined in to swell 
the meving miss, After the police band 
had stopp“d rlavirg the Dukeof Cornwall‘s 
rolled cu © Fur Away,” the Gordon High- 
landers played “Steer my bark to*Erin’s 
Isle,” and the druma of the Guards strick 
up the march “Second to None” short]y bs- 
fore the railway terminus was reache!. 
The troops mache i through the big gate at 
the west «nd of the Kinesbridge station, 
and were halied on the platform. ‘There 
they stood at casa while the train wae being 
prep:red. Fw sf the civilians were allow - 
ed to enter, but '.e vast body of them re- 
mained outside on the road and cheered again. 
There was no bustle at,the train side. The 
officer’s chargers were put into the horse box- 
es and secured; the women and children of the 
regiment, got into the carriages reserved for 
them, and the companies were entrained quick- 
ly. When the first special was full it steamed 
out of the station, the band of the police play- 
ing “Auld Lang Syne,” and the men cheering. 
The people outside answered the cheers, and 
ina few moments th: first detachment was off. 
Then the second special was backed along the 
line for the remainder, who got on board in 
the same orderly way, and the last remnant 
of the regiment left with similar signs ot fare- 
well. Major-General Moncrieff and the dist- 
rict staff were present. The staff included 
Colonel Dundas, Colonel Cooper, D. A. A. G; 
Captain Banning, D. A. A. (. for Instruction ; 
Lieutenant Hayworth, A. D. C; Major Camp- 
bell, R. E. Captain Congdon, Garrison Adjut- 
ant, superintended the arrangements for the 
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departure, and the Rev. Father Dunae, late chaplain 
to the regiment, was present and bade farewell to the 
men. 

“T never had a smarter regiment under my com- 
mand,” remarked General Moncrieff to a representa- 
tive of this jonrnal; “they are exemplary soldiers in 
every way, and their conduct in the garrison hasbeen 
splendid.” [n a conversation with our representative 
Colonel Johnston gaid, “I hope we have deserve.l all 
that your pressmen and the civilians generally have 
said about us. I am honestly proud of my command, 
and { think every man in the battalion has done his 
Lest to uphold the name of the corps when here. I 
woukl like through you to express our theuks to the 
citizens of Dublin, and hope they wi!l keep us in their 
meiory.””

We, the undersi, ned, on behalf of the officers, ser- 
eants, and constables of the Dublin Metropolitan 
olice, cannot permit the occasion of your approach- 

ing departure to pass without placing upon record the 
feelings of respect and esteem which we entertain for 
your gallant corps. 

Your career has been a long and distinguished one 
and occupies a prominent place in the annals of the 
British Army. From 1644 down to 1887 you may 
be truly said to bea fighting corps, and whether as 
“the Bengal European Regiment.” “The 101st 

. Royal Bengal Fusiliers,” or “The Royal Munster 
Fnsiliers,” yon have always upheld the fame, honor, 
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and glory of your native land—-standing as you do, 
in the foremost ranks of her Majesty’s serviee in the 
nuaber of battles inscribed upon your colours. 

Asfelluw- countrymen, we hada peculiar interest in 
your first visit to Leeland, and during your lenghten- 
ed stay in our city your exemplary conduct and sol- 
dier-lke beariog have secured you hosts of friends, 
but we venture to say that note reciprocate that 
friendship more warmly than the members of our force. 

The popularity of “The Munsters” with the  citi- 
zens at large is so well known that.it is almost need- 
less tor us to refer to it, but we wish to add our. tes- 
timony to the admiration in which you are held and 
to the general rezret there is felt ut your departure. 

Years may possibly clapse betore the Royal Mun- 
ster Fusiliers and the Dublin Metropolitan Policeare 
again brought together, but we trust this may serve 
asa memento in the future of the cordial relations 
which existed between two corps composed of such 
kindred elements. 

Dublin, LOth May, 1804. 

Colonel Johoston replied as follows—Qn behalf of 
the officers, warrant officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men of the Ist Battalion Royal Munster Fusjliers, 
I beg to tender to the ofticers, sergeants, and consta- 
bles of the Dublia Metropolitan Police our heart-felt 
and grateful thanks tor the unesampled compliment 
they have paid to usand our distinguished regiment 
in presenting to us this beautiful address, the terins of 
which are so gratifying to usall. The reception 
which wehave met with on being stationed for the first. 
time in the country to which we owe our nationality, 
has been such as to fill us with pride and satisfaction 
and should in the future help us in the hour of trial 
to uphold the glorious name which our predecessors 
in the regiment have carved out for us, while main- 
taining the honour and safety of the Empire. That 
the magnificent force to which you belong has not 
only vied with, but surpassed the rest of the inhabi- 
tants of Dublin in this welcome, is to us a source of 
pleuure, feeling as we do that we have a common 

and of comradeship in the maintenance of order and 
discipline. As the officer tor the time being entrust- 
ed with the command of so old and distinguished a 
regiment, I am filled with pride and gratitude that 
the young soldiers whose privilege it is to safeguard 
the reputation of a regiment with sucha glorious his- 
tory, have fulfilled their duty so well that we have 
not only satisfied our most gracious Sovereign and 
those whom she has been pleased to set over us, but 
have at the same time, done honour to the people of 
one of the most, if not the most, military nations in 
the world. From the very first the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police have honoured -us with hearty friend- 
ship, a friendship which has been, and ever will be, 
most cordially reciprocated. Longafter my comrades 
and I have passed away your ‘ouching address will 
be preserved as an historical and treasured memento 
of their first welcome to Irish soil by Ireland’s sons, 
and notably by all ranks of a force unequalled for 
discipline, smartness, and physique. Amongthemany 
regrets which are present on our leaving Dublin, 
where we have met with so much kindness, there are 
none more acute than those with which we part from 
our staunch comrades of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police.

without precedent. Yoonight all ranks of our regi- 
ment are invited to share in the honour shown to us, 
asifte mark in the stron zest possible minner the fact 
that the good fee ling which exists between us is pot 
restricted to any grade. but permeates the whole. In 
my reply to your tnost friendly address [have already 
endeavoured to express, but in a feeble manner, I fear, 
the sentiments of my comrades and myself; but I feel 
J must repeat our keen appreevation ot the gratifying 
means you have taken to make known that «goodwill. 
We are proud of being Irish, and with good reason, 
buat we do not forget we are, above all, British, anda 
part of the British army, in which regiments Eng- 
lish, Scotch and Trish are united in the service of our 
most gracious Sovereisn; and it has always been our 
pleasure to maintain fricodly relations with other reg- 
iments of every nationality. Indeed, at the present 
moment there are two ot our oldest allies, the 2nd 
Battalion D. C.D. 1. and the 2nd Battalion Prince of 
Wales’ North Stafford Regiment in this garrison. 
Before sitting down again it becomes my privelige to 
call upon ny comrades who are here with ime to-night, 
‘to drink to the health and prosperity of our kind en- 
tertainers, and | would ask them to do so in thesame 
thearty manner in which they responded to the toast 
‘ofour regiment. [tis said that there is nopleas- 
ure without a tinge of sorrow, and as 1 look round 
the room this evening, 1 am conscious, amid all the 
happinsss whieh this occasion inspires, of one feeling 
of regret, and that is, that the magnificent specimen 
cof Irish manhood, who are our hosts to-night, have 
not donned the red cvat of the “ Munsters” instead of 
the blue uniform of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 
However, if not our comrades in arms, they certainly 
are, and always will be, remembered as our comrades 
in peace. Although it will not be our lot to fight to- 

ether on the battlefield, still, in the mimic field of 
the arena, we have shared many a well-fought contest. 
J know those who were at Ballsbridge last June will 
not easily forget the splendil victory of the magnific- 
-ent tug-of-war team, which las earned for the D. M. 
Pia world-wide re yutation, while covering themselves 
wich glory. But cithough tho bond of union between 
us has been cemented and strengthened by our com 
mon interest in our tug-of-war teams, that is by no 
means the only one.

Captain Boyle writes:— 
Thad a few hours to spend in Winchester 
the other day, so thought I might as well 
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spend them in looking over one of Englan’s 
most historical and oldest edifices namely the 
Cathedral. It is most interesting, and during 
my rainble round J saw a stone erected to the 
ers aud men cl the-101st Royal Bengal 

rs, Who died in India previous to the 
uviival of the Regiment in England. The old 
Celours of the Regiment were hung on each 
side of this monament, and whilst locking at 
them an old verger accosted me and informed 
me that these were the Colours of the 101st 
Fusiliers now he believed culled the Munster 
Fusiliers, and he said. “I have been knock- 
ing about this Cathedral for the past 43 years 
and the grandest and most impressive cerem- 
ony I ever witnessed within these wails was 
the placing of those Colours there by the Reg- 
iment when they were quarteredat Portsmouih 
in ’71.” I then informed him I belonged to 
that Regiment, and he showed me round the 
Cathedral. The curious life led by tiese old 
vergers and the way in which the far-away 
“past and present is all one to them was brought 
home to me during this visit. The lady who 
was with me, asked where William Rutus was 
buried. “Oh! heres’ Rufus” said the verger, 
pointing toa tomb near the choir, I had a 
look at him a few years gone and well preser- 
ved and fine bones he has too, but of course he 
only died recent, as up there” pointing to what 
looked like an old ruin, “is Bertram the son of 
Cantacute who died in 201,” or some such 
year as that. No smile lightened the physion- 
omy of this old Wykehamist, and he seemed to 
consider himself personally acquainted with 
William Rufus and other potentates who died 
about 800 or 900 years ago. He told me the 

. arrow head thatis supposed to have killed Rufus 
was found in the coffin. I left the Cathedral 
with a weird feeling of having communed with 
old Druids, and really wondered if I should 
meet Henry VIII or some such noteworthy 
personage before gaining the narrow but pic- 
turesque High Street ot Munchester:

The Colors referred to by Captain Boyle are 
the historical pair pourtrayed in the frontis- 
iece of the ‘History of the Bengal European 
egiment,” and students of those deeply in- 
teresting records will remember how that very 
identical Regimental Colour was carried by 
Ensign Philip Moxon at the battle ot Ferozshah 
on the 21st of December 1845. Advanced in 
the centre of the line against the Scikh barric- 
ades on that memorable occasion, it was not un- 
til theattack had been momentarily driven back 
by the sudden and rapid fire of the enemy, that 


it was discovered the Regimental Colour had 
di-appeared. Withcut waiting for orders En- 
sign Innes returned alone to the barricade, in 
front of which lay Ensign Moxon’s body quite 
deal; he having fallen upon the Colour, which 
was saturated with his bicod. The Colour 
was hastily recovered, and brought back in saf- 
ety; the suldicvs of the Regiment hailing ita 
restoration with shouts of joy.

Raking up past events in the history of the 
Regiment reminds us of a Bengal Fuailier, 
whom we had the pleasure of meeting at home 
last year, and whose recollections of the old 
Regiment as it was in his day and as he 
remembered it were most deeply interesting. 
Colonel George Gaynor joined the Regiment 
as Ensign on the 29th of January 1840 at the 
early age of 163 years, obtaining his commiss- 
ion from Woolwich, without purchase, 
through the influence of a relation who wasa 
Director inthe H.E.LC. He cameto India in ’41 
and joined the 2nd Europeans at Ghazeepoor 
but owing to a severe fall from a pony, he was 
invalided home, and was fortunate enough to 
obtain three year’s sick-leave. Coming out 
and going home he travelled of course in the 
hired transport, which was in those days far 
more comfortable for all ranks than thé present 
sardine-tin or troopship. Colonel Gaynor was 
lucky in obtaining his company in ’49, but al- 
though he only did seven years actual Reg- 
imental duty, he served through the Scinde 
and Punjaub Campaigns with the Regiment. 
His -taff billets were varied and numerous. 
He was Deputy Commissioner at Dalhousie 
until the sea washed the place away, and there 
was no further use for him. He was in the 
Audit Department at Calcutta for a time, and 
Paymaster of the Bengal Troops in Burmah 
for 5 years. He did duty witi'the Kumaon 
Battn. when it was first raised, and with the 
64th N. I. and was alsoa Judge Advocate-Gen- 
eral. When Colonel Gaynor did duty with 
the .egiment he belonged to the Rifle com- 
pany, and sported the expensive uniform of the 

ifle Brigade, even to the extent of wearing ah 
expensive fur-lined pelisse which cost 25 guin- 
eas and which stood every chance of being 
hopelessly ruined in the first sand-storm. The 
tendency of those days was to copy the dress 
of the Cavalry as much as possible, and this 
was carried to such an extent that on one 
occasion an Inspecting General sarcastically 
said “Well Colonel, I’ve seen the men, and 
I've seen the Officers, but where are the 
horses?.” Stocks, he said, were worn pain- 
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fully. high, the sleeves very tight, and a “ waist” 
‘was obtained, not by tightening it in like the 
French or Italian Utiicer, but by an enorraous 
amount ot padding round chest and shoullers. 
The Mess jacket was the ord'nary 
shell- jacket uw bu'tened, thrown Opes 
worn with an eve ning an ite waistes: 
Beneal Fy ran fariohly 7 ow 
scarlet Gunr 
stead of the thin Vis inen veal eb 
to wear a chaco, invented for then by a 
illustrious persgnage, which they alvyays 
ed doing if eossible, wearing instead thete round 
forage Caps, which, with the projecting peak in 
front made a zoo support for the puggaris. 
When Culonel Gaynor marched with the Keg- 
iment into the Purjaub, the chicos were all 
carefully packed on the transport camels, but 
after furding the Beas his Colour-S. rgeant 
came to him, and reported, with a very long 
face, that eleven cf the new chacos had been 
knocxed off and lost during the crossing. 
“Colour-S2rgeant” said Colonel G. “do you 
know what Pariauh means?” “No SirT dent.” 
- “Well it meins five rivers. We have jus t pass- 
ed through the first, I hope ty the time ‘we 
have crossed the last that you ‘will be able to 
report that thcre is not a single one of the new 
hats left in the Company.” And there was'nt. 
Commenti:g on the state of the messes, Col- 
onel G:ynor tol: us how expensive they were; 
indeed to such an extent was wasteful extrav- 
agance carried that Sir Caarles Na: icr's farewell 
order, on leaviiig India, was chiefly ccouvfined to 
this subj.ct. Colonel G's share of a certain 
Inspection dinner at Bareilly was 75 Ns alone. 
A repast, by the wav, which he was tco seedy 
to attend. Inspection dinners reminded him of 
the perfunctor way in which Inspections were 
sairied out. Ona Brigadier (nonames, no pick- 
drill) who inspected the Regiment on one cce- 
asion saw the bo: ks of the Grenadier Company 
no fewer than eight times! These h:d be: so 
correctly and neatly kept, that as one officer 
carsied them out thenext on the roster brought 
them in, and a most favourable report on ‘the 
Regiment resuted. Tempora mutantur et nos 
mutamur in illis with a vengeance. Culonel 
Gaynor remembered General Warren, whose 
reminiscences appeared in these pages some 
three years ago. He was awild chap, but as 
bold as a tion. For the great Hodson, who 
was a personal friend of his, Colonel G. had 
the greatest admiration. He wasa scholar as 
wellas a soldier, and had been some years at 
the Varsity before coming outto the Bengal 
Vosiliers. “His rooms were always well fur-

On the 25th. July Lieut. Hendriks and 32 N. C. 
Officers and men of the 1st Battn. were sent from the 
4surragh to Aldershot for their Li-annual training as 
a section of No 3 or “Fusilier” Company of the 
Mounted Infantry Regiment. the other three sections 
of the “ Fusiliers” Company consist of the 5th Fus- 
iliera, Royal Fusiliersand Royal Scots Fusiliers. The 
whole being commanded by Captain Henry, Sch Fus- 
iliers, the Companies out for training this year were 
encamped on Jersey Lrow, North Camp, and in 
spite ofthe bad weather were able to do a lot of use- 
ful work. Representations of English, Scotch. Irish 
and Welsh Kegiments were out together, in two Com- 
panies, the 3rd and 8th, and competed in friendly 
rivalry obecome the most efficient. Since the origin- 
al organization of the Mounted Infantry Regiinent by 
Colonel Hutton (then Major) in 1889, the Munster 
Fusiliers Section under Captains ‘then Lieut’s) Max- 
well and Bowen and Lieut Hendriks have always we!l 
held their own in the Fusilier Company and have 
been Lizhly reported on for their smar.ness, efficiency 
and esprit-de-Corps. Of the orivinal section of 1859 
there are only two men left. viz Lee.-Sergt. Gibbins 
and Bugler and Lze.-Cpl. Shea. Seryt. Reaney, whois 
still serving inthe Ist Battn. being unavoidably pre- 
vented from conhing oul for training this year. Under 
the present organization the Mounted Infantry Regi- 
ment forms a most excellent school for training 
Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and men of 
nearly every Regiment in the Service in the various 
duties of the Mounted Infantry Soldier. The work, 
and all have to work with a real good will to become 
in any way efficient, is of a most interesting nature, 
and should especially commend itself to these men 
who have the Sporting instincts which are always to 
be found in an Irishman, more perhaps than any 
other nation in the world. Men are taught to think 
and act for themselves, and an intelligent and good 
man speedily comes to the front. Atthe end of each 
training Non-Commissioned Officers and Men are 
given a Mounted Infantry Certificate showing their 
qualities as a horseman, groom and M. I. Soldier, 
and these should be of no little use to them in aiter 
Civilian life. The Mounted Infantry Regiment, now 
commanded by Lieut.-Colonel Auld D. A. A. G. (late 
5th Fusiliers) forms part of the 1st Army Corps and 
Regiments that furnished detachments to it would 
have on Active Service to fill the vacancies from the 
‘Reserve. All that is possible is clearly to keep these 
men in the home Battalions but these that do go away 
to the Battalions abroad should form a very valuable 
addition as such men would be almost invaluable as 
Sub-Section leaders to Officers who might be called 
upon to furnish a Mounted infantry forceon Active 
Serviceand at a moment’s notice. The length of the bi- 
annual training, 2} months, is all that could be desired. 
It is sufficiently long to teach the men how to ride 

room a horse and perform the duties of a Mounted 
fremntry Soldier, without in any way making them 
think they have the smallest relationship to cavalry 
inistruesense. The first thing impressed on the men 
is the object of their organization “to provide picked 


infantry soldiers capable of acting wth cavalry and 
using their rjles and bayonets to the greatest advan- 
tage when geeat rapility of movement is requ’site” 
The dress of the M. [. at home is as simple and in- 
expensive ag possible, Spars are under no cireum- 
stances worn on dismounted duties, and even when 
mounted their use is rather discouraged than other- 
wise. It yet remains to be shewn what. point. the 
mounted Infantry Regiment, asa Regiment. will be 
able totake, as aunit, in the next ~ All honour is 
due to those who originally org Lit, as well as 
those who are continuing it on the same linea.

RAT CATCHING IN THE ARMY. 
——:0 :—_—_. 
(Reproduced, by special request from 
the Pioneer, April 8rd 1390.) 


Extract from an unpublished blue book:—- 

Within a thousand miles of P. , Was a store in 
which a large quantity of military clothing was kept. 
pending emergencies, and to keep down the rats there 
was a cat, for which a small subsistence allowance 
was drawn monthly. Retrenchment, however, was 
the order of the day, and the officer in charge was 
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directed to indent for traps, rat, wire, ivon, galvanis~ 
ed, mark L inthe proportion of one to every hundred 
suits of clothing. In the next charges in war mater- 
ials, an elaborate picture and description of the above 
trap appeared, and the cat was declared obsolete, and 
ordered to be handed over to the commissariat depart- 
ment to be sold. 

The number of traps, according to the above pro- 
portion, was found to be 1-3, and accordingly twenty 
traps were demanded. The indent came back with 
one trap disallowed, but, by way oi consolation, it was 
stated that * fractions of a trap exceeding five would 
be considered asa whole trap.” Thereupon, the oflicer 
in charge of the clothing store pointed out “that the 
odd thirty-three suits of clothing would be lett to the 
merey of the rats,” but without avail. The nineteen 
traps duly arrived, and a return, Army form, X 
1063, was ordered to be submitted monthly. 

The return in question was arranged in bird-cage 
form, and was a masterpiece of its kind, showing at 


-2 glance the amount of cloching in store, the cubic 


measurement of each room, the number of traps on 
charge, the number of rats caught each day. The 
rats were to be further classified as regards colour 
and size, and arranged in parallel columns. Mice 
were to be entered under the heading ‘* Remarks.” 
The percentage of rats caught to suits of clothing, 
and of rats to traps, were to be marginally noted. 
Mice were to be included in the later, but not in 
the former. 

The ofticer in charge of the store acknowledged 
the receipt of the traps, and requested instructions as 
to how they were to be set. The reply came, “that 
the matter had been under consideration, and instruct- 
ions would shortly be published.”’ The first. monthly 
return showed several suits of clothing destroyed by 
the rats. The authorities gave evidence of the energy 
they have always displayed on an emergency, and a 
very complete pamphlet was issued within a month. 

The second return was like the first. ‘ Were the 
instructions arding setting of traps strictly ad- 
hered to?” “Yes. The clothing destroyed doubtless 
was part of that for which traps were disallowed,” 
came the triumphant retort. 

Another trap was allowed, but “it was in contempla- 
tion to make a corresponding increase to clothing 
store of 67 suits.” 

Third return showed—rats caught, “nil,” and more 
clothing destroyed. A mark IT trap was introduced, 
which differed from mark I, in that the wire was not 
galvanised, and the iron was obtained from Germany. 
No rats were caught, and the destruction of clothing 
continued. ‘None but men of superior intelligence 
were permitted to touch the traps, and a warrant 
ofticer was to be struck off duty, and detailed to in- 
struct them, and a return wis to be submitted month- 
ly, showing the number of men instructed. The 
worthy who was selected for this important post ela- 
borated a drill iu accordance with the “spirit” of 
the “instructions” which, after various extension 
motions to develop the trap-setting muscles, commenc- 
ing with “take up traps,” and. ended with ‘Ease 
springs.” Badges in gold and worsted, of crossed 
rats’ tails were authorised for men who attained a cer- 
tain stage of proficiency. Still[no rats were caught, 
and the destruction of clothing continued. 
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The roturn, suowin s the number of men instructed, 
was to be submitted in duplicate once a week. No 
hnprovemant, 


The authorities were co npelled fo admit that the 

- traps had not answered their expectations, and that 
there appeared to be no fault either ja the traps them- 
selves, cr iathe eetting, and inquired incidentally 
What bait was used. ‘The offiver ia charge of the 
clothing store pointe. out that no allowance was made 


for bait in the resulations, and thit he coal. uot Lo 
expected to provide it out of his own pocket. 

dhe rats are still enjoying themselves on the 
clothing.

Withcu’, one hears 
the methodical floundering of the sentry as 
he swims to and f:o through his particular 
strip of jheel, and his «ccasional challenge 
to scm2 shivering camp fullower with the 
friendly and solemn adjuration“ Pass officer's 

soyce, ali’s well—” a wakefulness which is 
decidedly re-assuring and lessers the un- 
pleasant feelng oflonel.ness. The men have 
retired to their well earned siumbers at last, 
to dream uneasily possibly otneglected straps 
for the morrow’s parade, of wild careering 
through the fields insearch of Shikar or of 
deep laid plans for the destruction of the 
Village Pie dog. Now boldly may this sor- 
rowing animal come forth end Shikar, io his 
turn, last April's boots under the impression 
that he wolfs aration. Can he be blamed, 
poor dog, for has not Tommy given him (as 
he expresses it) “Socks” during the day. 
And why should’nt the Parish complete his 
kit at night ? But ware! The Bull with the 
map of Ireland face is about and his grip 


when aided by a Hockey stickis fatal. The 
Camp wor.d is as much at peace as it is ever 
likely to be so that the Monsoon Animal, Ia- 
sect ard Feathered variety concert can Le 
duly arpreciated.

The 
Cholera bird with the reassuring cry questions 
in oft repeated words “who's next’ who's 
ne xt’? and takes up the the running until one 
prays for sleep or morning and an eyrie 
creepy feeling comes over one and forces one 
tosdmit tha‘, after all the babel of sounds, 
which precede “ Lights cut” is infinitely pre- 
ferable to the gibbering crowd of fiends who 
renderan Indian night the reverse of “stilly”. 
The mosquitoes andother insects of the bit- 
ing kind owing to the swampy nature of the 
ground and the luxariant vegetation ia and 
about the tents, are here seen af their very 
best and somehow their sting appears more 
pointed than in Cawnpore. They give 
toogue in far more musical tones, but they 
do not lull into repose the weary victim.

(To the Editor Bengal Liyer.) 


Sir, 

Might I suggest throngh the medium of your 
columrs that, to settle this importante question, a 
committee of three offivers be formed to select some 
appropriate solours for the battalion. The selec- 
tiom there officers make might then be put betore a 
mess meeting for general approval or comdemnation, 
as the case may be. This, at any rate, would be 
making a start. Unless something is done soon, 
officers of the Regiment will continne to appear 
bedecked in these different sets of culours ‘the 
blue ribbon with red diamonds’ (better known as the 
* zigzag”) the blue and red ribbon and the present 
Ist Battn. Colours. This, to say the least of it, will 
appear a trifle old to people outside the Regiment.

Mere youcertainly have the national colour of 
the Emerald Isle clearly “en evidence,” which seems 
to be considered, by most Officers what we require. 
True it was found at home that these were the col- 
ours of a certuin Irish Militia Regiment, but now-a- 
days when every Regiment and Club (however small) 
has its own particular colours, it is exceeding difficult 
and well-nigh impossible to select any thatdo not 
resemble those of some other community; and'as the 
above mentioned Militia is not (like the Royal Artill- 
ery) met with in most Military Stations at home and 
abroad, the colours could not be objected to with such 


good reason as was the ribbon which “was adopted * 


by the battalion before some of the young officers 
now in it were born.” As regards the latter, it may 
fairly be said tobe out of the question, as it was for- 
mally done away with at an Officers Mess Meeting 
on the 23rd of November 1892. Something must be 
done, and that soon, and it is to be hoped that a dec- 
ision will very shortly be arrived at vail will satisfy 
a BeneaL, and a Munster Fusitier.

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August 30th—-When the lionesses found we were 
folluwiag them they buth lay down in the grass which 
was patchy and noi more than one foot high so they 
were in good vi-w. 1 said to Hasain that I felt very 
shaky and by no means certain of making bulls eyes 
80 we had better get ready to run. He replied that 
he would never run while danger threatened me and 
I believed him = Makomed with the red mule had got 
well round them and halted about 200 yards from 
them between them and the scrub-covered hill before 
mentioned. Hursi was for coming wi.h me and Has- 
ain and brandished his spear with much loud talk. I 
made him sit down where he was and await events. 


Hasain and [ then weut for the nearest one and got up’ 


“to within 50 yards or so Uualikethe first one [4 ct, as 
I circled round the better to see her side she never 
moved her body only her head and atlast I gota love- 
ly open shot at her shoulder and missed her clean! she 
jumped up with a roar swishing her tail about and i 
missed her again! she looked at me for a second or 
two and then yranting and lashing her tail walked off 
slowly about 50 yards and lay down again. We ap- 
paces her again and Hasain said “ you had better 

sill her this time or there will be trouble.” I thought 
so too as she looked pretty savage by this time and 
she kept her tail going and granting, so I pulled 
myself together and hit her certainly but not on the 
bulls eye, and she came for us though feebly and I 
took Hasains rifle and finished her. It seemed 
rather murderous as the poor brute could hardly 
crawl as she got up to us though with the unflinching 
courage ofa lion she did all she could to: reach us. 
Harsi now came up and sat by the dead animal and 
Hasain and Iwent for the other. She had not moved 
nor did she move as Iwalked round for a shot. I got 
a lovely open chance ather shoulder but was so shaky 
I had to come down twice and only that I thought she 
was coming for meI would not have fired when I did. 
As [ did fireshe sprang forward bounding towards me 
like a great dog. I thought I had missed her but we 
found afterwards the bullet had cut the skin on her 
back. She did not make at all a determined charge 
and I had a kind of instinctive feeling she would not 
come right in however I held the fire of the other 
barrel so as not to miss again ifI couldhelp it. About 
ten yards from me she halted and wheeled round and 


her eye caught the syceand mule then she quite 
changed her appearance and went for them ina way 
that left no doubt as to her intentions. I then gave 
her the other barrel as quick as I could and was lucky 
enough to make a bulls eye. When I saw she was 
dead I lay down on the ground beside her and thought 
I was going to die too. I was very sick and felt as 
iv I had sunstroke so Hasain held the rifle barrals 
(which were quite hot though it was now 4 o’clock or 
sy,) to the backof my neck. After halfan hour or xo 
I was better. When the second beast first got up to 
charge, the mule had taken fright and when the lion- 
ess changed direction for him he threw Mahomed, 
dragging him a little way, and then galloped off to 
the south. Mahomed going west and beating all pre- 
vious records, lightening himselfas he went till only 
his hare belt vas left. The mule stopped after half a 
mile or so and Mahomed after about a mile. When 
he had caught the mule and collected the various dis- 
earded articles of his kitwe senthimto camp (we could 
see the tent some six miles off) for a camel and some 
water and dates. Hasain and Hursi were pretty well 
done by this time, at which I was rather pleased as I 
certainly felt-as if 1 had had quiteenough. However 
after a bit L got to work on one of the bodies with 
Hursi to help and Hasain got on the other and by the 
time Mahomed came back with the camel we had both 
skins off. He had brought water and dates and we 
a'l had some. I never enjoyed a meal more, after a 
little rest we trudged off and arrived about 8 o’clock 
finding our men had got up a good zereba and some 
oryx sonp and rive for me, andtea! How gooda thing 
is tea after a real havd day. I gavesome toall hands 
to-night and we ull sat round a big fire together while 
I tried to get the pith of the information about game 
that had been collected on the march. I got to like 
my: arab-speaking camel men very much and they 
seemed to me less ready to lie than the Somali pure. 
The flesh of the lions looks like the prime beef they 
put in the shops with holly and things at Christmas 
time, so fat too, and the lean most lovely red colour. 
Many camels marched with my Kafila to-day. I made 
them useful to spare my own. They seem afraid in 
this part of the country to move except in very large 
parties. Atthe evening meal to-day I found that all 
the meat Ikilled yesterday and some we had together, 
three and a half oryx altogether had Leen consumed! 
After I left in the morning my bearer seems to have 
made a feast and invited all the camelmentoit. One 
knows what a hungry Somali can eat—and the result 
was an empty larder. It was entirely the bearers 
fault and I was very angry as I shall have to shoot 
meat and make a noise to-morrow. After the evening 
tea I felt nearly quite re-covered except for a slight 
headache. 

August 31st—Did not feel very fit in the early 
morning. Somehorsemencame and volunteered to go 
and look for lions so we sent them out and took it easy 
till after breakfast pegging out yesterdays skins &c. 
And about ten o’clock as our horsemen did not turn 
up we concluded thoy had gone home so went out and 
did along round taking a camel to carry game, hit 
an oryx about 4 o’clock and the usual chase began a- 
bout six miles right away from home however I got 
him atlast in oneof the heaviest thunder storms I ever 
saw. Got home about/10 o’clock very wet and cold 
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und miserablcto find nothing to eat. 
ingmadeaway with st ores elbas me

I made up my 
mind to keep the second barrel till she got.quite close 
as I was so shaky. When she got to withia 10 or 12 
yards however, just as I was going ta fire, she caught .. 
sight of the syce on the mule about 100 yards to the 
rigbt and turnedoffiabright angles with a roar or load 
grunt that seemed to shake the gronnd. I saw that 
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she meant doing for some one so made the best. 
running shot I could, and,“by good luck, for I fired 
more as if it was a gun than a rifle, hit her behind the 
shoulder a little too high again though it broke her 
spine. I had to finish her. Itseems that on the first 
roar of this lion the mule becime unmanageable an | 
carecred actually towards the lion, at the second roar 
he threw the syce, who got dragged some distan-e, 
then, as soon as he was free, both he ant the mule 
legged it in opposite direetions for their lives — the svce 
lightening himself, and discarding his raimenc as he 
went. The mule stopped at last, before the syce, who 
beat all previous records for the mile. L now bezan 
to feel very giddy ant sick and, at last, was seized 
with a fit of vomiting. The shikai held the het lacrel 
of the rifle to my back and rubbed mo all over ant in 
halfan hour I was fit again and could walk. “Soom 
atter the syce returned with the male—he had deut-d 
the telescope badly when he tell off buc £ menled at 
next day. [could sce our people making a zereba 
ona little knoll about tive miles off with the teles sope, 
so I sent the syce to bring a camel, an] some water, 
as wo had had nothing to drink and only one chupatti 
apicce since;daylight, and it was now 3 or 4 o'clock 
and the day was awfully hot. © Lately we had been 
having a jolly cool wind, and had not wanted water 
much during the day, so had not taken any as we have 
to use it very sparingly; but to-day there hal been no 
wind all day and the. heat was very great indecd. We 
hhad both animals skinned py the time the syce came 
‘back with the camel, he did not hurry so much as he 
did trom the lioness, but he said the mule was fright- 
ened, and would ‘not go for him. ‘They brought some 
dates and water on the camel, and we ‘were . pretty 
glad of both. We got into camp just after dark, just 
as it was coming:on to rain bar.!, as it does most even- 
ings now, and found they bad made a nice little 
zereba, and got otery thing snug and some rice with 
raisins in .it for*my, dinner. — Rice is a luxury these 
times but 1 c’anteut. the oryx and bartebeast meat it 
is too awfully tough. I found my first shot at the 
second lioness to-day grazed the back cutting the flesh 
—so no wonder she was a trifle vexel, it is lucky I 
managed to stop‘ her with the second barrel. The 
flesh of these lions is exactly like prime English beef 
to look at, like one sees. hung up in the shops at home 
at Christmas time. - It looks delicious and it the natives 
did not consider it unclean I would not mind eating a 
bit. The fat, too, looks lovely. They always take 
that and melt it into skins to rub into themselves for 
sprains etc. and they sav it has wonderful virtue. 
Seven other camels marching with my Kafila to-day. 
Made use of them to carry the new hans ani give my 
own a rest. They evident!y run a considerable risk of 
getting looted if they move about alone here. 

- August 3lst.—Felt a bit shaky this morning, with 
a heavy head, and took it easy in the morning, peg- 
ging out the skins, and cleaning the heads; about 
daylight some horsemen came and voluntecred to look 
for lions. They went all day but found nothing. We 
went out about noon but saw no traces of lions and 
fear there are no more just here. Ilit an oryx about 
4 o'clock did the usual chase after him about six 
miles; got him at last, in one of the heaviest thunder 
storms | ever saw. Got back about 9 o'clock wet 
and cold and found no dinner: my brute of a bearer

The result was a nest 
little hole in the roorg.[t was lucky a neat little hole 
was not made in Grant, or one of about a dozen nize 
gers with whon Grant was talking over matters for 
the nest day. [tis a pity to be so short. of’ stores, 
but, after this rain, and it does rain while these sterms 
last, we ought not to want for water. Timust have 
one more lous around to the south? before moving on 
fro. here, o 
September Lst.—About 6 o'elock as I was staying 
this morning about a dozen men came in from Aden 
Yunis volunteering” to go out for khuber. — The 
must have starved betimes as it is a good 15 miles otf. 
1 dont trust these Alen -Yunis people much. We 
still have the han -we took from them, and 
our relations were rather strained at one time while 
we were there. So [ ma-le them a little speech with 
Hash interpreting from Arabic to Somali. I hoped 
every one about here un-lerstood that I meant exactly 
what. L had said at Ugaz Noor's Zerebas, and at Aden 
Yunis, and that if any looting was tried on on my 
camp the bud-mashes would know exactly what to 
expect. I told them that a good shot always stoppied 
jn camp, with my 12 kere gun and bullets, for any 
dacoit who might be around; and I got a man te 
throw up a big stone for me to break that they might 
see it was not meant for a toy. I told them I did not 
consider Midgans who used poisoned arrows as men 
and, that if I saw one take out am arrow, I should 
shoot him at once. — I then gave them tea and they 
went. off to look for lions, but they did not come back, 
and I dont believe they hunted—in fact I believe it 
was merely a reconnaisance on their part, and Lam glad 
Thad not already gone out. It is a nuisance to be in 
dread all day, when one is out shooting, of finding 
the camp looted when one refurns at night. These 
particular people parted on the best of terms aparently 
with us, but | dont trust them very much. : Harsi 
started off with a rifle and 10 reunds and a camel to 
find Grant- they will be some 60 miles to our N. W. 
He said he would rather go alone, and. as he had 
relations in all the Karias near here, he could come ta 
no harm. No signs of lions to-day but shot a harte- 
heste and sent Hasim baek on the mule for a camef 
as we had not brought one.to-day. While we were 
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waiting another one came up, silly idiot, to look at 
his dead brother and I shot him too. When Syce 
went to cut the throat of the second one he got up 
ant ran off. Syce following and I trying to cut him 
off, Presently “Hasim turned up and young Hash, 
though the bearer ought not to have let him, riding 
my pony. The brute of a bearer knew [ wanted to 
save the pony. Hash said he thought [ was short of 
tobacco and had brought some! Hasim followed the 
wounded hartebeste ‘and we loaded the other one on 
the camel, then sent Hash home with the eamel ant 
ry le the pony atter Hasim found him after 4 or 5 
miles and he trie | tu drive the hartebeste to me for 
another shot; but, as soon as the poor beast saw me, 
he was off again quite fresh and [saw Hasim an Lhim 
race out of sight. Followed them till nearly dark, 
unt then, as £ was not quite sure of my way hom: 
gave itup. We hal been in and out among the | ttle 
lulls here so octen that [was not quite sure which 
was the one our zereba was near; anyhow it was a 
youd 10 miles off -and [ was almost sure it was near 
one or two of the hills that [ could see--but which | 
was not quite sure, Fortunatly I found some lava 
rocss in the grass presently that [ recognised from 
the morning and that put me right, and [ got to camp 
about 10 o'clock and found Hasim had got back half 
an hour or so earber, ant gone out again to look for 
ime. then fired a shot and he soon came in again. 
he pour mule dues har | work now-a-:lays. Soon 
after L lost sight of Hasim this morning he = he 
hartebeste fell down dea | in front of him, he left it as 
a bait. any how he could have don nothing else at 
that time of night. Saw a great number of quail, 
hares and bustard to-day. Might have shot a hundred 
hares easily, | Wy hands arms and knees very much 
torn from crawling amony these thorns and rough 
grass. Nearly trod on a buffalder to-day. There 
area great many scorpions about here: [ have several 
aimes nearly put my hand on one when crawling. 
(rawling is anuisance. There are a lot of little spiky 
things, like thorns, on the ground that tear ones 
arms and knees, but one can’t get near game here 
unless one does it. [hear Gi. and M. dont do it and 
have hardly shot anything and are ruining themselves 
by eating sheep. — I can’t affor: to buy the sheep at 
the price they ask here so [ must crawl. It isa 
caution to see these people scoff meat, 5-7 Ibs. of the 
toughest old bull oryx or hartebeste at a meal, and 
that three times a day, and little chunks of dry meat, 
out of the day meat sack, at all times of the day 
between meals. Some of my people rather fear a 
night attack from the Aden Yunis or others. No 
moon till about 10 o’clock now. _I hope it will be 
light enough to see if they do try to draw us. I faney 
they have a certain amount of respect for us about 
here now, and they have seen me shoot a good few 
things in this neighourhood, and, luckily, whenever 
there have been any strangers about, I have managed 
to kill the game pretty clean; so they will respect the 
rifles a bit. It is a beastly nuisance to be so feet up 
for stores too. This meat is really too tough. I cant 
compete with it except in soup. It agrees with the 
niggers though; they have all put on weight since 
they have been out. Young Hash especially, he has 
grown a lot, and is as happy asa grig—sings about 
the zereba all day, he is quite the life of the camp. 


He is a very useful willing boy and I must recom- 
mend him for promotion.

SHIKAR IN SOMALILAND. 


By Captain GF. Whitekead, 
(Continued. )

September 2nd 1893—I went out very early to the 
place where Hasein had left the hartebeste last night 
taking a camel to carry game and Ram Chunder the 
pony—-Hasim and I taking it turn about to ride him. 
i always from now took 50 rounds of ammunition for 
each rifle with me whea I left my camp in zereba, 
either onthe mule or game camel, in case “ bud-mashes” 
looted our camp in my absence, ax we were a bit afraid 
they might try todo. IFound a hyena eating the 
hartebeste, a very large one, and the amount of meat 
he hadeaten was almost incredible. There was pretty 
high gravs all round and we could sce from a consid- 
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erable distance that something was feeding on the 
carcase from the behaviour of the vultures, so I crept 
up through the grass and got to within 40 yards of 
the hyena, as I thought it might be a lion. He dil 
not know I was there, nor did the birds, who were 
all round the carcase, waiting their turn, and trying 
spasmodic pecks, and getting hunted off again at once 
by the hyena. I watched the fun for several minutes 
and then shot the hyena Soon after I shot another 
hartebeste, but had to ride him, and, after some two- 
miles, eame an awful cropper through the pony put- 
ting his foot ina hole. Neither of us or the rifle were 
hurt however. and. after about another mile I rode 
the wounded animal toa standstill, poor beast. aud 
shot him — As he fell a horseman echeal past me aal 
dismounted to cut the dead animals throat. an-djre- 
wounted to gallop off and rejoin tour other horsem -n 
Thad not noticed before who were galloping down 
the slope of a hill towards me, Lo was not sure) whar 
their intentions might be so [dismounted an | put 
Ram Chander between us, with the rifle over the sa l- 
dle, They dashed down to within a hundre | yaris 
and then began to sing the Somali greeting. so L 
knew it was all right and) raised my muzzle. They 
came on i. line, at full gallop, and halted dea | with- 
in five vards, reversing their spears, and preseatin 
the ends te me. Their ponies were reined bacs. with 
quarters on the round almost, and mouths bleedin ¢ 
from the severe bits, later on they showed me some 
spear throwing and sword play on hor euack, but it 
was cruel to the horses and [ stopped it. Hasein and 
the camel soon came up and the new arrivals seid they 
had a Karis alout 20 miles to the north, near Hur- 
rowa, and were not riding oryxs. They had no news 
of Tins. We took them back to our zereba and gave 
them tea and tobacco, we gotin just before dark and 
Ttur-i turned up at the same time with his camel. he 
Javing been atracked, close by here, and speared in 
the side. no: seriously, as he had a big cloth asa 
Kummerbu don. His rifle was on the camel and he 
could not get it out of the load before the horsemen, 
ten or twelve, were all round him. He says they be- 
long to the Karias close here and let him go Ly his 
saying I was coming from behind some scrub jungle 
and would be up ina few minutes. They galluped 
offand too: nothing. It is horrid work shikaring 
among these brutes and getting ones men attacked 
constantly and to be in constant, fear of finding the 
camp Jooted of one’s rations, Seat Harsi after he 
had fed and four men with rifles to the Karia to call 
the Akhib or head-man to come to my camp at rw 
veille and explain. I hoped he would come, if he did 
not Iwas at a loss as to what would be my next. best. 
move. The menr:turne | :afelyand nothing un-toward 
occurred in the night: soon after dawn sure cnough 
the Akhib came, with some men without spears, and 
told us that the men who attacked Hursi belong to a 
Karia about one day to the South (of the Abd ul 
aboukir tribe) he gave us the names of two of them 
and Hursi says he knew one of them—(who was in 
fact his cousin!—) and says he has relations in this 
Karia. The Akhib proposes that I should send Hursi 
there to apply for compensation and adds that. if 1 like 
he will toad him a horse and go as well with him him- 
self, So far very good—muchhetter than I had dared 
to expect. I closéd-with the) Akhibs offer and they 
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started off,.after the meal, on two horses the Akhib 
had brought, with orders to rejoin me ax soon as pos 
sible. I moved my camp about six miles to the South 
and did not shoot The men were 
inclined to be insubordinate ; they 
Iwant to go on, nearly all the afternoon arguing 
with them » This morning my brute of a bearer was 
making me what he calls becf-steak, out of yesterda 
hartebeste, and I told hin to let me know when it was 
ready, about 7-30. I found it in my tent. quite coll 
and covered with flies, although [had been quite close 
outside the tent all the morning the brute had not 
taken the trouble to let me know it was ready. I, 
yaturally [ think, abused chim a bit and he at once 
mutiniel and said he should leave! [was very glad 
to get. rid of him, though he thoueht [should not be 
able to fill his place. T ordered him offat once an: 
installed young Hash in the cookhou:e onithe spot 
Mut. as the bearer could not travel alone in this coun- 
ary, I said he might march with us back to Hargaisa, 
or Borbera even, but he would have to wor ‘for his 
living and do esoly work. All the men very insubor- 
inate to-day, ant going sick without. a cause, and say- 
ing they are atraid to'-move ato the:South. I move.l 
the camp sbout 6 miles South and a lot of natives 
eame in at sunset saying they had beenslooted, about 
two davs off, are the Esa tribe, of 24 camels anda 
lot of sheep, there were 5 women, 2:girls and 8 men. 
They axke.l to be allowed to march with me to Bor- 
bera L have mei enough now to make a zereba in 
no time, without my own mendoinz a stroke of work. 
and indeed, from this out. all the work was done 
by outsiders, evento loadings the camels—My men 
only carr, ing their riflesand spears Got avery good 
zereba bere and I shall try round to the West and 
Soruth before movingecanp,-as Ismust waitefor Hursi 
an 1 the camp is ona little rise that [ ca with the 
glass for many miles, so that, if any dacoits come in my 
absence, I shall see them at work. Three men and 
two women came in with 3 camels in the night sey- 
ing they had got be-nighted on the march to the 
Aarias near where wethave just come from, and that, 
the day before yesterday, they lost three donkeys two 
licnsinear Jiyjiga (the Abyssinian fort). I found, later 
on, that this was trae; in fact we had some fun with 
taese very lions as T will tell you Jater on. Inthe 
middle of the nightsHasien and one of the camel men 
exne asa deputation to ask mete move towards 
Harwaixa to-inorrow, and said that, from the accounts 
of the men who had just come in, that it was very un- 
safe to stay where we were or go-to the S. or W. T was 
very annoyed at Hasien joining the Malcontents. 
Abdi has bad fires, an [found Hash applying a 
lighted ember from the firs to his temples, he kept it 
on quite half minute and made the flesh “+ swizz! 
We had a bad sore for many days--but he did not 
have fever afterward: They believe a lot in burning 
and many of them are fearfully scarred with the treat- 
ment they have received. 

September 4th—Went out very early, leading the 
yony and a game camel, and riding the mule in turns 
with Hasien; we did a very long round over 40 miles 

“I reckon—from about 6 a.m. till about 8 p.m. with 
only about an hours rest—saw nojions or tigers ofany 
sort. Shotan oryx and sent him home, we went right 

away under the hills by Harrowa and found lots of

now to teed, and they eat such an astonishing quan- 
tity. Found zerebaall right on my return, no strangers 


had been near, but men very salky and muttering in 
arabie about wanting to go back. They talk over the 
fire in arabie, so that. [ should understand them, and 
picture the atrocities thatthe Abyssinians (or Amharas 
they are called) and Esa perpetrate on strangers, 
Hursi not back. The men think a great feast will ‘be 
made for him, and that all will go well. I hope so, I 
am sure there will be a real good row if they dont 
compensatejhim, but [ cant see exactly what my first 
thing to do will be if they dont. * 

September 5th—The'man4I bought# the sick pony 
from came in early to-day, as I was going out, ‘and 
said that his brother had seen a lionto,the” Wests yes- 
terday, and offered to come with us and show about 
wherejit was. Near the zereba where it is to-day for 
Hursi to come back to. if he is not back to-night I 
shall have to go to Karia to-morrow and see after him. 
The men much more good humoured to-day. I told 
the hangers on to-day that they would have to go-to- 
morrow, if I move West, I dont mind giving them 
meat. but‘ I cannot spare water*forsthem. They get 
marvellously little as it is, certainly not near a pint a 
head, and the water is exceptionally filthy from the 
holes here.\ Made my former bearer lead the game 
camel after us. As we were starting two men came 
who spoke arabic. It was quite refreshing to! hear a 
civilized language spoken ‘again. «They: said «they 
had seen a lion yesterday to the west and had some 
meat und came with us but we could see nothing of 
him or any traces’ of lion. * Did a -very long: tramp, 
quite 40 miles again I should say, over lovely game 
country. good grass and vast herds of hartebeste and 
owel and oryx. Shot a hartebeste. As we got in 
old Hursi rode up with the Akhil from the other di- 
rection, having got 4ts 7.8. aod a big feast from the 
men who attacked him. ‘The hangers on say they are 
atraid to leave us so I suppose thev will have to come. 
T hope we shall find water. The men quite cheerful 
to-night and ready to go anvwhere. ¢ We shall go and 
make a zereba about 25 miles to the West to-morrow 


‘and so to Jigjiga, Hursi is to take the ymule*‘and go 


to Grant, if he can find him, and hurry up our stores 
and meet us with them if possible at:Jigjiga oron the 
road trom there back to Hargaisa. He volunteered 
for the duty or I should not have asked him to go. 
After all they are his own people and he will be well 
armed. I can’t estimate at all the number of animals 
we had in sight at once to-day; tor a couple of 
miles the ground was fairly covered with them like a 
flock ofsheep. I could feedanarmy here. It isnotro- 
able to shout the hartebeste. . I have'got:the wildest 
looking sportsman with'me now I ever saw. His 
name is * Wise” though he is not all: there really. 
He joine the day I first left Grant and bargained to 
work for any food he could get about the camp. I 
did not know about it fir some days till I found 
everyone fagging the wretched brute. He was a mere 
skeleton there and is now quite fat. He sleepsout in 


- the rain for choice with a little rajabout us large as 


two handerchiefs for his only covering. He eats any- 
thing he ‘can’ “got and “always-has-a parcel of bones, 
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concealed in his rap, which he pulls out on the march 
to gnaw from time to rime, his teeth are guite worn 
away from gnawing bones. The men only let hin 
have meat that is not good enough for them, bus he 
does not mind and gets outside ot 6 or 7 ths ot the 
coarsest and toughest 3 or 4 times a day. The other 
morning veryearly [ had just done a plit+ of porridge, 
and Wise came along, I thought to take the yhute to 
clear, so [ pushed it towards him. Ue pounce on 
it and licked itand the spoon clean bs fore I knew 
what he was going to do. He was the enly man who 
turned out to help me with the camels the night of the 
first lion. He swaggers aboat naked and bappy in 
the cold and rain, and gnaws his bones. Caught a 
young hartebeste to-day brought it back to the goat 
who was trying to rear Jitfo (the other one.) 
September 6th—Uneventtul march to a lil about 
6 miles inside the Abyssinian boundary culled Kuneis. 
Marched about two miles ahead of tha Kafila, with 
the game camelas aconnecting file. Lalways march- 
ed after thivin this formation ag, if [ saw game, every- 
one halted. as we conld all se2 one another, and it wes 
safer in case we had budimashes attacking the Kafila 
on the march. Soon after starting hit an oryx but be 
went off several miles and we saw bim with the glass 
going strong and | was atraid to leave the Katila so 
far, so we had to let him go. This is almost the only 
animal I lost wounded. Though T have had su. 
pretty hard work to retrace some of them. Oneought 
to nike as near a bulls eve as prssible as they are. su 
very hardy, unless hit about right it is hard labour to 
bazthem. Passed the great herds of game we saw es- 
terday and shot another hartebeste, for they had eaten 
yesterday’s last night and this morning, though it 
sounds incredible. Wehave seen no one on the 
march to-day and so go the other sideof Kuneis,hill to 
be out of observation and not attract attention. When 
we came here yesterday we looked clean over thedepre- 
#sion of about 3 square miles where I have this zereba 
now and on coming to it to-day we all halted in amaze- 
nent at the sight of game that Jay betore us, the whole 
of this little valley cf very good green fresh grass was 
simply alive with horne:l game like sheep on the downs 
athom»>. As we advanced an army of owel streame.t 
ios us atatrot for quite ten minutes the oryx and harte 
este moved away alittle, not frightened at all. and I 
daresay they have never heard the sound o/ arifle _Im- 
ossible to estimate numbers there seemed to Lea mil- 
ion or perbaps two or may be three or more. There 
must be lion near all this game. Made a nice zereba 
in a grove of big thorn trees. Hasein got fever again 
the rest all very fit, and singing, though it is very wet 
and nothing dry in camp as it rained on the march 
and they had not put the skins over the loads properly 
so they blew off. Hash complains of a pain in his 
stomach, at which I do not wonder; he is cooking with 
a skin over himself and fire,and groaning. Our water 
is just awful now. As there is no time to rig “chup- 
pirs” to-night I let as many of the men as could get 
into my tent come in The others do the test they 
can with skins on. They ate their evening meal of 
some 8 tb. a man and pass the clay pipe round. If 
any passer by looked in he would say we vere a use- 
ful looking lot of bandits, we have a wire entangle- 
ment rigged outside the zereba every night now, I do 
it myself, after dark, to make sure of our getting 


warning of any one’s approach by night.

The Commanding Officer received a most 
interesting letter by the last mail from Private 
John Dillon, late of the 2nd Bengal Europeans 
who left the Regiment on the 17th of June 
1856! This veteran warrior writes from Ath- 
lone, at which place he enlisted for the Hon- 
curable East India Company’s Service on the 


7th March 1841, and fiom whence he started 
to join the Regiment, who were then lying (as 
they are now) ut Cawupore. With the znd 
Europeans he aw service in Belucchistan in 45, 
and in the Punjaub in "48 and ’49, including 
the battles of Ramnugger, Chillianwallah and 
Joojerat. He is now seventy-five years of age 
and unable to contribute to his pension of 
ninepence a day, by bodily work or by assis- 
tance from other sources. Colonel Brereton 
has therefore forwarded him £2. In support 
of his statements the old man forwarded leaves 
from his small hook, and his parchment Dis- 
charge Certificate, the latter bearing the crest 
of the Honourable East India Company, as ie- 
pietcd at the end of “Our Note Book.” Frm 
the former we find that the “Specification of 
Necessaries” which a Soldier of the East India 
Company's Service was required to be in pos- 

session of, and which were paid for by stoppages 

from his pay were as follows:— 

1 Coatee, 1 Dress cap and 2 covers, 1 pair cloth 
trousers. 1 great coa‘, 1 quilt, 1 toraze cap and 2 cov- 
ers, 1 cloth shell jacket, 2 white jackets, 2 pairs white 
trousers, 2 white shirts, 2 check shirts, 2 pairs dark 
blue trousers, 1 stock and clasp, 1 haversack, 2 flan- 
nel waistcoats, 2 flannel belts, 4 pairs of socks, 2 pairs 
of braces, 3 pairs of boots, 2 towels, 1 hair comb ant 
brash, 1 knife, fork, plate spoon and mag 1 holdall, 
1 button-stick and brush, 1 clotb brash, } Jock cover 
and gun stopper, 1 canteen. 

The following information is also given on 
the back of one of the sheets— A soldier hav- 
ing been four times drunk within twelve month», 
or twice when for parade, or duty, . within 
twelve months, may bedeprived of Eight: Pice 
aday of his Pay, for a period not exceeding 
two years.” :

SHOOTING PASSES. 


‘The supreme military authority in India, 
ae vested inthe person of His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, has found it incumbent 
from‘timé to‘time to pass orders dealing with 
the grant of shooting passes to British Soldiers 
inthis country. These orders have invariably 
beén called forth owing to accidents of a more 
or Jess serious, in many cases indeed of a fatal 
nature in which, a8 a rule, the natives of this 
country have been the victims. . Their-import 
while impressing upon the Soldier the need of 
caution in the use of fire arms whilst out shoot- 

. ing hag -been permeated with clear indications 
that the necessity for restriction might be event- 
ually, owing to the loss of life, override all

considerations of the privilege hitherto enjoyed 

by the Army, and in this connection the order 

quite recently promulgated by Sir George 

White is of special interest. It is the most , 
decided order yet published on the subject, and 

indicates emphatically that if accidents due to 

carelessness on the part of British Soldiers 

continue to occur, shooting passes will no longer 

be granted. Sir George White in the terms 

of the order in question wishes to impress on 
Soldiers that the frequent occurrence of fatal 

and serious injuries, from the careless way in 

which Soldiers out shooting have used their 

guns, makes ita matter for grave consideration 

whether it is in accordance with the safety of 
the public to continue the indulgence of shoot- 
ing passes to Soldiers. Sir George White is 

very unwilling to deprive the men of this much- 

valued privilege, and he culls upon them to 

support him ‘by exercising the greatest care 

themselves and impressing on their comrades 

the necessity of constant precaution and watch- 

fulness against accidents by the careless hand- 

ling of loaded arms, or by firing in neighbour- 

hoods where people are about. 

His Excellency then goes on to poirit out 
that the matter now rests with the men of the 
Frequent loss of life’ 
and serious injuries to the natives of the country 
cannot and will not be passed by without taking 
every means to prevent it, even to the stopping 
of shooting altogether. If, continues the order, 
such a course is forccd on the Commander-in- 
Chief, the men will only have themselves, as a 
body, to blame for it. This particular order 
and the rules relating to the grant of shooting ' 
passes to British Soldiers is to be read three 
times to each Corps on parade, and also yearly 
during the first week in October. So runs the 
order, and there is a homely frankness about it 
which carries conviction that, should the neces- 
sity arise, the withdrawal of shooting passes 
will become an accomplished fact. We are far 
from believing that these regretable shooting 
accidents are invariably the fault of the Soldier, 
nor indeed is such a-view suggested by the 
order. In India, however, a fatal shooting 
accident where a native is the victim, while 


- deplorable under any circumstances, invariably 


becomes invested: in a mesh of controversy 
based upon considerations which have eee 
whatever to do with an accident pure an 

simple. It is unnecessary for us to hére part- 
icularize what we mean. The fact remains. 
Exaggeration, misrepresentation, and much 
bitter feeling areceldom absent from the columns 


- of. the Native ‘Press; when such an incident’ 
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becomes unfortunately matter for public dis- 
cussion. Sentiments based not upon a ealm 
judicial review of fact, but springing rather 
trom irrational racial prejudice ss, nearly always 
come to the surface, and an arrimonious irrit- 
ation disfigures the field of discussion which is 
infinitely more to be regretted than the acc 
itself. This fact is of course e lear ly reco: 
not only by the military authorities but hy the 
civil administration of the country and ina 
more remote degree by the Britis h House of 
Commons. It is well then that the Soldier 
should plainly understand not only the full 
significance of this last order in a military 
sense, but that he should also be alive to the 
gravity of those issues which underlie it.

SOME CURIOUS * £ ANSWERS TO 
EXAMINATION PAPERS. 


“We crib the following extracts from Captain 
and Adjutant A's Garrison Class Examination 
papers from the Glube and Laurd tor Dec- 
ember:— , 

(1) What is the principal use of cavalry 
on the battle field?—To give a tone ta what 
otherwise would be a vulgar brawl. 

(2) What disadvantages have walls as a 
defence ?—They take such a beastly long time, 
and so much labour to build, and besides they 
knock a mounted chap’s charger about so when 
jumping them. 

(3) What is a chevaux-de-frise?—I_ never 
saw a chevaux de freeze, but think trom the 
name it may be French for a special sort of 
horse for hunting during a frost. 

(4) How would a cavalry squadron be em- 
ployed when dismounted?—Cavalry should 
never dismount. It is not built that way. If 
it has to do so, it should leave the horse in a 
safe place, and pretend it is mounted infantry. 

. (5) What is meant by the terms “active 
defence” and “passive defence?”——An active 
defence is neither one or the other, but both; 
a passive defence is the opposite. 

(6) What is a Machicoulis gallery?—It 
was invented byan Italian of that name. It is 
used for dropping boiling water or anything 
of that sort on an Officer’s head. 

(7) Whatare trenches, military pits, trous- 
de-loup, and loopholes?—The first is a ditch 
on the other side of a parapet. It is usually 
filled with water. The second are deep pits, 
about 6ft. 6in. deep, in which the tallest private 
can find shelter and protection. Trous-de-loup 
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are the same, only French. Loophole is a 
military term for a hole in a wall. 

(8) How would you set about defending a 
house?—I should remove the inhabitants and 
all other inflammable substances, and thorough- 
ly loophole them with the Wallace spade. Then 
T should pile up all the bedding and furniture 
against the doors and windows and make it 
impossible tor anyone to get in or out. | 
should then break all the windows and strew 
the floor with earth: this stops the shells and 
souks the blood up quickly. Next I should 
construct taumbours, caponiers, merlons, Machi- 
coulis galleries and bonnettes wherever necessary 
Ifa determined defence is to be made the cellar 
should be turned into a hospital, and tables 
placed ready tor dissecting people on. It'on 
the other hand “an active defence” is requisite, 
J should remove all the bedding and furniture 
from the windows and doors, and the latter 
should be left open. — In any case, however, 
arrangements. should be made for abs undoning 
the lower storey, so as to make an upstai s 
defence, step by step. The line of retreat is 
always selected at once; and should be tle: arly? 
indicated on placards with the words, “This 
way out” io prevent confusion in case of fire, 
when the euird ‘should alw avs bealarmed. If 
the enemy had artillery or rifles it would be 
best to put the garrison ina shelter trench at 
some distance trom the house because of the 
splinters. I should, however, leave the. 
“pioneers” and “hospital orderlies” in ‘the 
building, the turmer to put out fires, the Jattér 
to give first sid to the wounded, and to bur¢ 
the ¢ lead. Buckets of water should always: bes? 
placed in the rooms,-as men are. very apt to 
get thirsty under a hot fire. 
fhe staff would invariably’ decile 
wi hether the defence should be “active” or 

“determined” (see abov e). 
Captain and Adjutant A will be up for ex- 
amination. again shortly,

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A LONG WALK. 


The Royal Munster Fusiliers have a good 
reputation for marching and for fighting, they 
will go a long way to find the enemy and they 
are pretty certain to give him beans when 
they catch him. So that every good Munster 
should have a high respect for these two 
qualities, endurance and pluck. 

A gentleman who exhibits both tho e ynafit- 
ies in the highest degree has just visited 
Cawnpore. Fourseen months ago the United 
States were afllicted by one of these periodical 
depressions in trade which seem the inevitable 
attendants of high civilization and rapid pro- 
gress, We may imagine that the prevailing 
distress was earnestly discussed in the athletic 
club of which Mr. C. B. Randall of New York 
is the President. . 

“What can # poor man do,” said one of the 
members, “who is thrown out of employmeut 
and eannot get. any work of any kind whatever? ; 

“Tf a man has the proper grit,” said Mr. 
Randall, “he can start without a penny, with- 
out clothes, without baggage and find his way 
round the world.” 

The result was a wager by which Mr. 
Randall bound himself to start without money 
or bageave and walk round the world, and also 
to make and spend four thousand dollars, 
(eight hundred pounds), on the journey. He 
was to pay for everything, and ask for nothing 
except water. 

Mr. Randall commenced business in a suit 
of clothes made out of the New York Herald 
newspaper. He waited at table in this dress 
at the houses of several well-known men and 
there saved a few dollars." He then procured 
clothes from a big local tailor and showed him- 
‘self in the shop window for several days as an 
advertisement, earning the clothes aud some 
extra money. 

He then felt ready to begin his long trudge 
-and started walking to San Francisco. We 
have not gathered from Mr. Randall either his 
.exact route or the exact distances he travelled. 
.He mentioned for one thing that to get to San 
Francisco he had to traverse more than four 
‘hundred miles of waterless desert. Of course 
‘the railway has to cross this desert too, and 
water for the engines has to be stored in tanks 
at reyular intervals along the line. He obtained 
a letter from the chief manager to the station 
masters and railway servants, which ran some- 
thing like this;—‘Mr. Randall is walking 


. co} 
round the world, he is allowed to ask for 


nothing except water, give him water, and a . 
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d gout Minor ibe strikes vou at dines 
time.” He got water on the way and many 2 
good dinner ‘trom the railway servants. At 


Frisco he walked a match with Hancock, ihe 
well-known pedestrian. From San Francisco, 
Mr. Randall sailed for Australia. At Samoa 
he was entertained by the great novelist whom 
England new laments, Mr. Stevenson. = At 
Tahiti he saw the wonderful volcanoes - and 
eruptions of boiling water, — Here the natives 
would try to appense the denon of the voleano 
by throwing in pigs, knowing well that roast 
pe will please anyone, InaA or demon, and 
that no jncense is so fragrant as the steam 
that arises from. roast cracking. 

Tn Australia Mr. Kandall w alked and lectur- 
ed through several vast districts, though he 
told us little of bis experiences in the land of 
the Kangaroo. Ile mentioned that at several 
places he exhibited his skill asa bieyeli-t and 
got. money from ‘the makers, and that his 
Kietures were very successful, especially at 
Adelaide in South Australia, 

So far his chief difliculties were the natural 
ones of long distsnces and waterless deserts, 
but when he had put to sea again and landed 
in China, be found himself opposed by the 
violence and prejudice of half’ savage “man. 
China has been for countle s centuries and still 
is a dangerous country for any foreigner, but 
especially for the white man. Our’ traveller 
at once sought ‘the protection of one of the 
ablest and most powerful men in the country, 
the great’ Viceroy, Li Hung Chang. — This 
great man gave him a letter to all the govern- 
ment officials and also an escort of forty men. 
This letter is very neatly written in Chinese 
characters and looks much like an ins ecription 
onateachest. It bears the signature of the 
great Li Hung Chang and Mr. Randall refi-sed 
to take fifty pounds for it. The Viceroy, who 
now appears to be as high in the favour of the 
Emperor as ever, was then in sen da owing 
to the disasters of the war with Japan. He 
had been deprived of the Peacock feather of 
the high Mandarin, and many feared for his 
life. He said to Mr. Randall, «You know [ 
am in no danger, if a decree came out against. 
me I could easily get a man to take my “place 
for five pounds.” It is quite true-that in 
China, where all the officials are bribed in the 
most open way, the wrong man is often execut- 
ed, and a poor man, who is given a small sum 
to spend on himself, or hand over to his family, 
is willing to take the place of the real culprit. 

Mr. Randall’ 8 origimal plan was to: walk 
through China, and through Chinese and Rus- 
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sian Tartary, and the great plains of western 
Russia, by Germany and France, to the sea. 
But he found the people excited by the war 


with Japan and more turbulent than they . 


usually are, so that in spite of his escort he 
was atten stoned, was stabbed in the back, and 
received a gun-shot in the leg. He was oblig- 
ed to leave China but managed to make a 
march through Siam, protected by a letter, 
whieh he shewed us, signed by the King of 
Siam, and was mounted by the peacock fea 
ther. the symbol of power and authority in 
Siam as well as in China. ‘ 

Mr. Randall then walked through Burmah 
to Rangoon and took ship for Caleutta. From 
Caleutta he walked through India to Cawnpore 
and gave us a lecture on March 16th, unfortu- 
nate! ly toa very small house. He left on the 

18th for Agra. 

His plan i is now to walk by the grand trunk 
road through Agra ard through the Punjaub 
and push on to Quetta. The Indian govern- 
ment have promised him an escort and he will 
pu son through Beluchistan and Afghanistan 
: Peheran, the capital of Persia, and through 

A-ia Minor to Constantinople. Once in aight 
of the the Sweet Waters of Asia he will easily 
ercss to Eurone, fur we know that not only 
the mythical Leander but the real Lord Byron 
hax ‘swum the Bosphorus. ; 

From ~Constantinople, his path lies 
through Turkey and the Balkan States; Aus- 
tria, Germany and Trance to Calais and his 
Jast. bit of walking will be in England, from 
Dover to Liverpool, thence he returns vy sea 
to New York. 

Tt seems that the dangers before him are at 
least as great as those he has passed through. 
The ignorant Mahomedan, whether Afghan, 
Persian or Turk, is as much prejuduced against 
the white man as is the low class Chinaman 
and every bit as treacherous. ‘ 

The stern geographer might object that Tre-

The jolly tutte Goorkbas is always ready 
to_ have a “bokh” and enjoy a joke with 
“Tomwy Salib,” as he ealls Mr. Thomas 
Atkins. 

Very short, very uzly, but a picture of 
military smartness, and always bright and 
cheery. — Submissive under discipline but a 


_ tiger in the fight, the Gourkha is a favourite’ 


with the Briton in India. We all admire “the 
lrdly Sikhs,”—race of such handsome men 
and splendid soldiers—and no European sol- 
dier could sce a Sikh reziment march past 
without afeeling ofeuthusiasm—but the j lly 
little Goorkha is the native soldier ia whom 
we take mi: st interest. 

The following notes chiefly from Captain 
Fden Van Sittard’s excellent book on the 
Goorkhas will afford a sketch of the history . 
ef the race. Our Goorkha regiments—as we 
all know, are recruited from the Independent 
State of Nepaul, a state who owes us no more

allegiance than B-Iguim does to France. It is 
remarkavle that the Nepaulese will not even 
allow Europeans to enter their country and 
the Goverment by. no means encourages 
emigration to fill our Goorkha regiments, 

Unhke all the other regiments in India, 
European and ‘native, which chanyve ‘heir 
etations every three or four years the G orkhas 
have, permanent quarters in the hills; coming 
down tothe plains only during the co!d-weath<r, 
for camps of exercive.§ They stand the heat 
badly these little mountaineers, far worse 
than his friend Tommy Sahib. 

The word Nepaul or Nepiil is derived from 
“Nai,” a certain god and “Ald” cherished, 
and means therclore “cherished of Nai.” 

Nepal is a narrow tract of country extend- 
ing for about 520 miles along the southera 
slopes of the central portions of the Himalay+s. 
Ita breadth towhere excceds 140 miles aud 
averages about 100) miles. 

Ic is bounded on the north by Thiber; on 
the east by Sikhim; on the south by Bengal 
and the N.-W.-Provinces; and on the west by 
Kumaon. Previous to IS15 it was more 
extensive and includet Kumaon and the hill 
country up to the Sutlej. 

The country consists of four distinct zones 
each running east and west, they are:— 

1—TLe Terai, a belt of grass jungle varying 
from 10 to 3U.miles in breadth avd skirting 
tue British border. 

2—The Dhiins—valleys which are separated 
from the Terai by a sandstone ridge which 
does not rise much more than 600 feet abuve 
ics base. 

“3-—The hill country—the lower terraces of 
the Himalayas, up to an clevatiun of 10,000 
fret. 

4—The Alpine region above that altitude 
rising up to the lofty snow-capped peaka of 
Nanda Devi (26,000 feet) Dewalziri 27,000 
feet, Kinchinjunga 28,000 and Mount Everest 
29,000. 

From these great peaks four enormous 
ridges stand out and run parallel to each other 
due south towards the plains, These great 
off shoots of the snowy range divide Ney al 
into three mountain Lasins. ‘The most. popul- 
ous valleys are at an el-vation of 4,000 fet 
but cu'tivation in the jaterior is carried on up 
te 13.000 feet. 

The c-ntral basin or division of Nepal is the 
home of the Magars and Gurungs and it is 
praciically from this port’on of N. pal that all 
recruits for the Buitish Service are enlis: ect. 

“Towards the cluse of the lus: century tlis 


central division: included in its limits besides 
the Kinglom of Guorkha proper, 24 other 
Principalities. These petty states were how- 
ever svon overrun by the Goorkhas soon after 
their conquest of Nepal proper. 

‘Pre population of the present Kingdom of 
Nepal is estimated at nearly 4,000,000, the 
revenue is nearly 20 lakhs.” 

The grains produced in the lowlands of 
Nepal are chiefly Indian corn, rice,. wheat, 
barley, millet and an enormous amount. of 
red pepper. Of frwis the clrefare the ping 
apple, ounge, guava in the luwlsnds, white 
peaches, apricots, walnuts, res berries ard 
strawuertics aie found in the mountain 
Tess. 

These lutiy regions are a'so rich in mines 
of iren lead and copper. Guld mines. aud 
excellent coal also exists. ie 

Neil had never bern subjugated by any 
Asiatic conquerors. — The Goorkha. dynasty 
was founded by a Rejptic Raji cbout the 
twel:h ceutury ab ur the time when the 
Mahomedan conquests in [udia drove numbers 
of Rajputs and Grahraans to séek an asylum 
in Nepalese highlands. . ¥ 

These Brahmans soon gained a sccial foot- 
ing among the Nepalese tribes. Their sup- 
erior education and civilizationsenabled them 
to attain to high offices, They made num- 
erous converts and gradually sub-planted tre 
priests of the illiterate and religionless natives, 

The Brahmans, to reconcile their more im- 
portant converts worked out marvellous ped+ 
igrees tor them and pave them the right to 
claim descent from varions famous origins, 

When their progeny with the women of 
the country were called by reproaches Khas, 
or the fallen, they invested this progeny with 
the sacred thread ralso and in detia: ce of their § 
creed communicated to them the rark of the 
acc ond crder of Hinduisin, From these roots, 
converts and illegitnate offspring arose the 
t ibe of Khae, once despised, Lut now the 
proud title of the military order of the King- 
dom of Nepal. 

The distr:ct of Goorkha, whence the ances. 
tors of the present race of Goorkhas derived 
their name lies west of Katmandu. The term 
Goorkta is not limited to any particnlar class 
or clan; it is appded te all those whose an- 
cestors inhabited Goorkha, and who from it 
subsequently «extended their conquests over 
the eastern aud western hills, 

Tn Uc ober 1807 a treaty wassigned by the 
Briti-hand Nepa‘eseand a Res dent appointe’, 
but the Nepalese (evaded tlicir engayementa 
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end in 1804 the aliiance with the Nepalese 
Durbar was dixsol ved. 

- From this time until 1814 the Nepdlese 
carried on a system of outrage and encroach- 
ment on the British frontier, which culminated 
in the murder of our police in one frontier 
district. 

War was declared and a British force of 
30,000 mén and 60 guns formed into four 
divisions was pushed into Nepal. 

This campaign though reflecting the high- 
est credit to the troops employed wasdecidecly 
deecreditable to our Generals. : 

‘The Goorkha Army numbered only 12,000 
men equipped and disciplined in imitation of 
the Compauy'’s Sepoys. Throughout the 
war the (ruorkhas diyplayed the utmost gal- 
lantry., 

General] ‘sillespio's Division advancing from 
Meerut seized the first hill pass, in ite path 
and occupied Dehra Doon. Five miles trom 
Dehra is a hill some 500 to 600 feet high, 
surmounted by a fort called Kalunga of no 
great strength. This fort waa defended by 
600 Goorkbas. General Gillespie immediately 
commenced the aseault. The firat assault was 
repulsed and a second shared the same fate, 
with a total loss to,the British of 750: men 
acd 31 officers (including the General who 
lost hia life in the firet assault) killed and 
wounded after three days incessant chelling. 
Balbhadar their Commander and the surviving 
defenders reduced to only 90 men succeeded 
in.cuttiug their way through our posts. 

The defence of this fort by 600 Goorkhas 
retarted a whole Division for one month. 
If the heroes of Kalunga fought like lions 
they none the less fought in fair conflict like 
men, and they allowed the bodies of the dead 
and wounded to remain untouched till carried 
away, none were stripped even. The follow- 
ing story illustrates their confidence in British 
officers even with the slight knowledge which 
they must in those days have of them. One 
day whilst the batteries were playing, a man 
was perceivad on the breach advancing and 
waving his band. The guns ceased for a 
while and the man came up, who proved to 
be a Goorkha, whose lower jaw had been 
shattered by a round shot, and who came thus 
frankly to solicit assistance from his enemy. 
It ia unnecessary to add that it was instantly 
afforded, He recovered, and when discharged 


from hospital signified his desire to return to . 


hig corps to fight us again, exhibiting through- 
out a etrong sense of the value of generosity 
and courtesy in warfare and also of his duty 


to his country. 

During the assaalte on the fort, women were 
seen hurling stones and undauntedly exposing 
themselves; and eeveral of their dead bodies 
were subsequently found within the fort.

The Tpj Mahal at Agra has hecn often de- 
ecribed, o ten photographed, often reproduced 
in paintings, drawings, and models, but neither 
painting nor drawing can do justice to the 
original, nor can any descripticn quite convey 
an idea of the beauty and perlection of the 

reat, marble tomb. te 

The Taj is small in comparison with most 
of the famous and beautiful buildings that are 
ranked among the chief wonders of the world, 
but the perfiction of its outlines makes it ap- 
pear cvensinallerthan it really ia, Inthe same 
way, St. Seters at Rome, the largest church 
in the world, is 80 grandly pro; orvioned tnat 
ite great size is not apparent. In both cases 
the impression on the eye is so unique ant 
perfict of its kind that all idea of size as com- 
yared with other objects seems to be lost. 
So that in describing one's impressions of the 
Taj it seems best to drop feet and yards 


altogether and xpeak only of the p oportions . 


of the parts and the «ffects of murble and 
brick, cypress aud palm, green, lawn aud 
cle«r. water. i 

In the year 1628, when Ghar'es T. iwas 
King of Great Biitain and dreland; Shah Jehan 


b came Emperor of Delhi; and riled over the - 


greater pare of India for thirty years, His 
fav urite wife was Arjawasd Banu Begum, 
known as Mumt.j i M.tal—the chosen one of 
the palace, and when she died he built her 
this tomb, Taj Mahal—the crown of the palace. 
She was distinguished abeve all other women 
fuc beauty, cleverness, and sense, and the 
Jmpercr determined to wake hee tomb the 
most veautifu! inthe workl Inthe year 1658, 
the Emp ror was dehronel by his son, 
Aurungzebe, and till hes death, in 1666 he 
wars imp:isoned in his palyce, the Aga Fort, 
Jwithia eight of the Taj. [+ was burced beside 
Arjumand under the cen‘1al dome. 

‘Lhe Taj iscloe to the Jumma. One of its 
four fronts looks ous on thé rivet “ind en the 
oposite bark ara’s gns that attempt: have 
been made to lav a wasonry founda ion for a 
bridge. The Enperor’s ‘idea is supposed to 
have been that, inaddi n to the white marble 
Taj, be would have a black marble T:j on'the 
other rile of the river and a br dga. between 
them. Both these idcas seem fantastte and 
impossible, It seems certain that at that 
a bridge across the Jumra could not have ben 
bu:lt by any enginecring talent at the 
Emperor 8 disposal. 


‘The yreat dume of the Taj is of pure white 


marble, crowned with a braces fgure cf the 
crescent moon, the sacred sign of the religicn 
of Mahomet, now the crest of the Turkich 
Empire. Nothing grander cr simpler t}an 
th’s great white dome can be imagined. : ‘The 
inside of the dome’ is quite neglected and 
inhabited by thousands of bats. Tuking this 
dome as the centre of the whole we shall see 
hew the whole structure is grouped round it, 

The dome stands on what we may call the 
great hallo the building. ‘The roof of the 
great hall..forms a platform ronnd the dome 


and is crowned with: enmall: minarets: af’ the- -- 


four. corners. : . ” 

‘The great hall-contains two tombs cavered* 
wi'h Arabic inscriptions and purpcrtirg to be 
the tombs of the Emperor and Arjumand. 
But these are not thé tomhs at all. “Outside 
tie great hall is a splendid maible platform 
and at each corner of the platform stands a 
tall minaret, crowned with a brasa spike. In 
this platform yon come on a flight of steps 
descending through the mable founda‘ion té 
a vault underneath the great ‘hall. In this 
vault are. two tombs ex ictly like the two 
tombs ahove, and covered’ with the same 
Arabic words, and thes are really th tomba 


vin which the Emperor-and Avjumand have 
“been buried: * The inserip:ions which cover’ 


the tombs and the dors of the great hall are 
very heantiful specimens of Arabic wnting 
but there,is no other adornment, no sculpture, 
and no representation of. persons’ or’ of the 
objects of nature, except the great ca-v d 
piece of brass representing the ere cent moon, 

Re‘urning to the. great platfirm, we go to 
the edge of it. and desecud by a few steys toa 
suill Jargecs latform s hich surrounds the upper 
cne. On th’s sre two very handsome mo-ques, 
one “the true mosqu:’tused tor daily praver, 


“the other “tre false mosque’ not used at all, 


but merely the *Jawab” or “answer té “the 
true mosque” to balance the effect and prevent 
any unevenness, 

From this: ist’ grand pint orm we descend’ 
again tothe gardene of the Taj, beautifu'l 
kept grass plots, p anted here and there wit! 
avenues of-ilix-and fliwering trees, rows of 


“the grave cy press and groves of graceful palin 


trees. In front of the Tsj are marb’e basina 
of clear water. : ; 
The designer -of the Taj:wished that the 
great Dome should be r flected unkrukea in 
the clear water, but a vile modern taste has 
broken up the surface of the water diviting 
the basins Ly little footpaths and ridges so 
that this uakroken image-hus been lost.

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THE PATHRANS AND AFGHANS. 


The “ Paythan,” to judge by Rudyard Kip- 
ling’s stories is generally looked on by the 
British scldier as a ferocious and treacherous 
savage. He is usually described as a long- 
haired, long-legged, long - robed, long-knifed 
rascal whose one idea is treachery and whose 
sole occupation is robbery and murder. What- 
ever truth there may be in this idea, the fact 
remains that many thousands of Pathans and 
Afghans do duty in our native army and make 
excellent soldiers. 

The Pathans and Afghans belong to the same 
race and speak the same language, though of 
course the different dialects spoken in different 
parts of the country vary a good deal from one 
another. When the religion of Mahomet was 
first brought into the country the great mass 
of the Puktwana or Pathans adopted it and 
were called Afghans to distinguish them from 
the still heathen Pathans of the hill country 
bordering on India. These Pathans in after 
years themselves became Mahomedans but the 
distinction still survives. 

There are altogether 29 Pathan tribes with 
@ population of over three and a half millions. 

The twelve Afghan tribes number about three 
millions the seventeen Pathan tribes only about 
halfa million. The chief Afghan tribes are 
the Duranis, the Ghilzies, the Yusafzaes, the 
K ikara, the Khataks, and the Afridis. 

The chief tribe among the Pathans are the 
Waziris. It is curious that one of the largest 
Afghan tribes, the Ghilzaes, (literally sons of a 
thief), are probably not of Pathan descent at 
all, but came {in the Turkomans of Central 
Asia. The people of Rohilcund, the country 
round Pareilly especially towards Rampur, 
are many of them of Pathan and Afghan 
descent. 

A peculiarity of this people is the careful 
wav in which the tribal system is observed. 

The 29 great tribe are sub-divided into 
1,790 Khels or smaller tribes, giving about 

- 2,000 people toeach Khel. A quarral between 
one khel and another, even between one fainily 
and another, is kept on from father to son, ane 
murder of an enemy, in carrying out a family 
feud, is considered an honourable deed. ‘These 
feuds have no doubt a great deal to answer tor 
in accustoming the triovesmen to cruelty and 
treackery; even the natives of India talk ubout 
the Af, hdn i be iman, the faithless Afwhan. 

When Mahomet fled from Mecva, driven out 
by his own people and his own family, it was 
as ifa slow match had been lizited which after 


atime would cause a great explosion of gun- 
powder. The grains of gunpowder were the 
Arab tribes, fizrce, warlike, jealous of each 
other,and continually at war among themselves. 
The spark of religious enthusiasm acted on 
their exceitable natures like fire on tow and 
presently penetrated the whole mass, so that 
an explosion took place which nearly wrecked 
the Na+tern Roman Empire, spread over East- 
ern Asia and Northern Africa and even brought 
Spain under the dominion of the Moslems. 
The power of the followers of Mahomet was 
not checked till the battle of Tours, in France, 
when Charles Martel saved Europe from further 
invasion. ; 
The Afghans were the first Mahomedans to 
invade India and establish themselves in the 
north. After many struggles they were fiaally 
beaten by the Turkomans, also Muhomedans; 
who gained a grip uf the country they held 
forcenturies. Without the Arabeenerosity, or 
the Arab sense of honour, the Afghan is brave 
in war, proud of Lis race and religion, and very 
faith.ul when in our service. During the last 
Afghan war, thousands: f Afghans and Pathans 
were a2rving with our na ive regiments, many 
of them fighting avains: their own relacious 
and tribesmen. Yet very few indeed turned 
against us, or forgot tu be true to their sult.

The retreat under desperate attacks from 
all sides became an utter disaster. 

The British loss m that engagement was 
12 officers and 420 men killed and wounded. 

Geuerals Wood and Marley with other col- 
umns fared htcle better elsewhere. 

In one instance 200 Goorkhas attacked an | 
defeated 2, V00 L[rregulars undera British Sub- 
alrern officer. ‘I'wo British advanced posts 
were attacked and overwhelmed with a loss 
of over 380 killed, and wounded olt of 500 
men. Eventually the British succeeded in 
press ng back the enemy and much hard fight- 
ing tuvk plitce rouad Almorah, which was 
surrounded by the Bretish. Another column 
of 7, 000 men under General Ochterlony by 
skilful operations out-munceuvred the Goorkha 
General Awar King from position to position 


and at length inflicted such heavy loss on the -. 


enemy in r:pelling a desperate attack that the 
{roorkha Commander though not without more 
resistance found hinselt compelled to accept 
General Ochterlony’s favourable terms. This 
euded the campaign of 1815 but the Napalese 
rejected the terms of peace submitted to them 
and in 1816asecond campaign wad commenced. 
Two severe fizhts in which the Goorkhas were, 
repulsed with heavy lossensued andthe cons- 
ternation they produced at Katmandu brought 
about an unqualified submission. 

After the campaign Sir D. Ochterlony con- 
tilentially communicated to Lord Hastimsthe 
Govenor-(zeneral that “ the Company s” Sol- 
diers, (then Hindustani) could never be brought 
tu resist the shock of these energetic moun- 
taineers on their own ground. 

In 1848 an offer was made to the British 
Government on the part of the Nepalese Dur- 
bar to assist in- war against the Sikhe, but the 
offer was declined. Jung Bahadur was then 
Prime Minister and two years‘afier:he . visited 


Britain and was for the time the lion of the 
London season. 

It was in 1857 when the Mutiny broke out 
that the Goorkhas first came forward to win 
the friendship and admiration of the British. 
They offered their assistance again and this 
time it was accepted. , : 

Within a few months 12, 000 Goorkhas with 
Jung Bahadur descended into the plains to 
join the British. 

-Early in '58 fugitive Mutineers began to 
stream into Nepal but in ’59 the Napalese or- 
ganized an expedition and swept the remnant 
of them out of the country. 

It is said that Nana Sahib with only a hand- 
fal of disheartened tellows escaped into Nepal. 

In return for hisservices Jung Bahadur was 
made a G. C. B. and a tract of eountry on the 
Oudh Country was restored to Nepal. : 

In ’78 Sir Jung Bahadur died from injuries 
from a tiger he had wounded. 

The Nepalese Army is said to consist of 
32, 0vO drilled soldiers, who are almost all 
paid in land. They-are drilled according to 
the British drill book and with English words 
of command. , se d j 

At.a review held. in Katmandu in 1888, 
108 guns marched past. : 

- In 1889: the: whole army were being re~ 
armed with Henry Martinis manufactured in 
the country. 

About 600 years B. C. so the legend run« 
neth Buddha visited Nepal and: estavlished 
the principles of his religion. It is however 
as a fact that 300 years hefore Christ Budd- 
hism flourished in Nepal. ~-It still exists a+ 
mong certain tribes. It may be said however 
that the Goorkhas are Hindus and with them 
therefore the Brahmans are the highest caste 


. from whose hands no inpurity can come. 


Brahmans cannot howeverentermarry even 
with the Khas Caste; andso on with many of 
the higher castes and those just beneath them. 
The offspring ofa Khas with a Magar or a 
Gurnay woman ‘is a tituler Khas but his ow 
father will not eat with him. ; ea 

On the occasion of the birth of a child a 
rejoicing takes place tor 11 days and no one 
except the near relatives can eat or drink with 
the father for 10 days. On the eleventh day 
the Brahman comes and performs certain cer- 
emonies, after which the father is supposed 
to be clean, and friends are feasted and alms 
are given. . ; 

In our regiments 11 days leave is always 
granted to a man whena child is born to him.

These highland solders, who despatch their 
meal in halfan hour, and satisfy the ceremon- 
ial law by merely washing their hands aad 
face and taking Gli their turbans before cook- 
ing, laugh at the pharisaical rigour of the 
Lipahis, who must bathe from head to foot 
and say prayers ere they can begin to dress 
their dinners, must eat nearly naked in the 
coldest, weathers 

Compared with other orientals the Goorkhas 
ara bold, eiduring, faidiful, frank, very inde- 
pendent and ref reliant 

They despise the nativ es of India and lock 
up to and fraternizs with Europeans, whom 
they admire and imitate in dress and manners. 

They are domestic in habit, and kind affee- 
tionate husbinds and fathers, 

Their great vice is gambling, Though hot 
te mpered and easily rousced they are in gen- 
eral qaite well behaved men, and extremely 
amenable todis seipline. Witha Som jast hand 
cver than prnisbments are rare, “Phey are 
capable of being polished up toa dearee of 
stuartness that no native tro ps can approac h 
and which cannot be much surpassed even by 
the British troops. 

At the assaults at Bartpore the Goorkhas 
were ordercd to follow in after the 9th Regi- 
ment. Bat the order was only partially obey - 
ed, for they went in with them instead of afrer 
them, the wild cheer and the maddening rush 
of the Beitish in front of them was too mach 
for the Goorkha, they dashed into the thick

Mivirary TraininG rx 1995. 

A bovk has lately been published in which 
the writer describes a wonderful invention of 
his own and_ his experience in the use of it.

The name of the ancient city of Agrais de- 
rived from a Samscrit word signifying a“‘salt 
pan,” in allusion to thé large ameunt of salt- 
petre to be found on the banks of the river 
Jumna ciose to the city, especially near the 
v iliage of [smat-ud-Dowlah. Ancient Agra 
is now in ruins and little remains of its furmer 
splendour. 

The founder of madern Agra was the Em- 
peror Akbar, and the city is sti!] known by the 
Akbarabad, ‘the abode of Akbar. 

Akbar was the grandson of the Mogul con- 
queror Buber and the descendant of the still 
more famous Tamerlane, the lame Teimour 
who invaded India in the fourteenth century. 
His father was Humayun, a weak and unfor- 
tunate prince who was turned out of his throne 
at Delhi and at the time ot Akbar’s birth was 

taking refuge in the desert of Amerkotin 
Scinde, 

The prince Jelal-ud din Mahomed Akbar 
was born on the 14th Octcber 1542. Born 
amid hardship and trial, he was actually en- 
gaged in three battles befure he was ten years 
old, and -while still a child was twice taken 
prisoner and twie# escaped. Un the 18th 
June 1555, that is befure he was thirteen 
years old, this precoccous yeuth tock comman | 
of his fathers’ army and defeated the Afghans, 
his fathers’ enemies. 

Humay un again sat on the throne of Delhi, 
but died soon afterwards from the effects af a 
very strange accident which tuvk place on the 
Zast January 1556. He was walking cn the 
terrace of his library at Delhi when just as he 
was coming down the marble ste;s tu be pre- 
sent at evening prayers, the crier of the mos- 
que close by announced that the he urof prayer 
hadarrive’. The Ism;erorsatdown torepeat 
the creed, and then in rising made use of the 
pointed steff be uually carri-d. The sraff 
slipp:d on the marble pavement, and Humayun 
fell over the parapet into the court below, 
He died on the 25th January 1556 and was 
succeeded by his Akbar. 

One of the first difficulties which Akbar had . 
to encounter was a combination between the 
Hindus and his father’s enemies the Afwhans. 
With the heip ofhis prime minister Bairam 
Khan, Akbar overcame his enemies thought 
he bad but twenty thousand men to resist a 
hundred thousand. When his triumph was 
complete he dismissed his prime minister and 
tuovk all chepowerdntd his own hands. 
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To make a long story short, Akbar’s power 
spread till he ruled over Afghanistan, Kash- 
mire, the Punjanb, the North West Provinces 
and Oudh, Bengal, Malwar, Guzerat, Scinde, 
as well as Ahmednagar Berar and Kandeish 
inthe south of India. 

Akbar introduced the income tax among 
his subjects, an example since followed by the 
Government of India. We are not told how- 
ever that he paid his servants exchange com- 
pensation when the rupee waslow. He vainly 
tried to break up the caste system. He was 
a generous patron to the Christian missionar- 
ies who began to arrive in India. He diedin 
1605 after a reignof-9years. Akbar's courts 
was perhaps the most magnificient in the 
world. ‘Quite unlike any king of the present 
day, he had control over all the money raised 
hy taxation, and he himself saw to the pay- 
ment of the Army and civil servant, THe had 
a revenue equivalent ¢> thirty-million pounds 
a vear and spent it. Though never in debt 
he only Jeff ten million pounds inthe treasury 
at his death. His empire included at least a 
hundred and fifty million people. With enor- 
mous capacity for work of every kind, he was 
also a very powerful man, often walking forty 
miles a day. . His son Selim speaka of himas 

tall of statue, of a rnddy brown complexion, 

his eyes full and dark, and hisey ebrows meet- 

ing: while his gieat breath of chest and long 

sincwy arms gave him the strength of a lion.

tobacco, and he came back tu the zereba with 
us and bad tea about six 

Found poor oid Hursi just arcived, having 
been speared by ome ruthins frum the Karias 
close here. Sent two armed men to bring the 
Akhil to to-morrows halcing place. 

{ wish these brutes woul:t try their tricks on 
me, and not on the men. Some of them will 
have to pay for this I expect. 

. The question is, if the Akhil does not come, 
what am I todo. ITcant very well shout the 
the first man I meet, and if [ go and sitby the 
Karia the women will get in tae way and get 
shot. How would it be to say that if he aid 
not come or bring the offenders, that I should 
shoot a camel trom the Karia and leave them 
to fight it out? But tbat might oaly bring 
the owner of the camel, who probably had no 
hand in the »ff.ir, to attack me, and Ido not 
want tu begin a quarrel. Must thick it over. 
T was never in such a tryculent country aa this 
before. It is worse than Thibet, and that was 
bed enough, only one expected. it there; but 


‘and covered with flirs, 


‘here. in Englich territory, to have such organ- 


ised dacvity and on a European’s party tvo, is 
rather b: yond bearing. 

Fortunately | sleep very lightly, as I dont 
care for the idea of b. ing speared asleep, or be- 
ing potted by one of those poisoned- arrow de- 
mo:s, I keep the °450 Ivatled pretty handy.

Hursi a rifle and two rounds of ammunid:n 
and they went cff. Then Hougsin came and 
asked me to go back and rejcin Grant and 
Matthews as he had heard three Karias were 
meditating an atrack on us, A nice thing in- 
decd foran Enghsh officer to be frizhtened 
out of British territory by the inhabitaz.te.

We wre much interested in watching their 
drill. When we stopped our machine a com- 
pany was going through its military truiniog 
and we saw the new flying drill very carefully 
and accarately carried out. Fach man carried 
a compass about six inches in diaweter and two 
inches thick, suspended by a cord round his 
neck. 
in degrees in the urual way. The compass 
itself was stored with electric power which 
was renewed monthly at the cost to Govern- 
ment of about one anna toa hundred com- 
passes. Three rather long orass knobs pro- 
jected from the compass, one from the top or 
compass face, one from the bottom, while a 
third could be moved round the circumference 
to any angle desired. Each knob could be 
screwed down as far as desired and the tight- 
ness of the screw regulated the amount of 
electric force brought into play. ; 

The drill as something like this. Esch 
man held his compass in his I+ft hand with the 
face upwards. Oa the word “ Rise” he turned 
the knob in the compass facc and rose till he 
got the word “Steady” when he would fix the 
knob so that the force exerted just balanced 
the action of gravity and he remained stationary 
in the air. In the same wav by working the 
lower knob he could descend at any pace 
desired. When directed to move right or left 
or half right or left he had to fix the knod on 
the diameter of his compass in the required 
direction, and for very delicate work he could 
take a course, any of 62} degrees. 

Their new rifle certainly shot straighter then 
its predecessor and the bull+t would stop a man 
if it hit him fair, but eyesight and steadiness 
remained the same as before, so there was not 
so much improvement in the shooting as might 
have been expected. 

As we have already said, the hospitals were 
nearly empty.

History oF Agra AND ITS F OUNDER, a8 TOLD 
By A SOLDIER OF THE R. M. Fusirisrs. 
(Continued ) ; 


Tue Fort. 


The Fort at Agra tock a hundred years to 
build It was begun by Akbar in 1558. = [t 
overlooks the river Jumna, and is a mile and 
three quarvers in circumference, one bundred 
and thirty feet high, and the walla are ten 
feet thick. It has eight sides and is built cf 
brick and gravel faced with red sandstone anc 
was the work of a Frenchman, Austin de 
Bordeaux, who also designed the Taj. From 
the Fort there is a-splendid view of the buil.:- 
ings of Agra; the Taj, the Palace of Jehangir, 
the Palace of Nur Mahal, and Secandra. 


Pavace or JEBANGIR. 


The red sandstone Palace of Jehangir, the 
son of Akbar, is well wortha visit. The wails 
are adorned on the oatside by courses of whit 
marble beautifully carved. They are seventy 
fecthigh. In the great court-yard isa grs- 
nite basin large enough to hold thirty-two 
gallons of beer. On testive occasions this 
basin is filled with native liquor for the 
dancing girls to drink. The Emperor was 2 
follower of Mahomed who furbadestrong drink 
but doubtless the latter thought a gentlema:: 
could do as he liked in his own house. = The 
public audience hall is of red san‘stone with. 
rich carvinga of lotus flowers and birds, The 
wealth of the carvings pointa to Hindu taste 
rather than Mahomedan. In fact the palace 
was built by Akbar for his son Jehangir, 
when the young prince married a Hindu prin- 
cess, daughter of the Rajp of Jodhpur. It 
was in this palace that Sir Thomas Roe, Am- 
bassador from James I. of England, first met 
the Emperor Jehsangir. Sir Thomas Ros 
writes to James; “the magnificence of the 
Mogul Court is beyond description and the 
present forwardea by your Higimess, the 
Greedy or Gandy Mogui had little or noregard 
for.” A few days jater Jehangir treated Roe 
with more kindness, and asked for a present 
of brandy and a coupie of English bull dogs. 
When the dogs arrived the Emperor ordered 
a fight between one of them and a Cheetah, 
The dog 
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soon overcame the leopard andthe Emperor 
said; “If your men ‘have the same pluck as. 
your dugs they #re a danger to me.” 


Pasace ov Nek Janay. 


Nur Jehan was the favourite wife of Jehangir 
The palace is chiefly remarkable for the beau- 
tiful tracery, on stucco, with which it ia adorned. 
There are three curious pillara in the palace. 
The capi‘als are Egyptian, the shafts Mali- 
omedan, and the bases Persian work.. Nur 
Jehan exercised great influence over Jehangir 
and was always a good friend to Sir Thomas 
Roe. Here also is golden sleeping room of 
Shab Jehan, the son of Jehangir. This was 
used as a hospital for English cfficers in 1857. 


Tue Tas. 
(See also“ Bengal Tiger for April 1895.") 


The Tsj was built by Shah Jehan as the 
tombofhis wife Arjumaod Banu Begum, known 
as Muomtsgi Mahal, the Chosen one of the 
Palace. It ia stated that twenty onethonsand 
men were employed on it for twenty one years 
but this seems to be an exagzeration. The 
last wieh of Arjumand was to reat in her 
pleasure gardens at Agra with a monument 


which should surpass any yetscenin the world.’ 


The inscriptions clearly show that the building 
was commenced on the 1-tth August 1632 and 
Gnished on the 27th September 1648 afer 
sixteen years’ workouly. The labourers were 
ouly allowed two ouvees each of gram as a 
daily ration, and evan this was cut short by 
the robbery of the Court cfficials. For the 
laat eight years of hia life Shab Jehan was im- 
prisoned in the ort by hisown son Aurungzeb, 
and looked from his prieon at the palace he 
had built but could not enter. 


“Tue Gates uF SomNatH.” 

At the end of the golden sleeping room: of 
Shah Jehan can be seen the so-called yates of 
Somnath. They ate tweuty feet high and ten 
in breadth and have eighty-six panels beauti- 
fullycarved. They were bronjshs. trom Ghuznee 
by order: of Lord Ellenburongh. It is well 
known that, centuries before, Sultin Mahmood 
of Ghuzuee had taken some celebrated sandle- 
wood gates from the great Hindvo temple of 
Somnath. . Untortanstely it has been proved 
that these gates are made of deodar wood and 
notsandlewood. They are doubsless Mahom- 
edan copies Sf the origina! gates of Somnath. 


‘Beside the gates may be seen'a very anciént 


‘chair of gilded randlewood. : It was given to 


Sir Thomas Roe by Jehangir and bears the 
‘Stuart coat of arms. 


Taz Gorpen Pavizion or Suan JEnaK. 


The Pavilion is a square building one bun - 


‘dred and seventy feet each way. Originally 


it had a gold roof valued at three million pourid 
sterling. The Jats plundered the palace ijn 
after years and took away the gold, which his 
been replaced by brass and gilt copper. 


Tue Kaas Mana . 


Close by is the Khas Mahal or private 
room of Shah Jehan. It is thirty-five feet 
high, forty-eight feet long, and thirty-five feet 
broad. The gold work on the wall and ceiling 
has been stolen from this room also. When 
the Prince of Wales visited Agra in 1876@ 
piece of four yards square was rest ored to show 
what the original apy-earance of the room had 
been. The cost. of this little patch of gold wax 
five thonsand rupees. In front is the Musical 
Fountain. I was once shown ai the Crystal 
Palace in London a muaical fountain which » 
verman claimed to have invented. It was 
only a copy cf the Musical Fountain . at Agra. 
By the tountdinis the Anguri Bagh, a hitic 
grape yarden kept up by the government. 

The Phansi Ghar, or place of Execution. 


A little further on you come to a sme}! door 
leading to a net-work of underground passazex 
after descending a few. steps you turn tu ibe 
right aud pass through a second sinall dove. 
Here it is quite dark but by toreb-lighs you 
can-sce the beam used ag a gallows. Beluw 
it, » well descends seventy feet to the river 
Junina, ‘“Dessending a few ateps wad turning 
io the left, you’ will see.five doors coverinz 
five underground peasages.

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PIDGIN ENGLISH. 


Every year a greater number of foreigners 
learn to speak English. Civilized races like 
the French, Germans and Russians Jearn it in 
addition to their own language but many of 
the ravage races seem to forget their own 


speech altogether. A gordexami-le of this is, 


in America, where the African Negroes, ori- 
ginally imported as slaves, have quite forgot- 
ten the speech of their ancestura and have 
adopted the simple pitois of Bonesand Sambo, 

Of course the great epread of English among 
all nations has lead to an infinite variety of 
accents and dialects which diff-r very ‘much 
from each other and from the pure English. 
The late Prince Pierre Bonaparte had an enor- 
mous collection of books and pamphlets wfit- 
ten in various English dialects. As tothe 
accent you can hear in charging if veu travel 
by train, every half hour on any line in Eng- 
land Scotland or Ireland. 

It came to pass, as the Union Jack was 
carried by our ships to all parts of the world 
that savage and halt sav ge people learnt a 
word here and there, ana thrase or two 
generally very plain spoken and to the punt 
and so a new dialect sprung up ca'led “pidgin 
English.” This has no reference toa birds but 
is simply a Chinese corruption of “business 
English.” It has no grammir to speak cf and 
eschews all high. flown words. 

Curiously enough a similar exnerience ha 

. befallen two other Janguiges. The Germans 
have their “ Volapiick’ snd the French their 
“Petit Négre.” The Germany have cpent a 
great deal ofmoney in eneouraying Vo'ayti k 
and have published puidss to the language. 
But neither the German vor the French will 
ever rival the English “pid. in,’ 90 far as we 
can forsee Other intresting combinations 
are the German—English of America (fur in- 
stance the Hans Breitman [B:ilad-), ard the 
German Hebrew of the German Jews, known 
as “ Yiddish.” 

In the pages of Punch you will sometimes 
come across some amusing experiments in 
English—French and French—English. The 
little known Romany dialect of the G) pies 
is full of Hindustani words, 

To give a few examples of pidgin English, 
Some time ago there appeared inan illustrated 
paper a picture of a big naval officer seated 
in a rickshaw with which a Chinese cooly in 
the shafts is rushing violently down a steep 
place. He seizes the cooly by the pigtail and 
the man exclaims; “too muchee bigee piecee 


man what for you my topside hair so hard 
pullit! The “‘piecee” ia a concession to the 
Chinese rule that a qualifying word is always 
used when numbers are mentioned. We also 
sav, “two head of cattle” “three brace of 
snip,” “four stand ofarms.” In the Persian 
language we find. “two individual friends,” 
“four chain of elephants,” “seven leading= 
string of camels,” ‘ten grain of pearls.” 
The first verse. of Longfellow’s Excelsior 
runs thus:— 
“The shades of night were falling fast, 
As through an Alpine village passed” 
A youth, who bore, ‘mid snow and ice, 
A banner with a strange device,—Excelsior!” 
This has been freely translated into Sidgin 
English as follows:— 
“Too muchee darkee come chop chop, 
Oue young man walkee, no can stop 
Maskee snow, maskee ice, 
Him cally flag with chop so nice, 
Topside gallow!” 
We may add that when we Dum Dum come it, Cal-

where we went yesterday, and s0 round by 
Tig-Tiga which is the Amhara strenghold and 
where there are a Ict of Abyssinians. So if 
they want a row they will nct have ‘o go out 
of their way. I begin to think we must. Lave 
one sooner or later, if so, the sooner the better. 
The hangers on will not go, say they are 
afraid. I expect we shall get short of water. 
My bath now is a rub down with wet grass! 
Oid Hursi goes on the red mule to enquire 
-from Grant about more stores. He will me-t 
us again at Tig-Tiga, if heis not struck by 
the way. He is a plucky old chap and vol- 
unteered to go, or I wou!d not have sent him. 
He will of course carry a rifle besides his spear, 
and, after all they are his own people, except 
the Amharas. The whole of the plain for a 
couple of square miles is fairly covered with 
hartebeste to-day. I have got one of the 
wildest chaps I ever saw here, he goes by the 
name ot “ Wise.” I think he isa bit mad. He 
‘joined my camp the day I first left the others, 
saying he would work for his living. I knew 
nothing about it till some days a'ter, when I 
found everyone fagging the poor brute.

The sacred city of Benares looks best at a‘ 
considerable distance. . There is a grand view 
of it from ‘the ‘railway bridge by which we re- 
crossed to the right bankof the Ganges. The 
long curve of the river, seen from ‘a grest 
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height, and the terraces of housesand temples, 
set off by the contrast. of the bare jungle on 
the opposite bank, form a picture which one 
does not not easily forget. The mean details 
of dirtand squalor are invisible and the crowd- 
ed city appears as 2 fitting ornament to the 
sacred river. But when you visit it closely 
one recalls the words of the poet:— 
“Ye nymphs of sewers and stinks,

THE ARMY RESERVE. 


A great many good judges consider it an 
unfortunate thing for the Army that the 
average soldier, having attained 7 or.8 years 
service, and being from 27 to 30 years ofage, 
seasoned: to foreign climates, taught his trade 
of soldiering to perfection, having’ aquired 
discipline, steadiness, and self confidence in 
every emergency, is offered forty pounds and 
a free passage--to go. Of course, on the other 
hand we have ‘a trained reserve, but wedo not 
proposes to discuss the question frem the pubs 
lic point of view so much se‘to put ourselves 
in the place of the soldier himself and weigh 
the advantages and disad vantages to him of his 
previous career, and to offer ruch advice as 
appears to apply to hiscare. We have noth- 
ing new to say on the subject but the ead spe- 
ctacle of hundreds of reserve men walking the 
country achome, starving and unemployed, 
seems to tell us that in this case good advice; 
however stale or common place may etill be 
useful to some. The starving reserve men 
are by no meansconfined to the “bad hats’” of 


. the service,.the hopeless: drankards or. in¢ 
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eorrigible thieves who are to be found inevery 
segiment. Many of the are superior in in- 
telligence, Character, and almost every quality 
while-one would have calculated must bring 
success in life, to many of their more fortune- 
ate comrades or their civilian neighbours. 

The average soldier should on joining the re- 
serve be superior to his civilianrival in steady 
and regular obedience to orders and alec in the 
power of directing others, in nerve and cvol- 
ness and resourca in all difficulties, in sobriety 
and zeal, that is, generally speaking, he 
ebould have the advantage in Character. He 
is, unfortunately, extremely likely to be de- 
ficient in industry and in moderate care and 
prudence. ‘He will probably be less expert 
at his trade then those who have been engaged 
on it all their lives, and he has to contend with 
a.dyuble prejudice. Employers are shy of 
giving him work because he was once a soldier 
and because he is still a reserve manand like- 
‘Ty to be-called away when most wanted. 

It seems well worth the while of soldiers, 
now serving to see how far they can increase 
the advantages while soldiering most certain- 
ly gives and decrease the disadvantages, which 
seem almoat as.inevitable. 

: Take the advantages first. Every regiment 
in the.service is a working model of discipline, 
of a regular chain of responsibility and com- 
mand from*the highest to the lowest. If it 
breaks in this capacity, it is like a watch with 
@ broken’ main spring, it cannot work. Some 
watches are better than others, but you may 
learn good from studying the worst watch, 
if it is good enough to go at all. And it is 
generally agreed that British regiments are 
quite as good machines as the regiments of 
any other country. Thus the soldier can 
hardly help learning how to obey and also 
how fo direct othera. It need not be said 
how important it isto a large shopkeeper for 
instance, to know thata caretaker will exact- 
Jy carry out his duties, which are sure to be 
very important even if very simple. A man 
who has heen promoted sergeant or corporal 
has received a valuable trainiog in the art of 
directing the labour of others. The soldier 
has been trained to be ready and self-confident 
in sudden danger or difficulties and should be 
able to deal with a sudden emergency better 
thar his civilian rival. With the many in- 
stitutions which now assist the steady soldier, 
the reserve man might be at least equal to the 
civilian in ateadiness and sobriety. Above 
a'l he has. learnt the great lesson of esprit de 
Corps, which is the French for goo] will and 


pride in your work and your comrades. These 
are the advantages of military life which hel 
all soldiers toa certain extent. The -disad- 
yantages are many and very, serious. In the 
first place, be has been brought up to‘have no 
anxiety sbout his ood, clothing, and ledging. 
He has been lead to expect to have ‘every- 
thing to his hand, to have his diffrulties 
thought out by others, snd to be spared the 
troubles and anxieties of independent jife. 
It is a very difficult thing to foresee‘all-{the 
demands: which may come in the hand to- hand 
atruggle of modern life. ae) 
Then again the hand of the workman looses 
its cunning, and the workman himself looses 
touch wita his employer, and is averse to long 
hours of monotonous tojl, after.a term’ of mil- 
itary service. 
exercise their mechanical skill and also put by 
money, if the regimental workshops were full- 
er than they are. é : 
Twomore great dangersremain, theman’sown 
liability to fall intolazy drunken wave,and the 
prejudice, still so strong against soldiers and 
reserve men. The deferred pay is itself a 
great temptation to idle ways, though the in- 
tention in giving it was to help tostart a man 
in business or to give him some stand by 
while waiting for employment. And then the 
rejudice | Prejudice dies very hard in 
England. The victors of Crécy and Again- 
court were not professional soldiers but farm- 
ers, labourers, and small shopkeepers, taken 
from their homes to meet the demands of the 
time. The professional soldiers of the time 
known as Knights Errant, and their followers 
were a bad lot, lawless and oppressive. So it 
came to pass in England that the professional 
solier was looked down on, that the Guarda 
were hissed in the streets of London when 
they come back from occupying Paris and 
Nelson's sailors were not thought fit to speak 
to respectable people. So it came about that 
Crimwan veterans cume to the workhouse 
and no one cered. And so it is that even . 
now there is a prejudice against the soldier 
and reserve man which will not be effaced for 
years tocome. Just when a man wants help 
and encouragement he is more or leas looked on 
asa loafer by profession among his; own 
countrymen. ;

He was.a mere skeleton when he joined but looks 
quite comfortable now. Sleeps out in the rain for 
choice with a rag about as big as two handkerchiefs 
for his only covering, and eats anything, but bones 
for oboice. He gnaws them like a dog, and has worn 
away his front teeth on them. They will only let him 
have: the meat that is not gvodenough for them 
but he does not mind, and gets outside of about seven 
ands of the coarsest meat two or three times a day. 
nerally he has a lot of bones about him in his rags, 

and from time to time. takes one out, cracks it between 
two stones and gnaws it. I had just done a plate of 
porridge the other day, very early. Wise came along 
., said something in his gibberish, pounced on the plate 
and licked it and the spoon clean befgre I knew what 
he was up to. He was the only one who helped me 
the night the animals got louse. He swagyers about 
in the colc, naked, and gnaws his bunes quite happy! 

Caught a young hartebeste to-day, and brought it 
home to the goat that tried to bring up Jiffo. 

September 6th—Uneventfal' march to Kunris. 
Went on‘ahead of the Kafila an:Jdid a long crawl for 
anoryx. Hit him, but he we: t offout of sight un the 
open plain some six miles and I did not like to leave 
the Rufila, so could not follow him. Met yesterdays 
large herd of hartebeste and slot unother. tor though 
one could hardly believe it, they ate. all yesterday, 

last night and this morning. When we came tu look 

over here the other day, we did not notice a a depres- 
sion of abuut three square miles under the hill where 
T aun now, so did not see the game thyt there is here. 
On coming to the brow overlookimg tiie little valley 
the whole ground seemed crawling with hartebeste, 
owel and oryx. Can’t estimate them ut all. The owel 
streamed past us at a trot for about ten minutes likea 
flock of sheep. The hartebeste hurdly noticed us. 
Great hopes cf lion here. The bearer has taken over 
the duties of shepherd and donkey-man from Wise, 
who now carries aspear (ns well as his parcel of bones ) 

Hosein got fever arid ague again, all the others 
very fit and singing away like anything though we 

t very wet. coming here and it is nut cheerful. As 
there .was not time to make a shelter to-night six of 
my heroes are in my tent (only u light little pal) be- 
sides two goats and the young behate whose name 
is Jig-jiga utter the place where we canght him. — It 
is a treat to see old Gaily make the clay pipe; they 
are passing it round, and if any une looked in they 
would say we were a bad looking lot of bandits. 

I hope we may get water to-morrow quite close in 
the -Wadi that rons up here from where I got thetwo 
lionesses. 

September 7th—When I woke this morning at 
daylight there were six men and Jlash, two goats, 
‘three sheep and the hartebeste all mixed up two deep 
like sardines, and the donkey had his head in the 
door, . I got out quickly. the air was a bit thick. 
Went out last night to look round and noticed that 
the camels were not hobbled. -If wlion. had come 
they would have been over the zereba and ten or 
twenty miles off in no time. It was Lursi at,fault but

‘Went out early and 
did a ing walk round a lovely hill for liens. Sighted 
two panthers and followed them to another equall 
ikely hill but they gave usthe slip.

Walter Scotts ‘description of the battles of. 


Drum Clog and Bothwell Brig. We can eee 
the bleek moor with its ditches and bogs, and 
watch the gallant charges of Claverhouse’s 
Life Guards aud the no less gallant. resistance 


of the peasantry, the death of Ensign Grabame, 


and the struggle of Sergeant Bothwell with 
’ Balfour of Burleigh. 

-- Working from two interesting and valuable 
books, Meadows Taylor's “Manual of the His- 
tory of India” and Colonel! Innes’s. “ History 
of the Bengal European Regiment and how it 
helped to win India,” “we-will again remind 
our readers of the stiring series, the battle 
pieces in the picture gallery of history, in 
which the Royal Munster Fusilers have borne 
a part. 

It is woll known that our power in India 
wis first established by the famous “John 
Company Bahadur,” the East Indian Company 
which took a commanding lead in Indian affairs 
for exactly one hundred years from the battle 


- of the planets. 


of Plassey, which was fought on the 23rd Jane 
1757 till June 1857, when Delhi, , Cawnpore, 


‘and other places were im possession of 


the mutineers, when the great mutiny had 
taken hold of India, and the end of John 
Company was certain. By theway,this limit 
of one hundred years had been prophesied for 
a long time by the Indian Astrologers and it 
is well shown hy Meadows Taylor how that 
prophesy brought about its own (fulfilment.

the ceremony of the first day of the neiv-year 


the pred ctions ofthe year, made upcn the as- ~~ 


pects of the planets, are invariably declared. 
On this occaricn, along with the prophesies 
of good or bad fortune in crcps tor in tirade, 
were mingled fatal auguries to nwing powsrs, 
which were believed as tneinfallioledeductions 
ofa hundred years before. In the previous 
year there had been a frightful visitation of” 
cholera which in strict accordance with pre- 
diction had swept away thourands of the peo- 
ple, and tremendous floods in Bengal had de- 
stroyed the industry of years. These were 
only signs of what was tv come and were re- 
cognised as earnests of the reality. 

l'o return to the beginning of the story. the 
first beginning of the Company's army in Ben- 
gal was a guard of hononr of one Ensign and _ 
thirty men, raised ia 1(52. This little force 
was gradually incieased, but the first certain 
mention of the Bengal Evropean Regiment is 
dated 22nd December 1756, and from this time 
to the present we can showa char and con- 
tinuous regimentai history. 

The immediate cauce of the raising of . the 
regiment was the distress of the English - set- 
tlers about Fort William. Calcutta, from the 
hostility of a certain native prince, Suraj ud 
Dowlah, better know tathe English at thattime 
as Sir Roger Dowler who had actually driven 
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the English from Fort William. 


On the 29th December 1756 ‘we find the 


, Bengal Europeans nesisting in the capture of 


Fort a Budge, guarding Calcutta, and 
entering Fort William on 2nd January 1757. 
On March 23rd we find them assisting in cap- 


' turingthe French Settlement Chandranagore. 


" cannon, 
"15,000 Cavalry and 53 guns, come of the gun- 
_ ners being Frenchmen. 


. But more important struggles were to come 


> and Suraj ud Dowlah was approsching fora final 


struggle. We find that at the council of War 
held just before the battle of Plassey, five 


" officers of the Bengal European Regiment were 


resent. The majority of the officers, includ- 
ing Clive himself, were against fighting, but 


_ Clive changed his mind that night and the 


battle took place. 

Clive’s force consisted of 1, 100 Europeans 
and 2, 100 natives, with 8 howitzers, or small 
The enemy had 35, 000 Infantry 


Clive had a river be- 
hind him, and a small stream on his left flank. 
From daybreak Clive watched the advance 


- of the enemy, standing on the roof of ahouse. 


Many of their heavy guns were mounted on 


> targe wooden platforms raised about six feet 


above the ground, the ammunition and the 


gunners being on the platform. These huge’ 


Masses were moved along by 40 or 50 oxen, 
an elephant went with each platform, pushing 
it cn with his head when the oxen wanted 
help. Brigades of Horse and Foot, each with 
its proportion of Artillery, extended over the 


. plain in a curved line. supported by the 4 guns 


eo 


worked by the French and a reserve force of 
Cavalry and Infantry. 

The enemy opened fire with the artillery, 
and after half an hour Clive who had lost about 
30 men gave orders to some of his troops to 
take cover ina wood. This was mistaken for 
a general retreat. The enemy advanced, but 
made poor practice withhis guns, while our 
fire now became more effective as our men 


‘. were under cover. 


At noon the rain came down in torrents. 
Clive remembering the old English say iag, 
took care to keep his powder dry, vut much 
of the enemy’s powder was spoilt. 

A dash was now madeby one of the enemy's 
leaders, by name Mir Mudir, towards the wood. 
Mir Madir was ki'led, the Cavalry with him 
thrown into confusion. The treachery eppear- 
ed in Suraj ud Dowlah’s Army. He himeelf 
rode away on a swift camel, and the whole 
army retreated. The enemy lost about 500 
killed, our loss was 23 killed 49 wounded. 
Although the losses on both sides were small

the battte is a famous one in Indian history, 


‘and the hundred years: of John Company's 


reign aré rightly dated from the 23rd June 


. 1757." The detachments from the Bombay 
.and Madras European Regiment which had 


fought.at Plassey were now amalgamated with 
the Bengal Regiment. Our comrades of the Line 
atthe battle were the 39th now the 1st Dorset- 


‘shire, who bear the motto “Primus in Indis.” 


The changes that afterwards took place in 
the composition of the Bengal European Reg- 
iment are rather difficult to follow; at one time 
it had six battalions, There is no doubt that 


“the 101st and 104th Regiments represented 


the Ist and 2nd Bengal Europeans, and there- 
fore it was most right to bring them together 
again as the lst and 2nd battalions of the 


. Royal Munster Fusiliers. 


As soon as Clive was at rest in Bengal he 


- sent a force, including the Bengal .Europeans 


to the Madras Coast to relieve the pressure on 
the Britich in that part of India. The fact is 
that the war at that time was like a gigantic 
game of chess between English and. French, 
in which the natives were little better than 
pawns. At Plassey the pretentions of the 


‘ native power in Bengal were shown to be 


groundless, at Condore and Masulapatam the 
French troops were defeated by the British. 


. The chief feature of the battle of Condore was 


that the British leader Colonel Forde made a 


. pretended retreat and then suddenly halted 
- and-took the French in flank, making adeter- 


mined charge. The French loss including 
prixoners, was 162 besides sepoys; we lost 50 
British and about 100 sepoys. Shortly aftér- 
wards Masulapatam surrendered with 500 
French and 2, 500 natives, and that part of the 
country was given up by the French .to the 
English. 

In 1759 we find the Bengal Europeans in the 
thick of affairs again. Seven Dutch vessels 
crowded with soldiersappeared in the Hoogly. 
Holland and England were at peace, but Clive 
would not tolerate a foreign force in Bengal. 
The Dutch seized some of the Companys ships 
and engagement took place in ‘which six of 
their ships surrendered and the other was taken 
in trying to escape. 700 Dutchmen and 800 
Maliys managed to land above Calcutta, Col. 
onel Forde, commanding theland forces, ap- 
plied toClivefor authority to attack them. 
Clive wrote back at once; “Fight them immed- 
iately, I will send you the order in council to- 
morrow.” On the 25th November 1759, Forde 
being in ambush, took the Dutch by surprise. 
In less than half an hour the Dutch Icst 320

After this a very curious turn of events took place. 
Owing to the slackness of the native allies, Caillaud

town was in danger of being taken, Captain Knox 
with 200 men of the Bengal Kuropeans and some 
‘Sepoys and Artillery came to ‘the rescue, having 
marched 300 miles in 13 days. The next day the Em- 
peror retired from the siege. Knox now moved out 
in pursuit und on the 16th June defeated the enemy 
again at a place called Beerpore. “From that day,” 
save a native Historian. the English acquired a repn- 
tation for determination andinvincibility that did :hem 
yood service in many a subsequentaction.” The raius 
shortly afterwards put an end to further operations 
On the 15th January 1761 the Emperor was agnin 
defeated and many of his French officers and soldiers 
captared at Suam. ; 
here appears to have been no very important op- 


- eration for the next two years and a half. We may 
- take this opportunity to sum up the main results of 


the operations so far as follows; 1757 Fort Wiliam 
re-captured from Suraj ad Dowlah, and the first great 
victury of our arms at Plassey, 1758 Freach defeated 
at Condore, 1759 Dutch torce destroyed at Biderra, 
1760 the Emperor defeated at Seerpore ard Beerpore 
1761 another French defeat at Suan. 


In Jane 1763 we fipd another Nawab of Bengal, 
Meer Cassim, bas grown to great power and the Com- 
pany determined to keep him in check, resolved to 
attack Patna, so lately secured to the Nawab from the 
Emperor of Delhi, and easily took it. 

e Nawab resents this andthe Company‘s troops 
are attacked bya large force, driven out of Patna, 
and badly beaten at Manje. : 

Of course this was followed by a fresh advance of 
the Company's troops, ut Geriah. 40,000 ofthe enemy 
were beaten by 3,000. Patna was retaken on the 6th 
November, and on the 28rd October 1764 the decisive 
battle of Buxar was fought, 30,000 of the enemy were 
beaten by 7,000 of the Vompuny troops. Alluhabad 
was taken the next year, with the whole of Oudh and 
the Marattas were beaten at Kulpi on the Z)st May 
1765, and the second chapter in the history of Bengal 
European Regiment comes to an end. 

The next series of events isthe war in Rohilcund. 
The Govenor General, Warren Hastings, was much 
blamed for this transaction and it was not oue to be 
proud ot from the government point of view. But we 
must distinguish between head and ‘hand, between the 
ruling power and the instrumentused. It is truethat 
the Kobillas were unjustly attackéd, that our native 
allies showed great cruelty. At the same time the 
conduct of the European troops was steady and brave 
and they themselves appear to have been most well- 
hehaved and not to have been guilty of any kind of 
cruelty, or oppression ; 

Vhe decisive battle wasat Kutra, the native allies 
giving no- help, The. British Vommander, Colonel 
Champion, writes; “Their army. consisting of about 
40, 000 men showed prent bravery ‘and resvlution, 
annoying us with their artillery and rockets. ‘Vhey 
made repeated attempts to charge, but our guns being 
80 much better served than theirs, kept so constant 
and galling a-tire that they could not advance and 
where they were closest was the jreatest rlwuybter. 
They gave proof of a zood share of military knowledyeo 
by showing inclinations to force our flanks at the same 
time and endeavouring to call off.our attentions by a 
brisk fire on our centre. It is impossible to describe 
‘a more obstinate firmners of revolution than the enemy 
displayed. Numeroux were their gallant men who 
advanced aud often )-itched their colours between both 
Armies in crder to encourage their men to follow 
them, and it’ was not until they saw our’ whole urmy 
advancing briskly to charge them after acsevere car - 
nonade of two hours and twenty minutes that they 
fairly turned their backs.”

September 8th—Did a long round again, we ought 
to have horses or even 2 mule. Drew.the hills when 
we saw the panthers yesterday. I wason the left, under 
the rockey hill. I thought the lions would most like- 
ly break for it. I saw one of the Midgans under a 
bush, with an arrow on is bow, thanks to pretty 
sharp eyes I saw his arrow move when about 100 
yards off, but could not make him out till within 
about 30 yards. I think the bush was rather too 
thick for him to shoot through. He was exactly the 
colour of the bush and if he had not moved to take 
out his arrow, most likely I might not have noticed 
him. I was looking about under the bushes certainly, 
butforlionsand panthers which are a different colour. 

I hardly ever carry my rifle loaded but was expct- 
ing panthers, as it was Husein who was about 200 

yards off came to see. what I had shot at. I told 
hin I had missed an oryx, as he looked surprised I 
told him it was a long running shot, but I thought 
if I had killed it I would leave it there as a bait for 
the panthers. | He told the other men this. On arise 
just over looking the Wadi we saw four men about 
twomilesoff. When they saw us they sat down in the 
grass; we went toa bush and did the same as Gaily 
said they. were most likely dacoits. I turned Ram 
Chunder loose to graze as_a bait but with the glass 
I saw them crawl to a bush and when they got to it, 
run off away from us, so whether they were dacoits 
and thought we were too many for them, or whether 
they took us for robbers I don’t know. 

ose people seem to prey on one another like wild 
animals. One hero who joined ns at the last camp as 
guide, wanted me to ride after them and take their 
clothes for him, as he had only one rag and he was 
sent by the Akhil as a good character! All day over 
most lovely pasturage covered with game. Yesterday 
and to-day must have seen 200 bustards and many 
guineafowl-quite tame like all the game here. Any 
amount of hares and quail it would almost pay 
anyone fond of small game shooting to come here for 
it alone. Getting down to the Wadi we found some 
water and I led Ram Chunder in to drink, a water 
rail crept out from between me and the pony and 
only moved off a yard or so. Many sand-pipers like 
those that come to the jheels in India before the 
snipe, in the Wadi. Found a place where some ani- 
mal had slept. . Husein said a lion, I thoughta pig. 

However we sent Mahomed back for the lame 

ny and tied him up near as a bait. Many small 

ight blue pansies about algo pink daisies. Shot an 
owel near zereba as a change from oryx and hearte- 
beast. They are pretty little chaps not quite so big 
as Indian Black buck, with oecaly curved horns. 
Got home as usual, wet through. On getting to 
ihe water to-day, I told Husein that when we came 
to the bush for the lion to-morrow, we would bring a 
water camel and fill the hans He said “yes,” and 
he and Gaily and the new man at once proceeded to 
strip and bathe in it. They always seem to bathe in 
the water holes they drink from. As they did I 
thought I might as well too, but such water does not 
clean one much-No strangers have teen here to-day 


Iam glad to say. Coming back one of the men 
sighted an animal I can’t quite make out, I -did not 
see it as it made off in the long grass. They say he 
is “like a panther only smaller, lives in holes, israther 
fierce and has (as I understand from them) some sort 
of strip on his sides.” Itisa real treat to see old 
Gaily enjoy his tea and pipe when he comes in. 

He is an awfully nice old chap—His prayers (for 
lions) last night were no good, so he has turned in 
my tent to-night without saying any. 

September 9th—Marched to Jig-giga over beauti- 
ful country large herds of heartebeasts everywhere. 

Shot one within 300 yards of zereba. My men 
grumbled at to-day’s heartebeasts as not being fat 
enough! The rascals never got meat at home. 

Husein with very bad fever and rode the pony 
which I did not bargin for. Large Kafila passed us 
this evening going into Abyssinia Camped just off 
a well worn track, Kafila route from Berbera via 
Hargaisa to Abyssinia and the Gallias country. 

Young Hash makes my tea in the canteen by boil- 
ing the water, putting in an uncertain quantity of tea 
and then bringing it to me considering it made. 

It is the Australian dodge, but he says they always 
do it so on board the slave dhows. i 

No white man has been here they say except 
Swayne who was hurt by a lion. 

September 10th—Night peaceful except for the 
Gace who knocked my tent down and hubbled and 
grunted all night. Two men came in from the Ab- 
yssinians. They said one white man bad come here 
before, and before he came he senta letter asking 
permission, and wanted to know why I had not done 
so, and what my intentions were because if I wanted 
to fight them they bad four hundred men (which I 
think is alie) and were ready. I told them 1 did mat 
want to fight, that Englishmen never picked quarrels 
that I was after lions and if they would help me I 
would reward them. They were very civil and sent 
out their horsemen at once. 

About 11 a.m. a man came in to say he had two 
lions marked down, so Husein and I went off with 
him Husein on his horse and I on my pony and the 
man on the lame pony. Went about 12 miles and 
saw three lions an a bare plain no grass, and four or 
five horsemen all round them shouting keeping them 
on the move. They are the only real cowards I have 
met about here. They were afraid to go within 300 to 
400 yards of the lions and kept shouting to keep their 
spirits up I suppose. Husein and I could not get 
near them on fvot, they kept walking about the same 

ace as we did, and no wonder from the row the 
ieronien were making. At last I tried a long shot 
at the biggest lion and the shot told, making him limp 
and we followed him then about. 5 miles and they all 
sat down in long grass. Husein said it would be 
rather dangerous work now, and I knew it very well, 
and had had a sort of presentiment all day that we 
should come to grief. The horsemen (a long way off) 
po toa place in the grass and went on. At 
last we saw the wounded lion to our right and the 
other lion with the lione s behind him, stalking us. 

Husein said, “I expect the big one is done for, fire 
at the others or they will be on us.” so I fired but 
the rifle missed fire, and they both got up and walked 
across our front, when/Husein opened fire (though I 
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had cautioned him again about it) and I thought I 
heard the. bullet tellso I gave him my other barrel 
but missed. Then the big black maned fellow 
got up and came for us strai, fit. I had time to put 
in one cartridge and gave it himat about 15 yards (in 
the shoulder) but it had no more effect on him than 
it would have had on a train. He came within a 
yard of me and I thought of hitting him with the 
rifle clubbed but thought it would not hurt him and 
he sure to break the stock, so I kept it at the “ready 
position” and as he was almost on me he swerved a 
trifle, and I wonder now, why I did it but I swun; 
the rifle round and-gave him a poke in the neck 
saw then that Husein was running away, poor chap, 
le only got about 20 yards when the lion caught him 
and then I saw what I hope I shall never see again, 
a lion tearing a man. _ It could not have taken long, 
for as soon as I had shut up the rifle after loading 
both barrels, he came from Husein, at me again. 

The first barrel hit him above the eye at about 15 
yards, and checked him, and I ran to one. side and 
gave him the other in the shoulder and he fell over. 

Then I saw Husein was very badly hurt, lying in 
a pool of blood. The horsemen had ridden off nearly 
out of sight and the other lion and lioness were stalk- 
ing up about 70 yards off. I confess 1 thought my 
time had come as I only had one more cartridge, the 
others being with one of the horsemen and Husein 
rifle was full of mud from his throwing it down or 
having it knocked out of his hand muzzle down, 

1 did not dare fire at the other two lions as they 
were creeping up closer and closer, so I gave in 
and got out my matches and lit the grass, luckily 

: there was a wind from me to them and they soon 
departed and 1 was able to attend to Husein. He 
had a bad scratch onthe face from temple to chin 
and his nose was split. I turned him over and found 
he had two very bad wounds in his back and was los- 
ing much blood. His lungs were visible through the 
wounds. _He said be was going to die, but I dont 
think he will | When I saw the lion at work on him 
I never expected to see him move again. We had a 
camel following us. so made a bed of: grass and put 
him on it, poor fellow. it must have caused him great 
eg He saved my life I know by running away, if 
he had kept still bebin 1 me he would been able to kill 
the lion on me, insteal of my coing so onhim, The 
first lion is not nearly as big as this last fellow. He 
is a truly magnificent brute, if he bad fallen foul of me 
to-day | should not be writing here now, Husein 
would probably have mised or only wounded him, and 
he would have done for both of us. It is an experience 
to have a chap like that come for you, I would not 
have taken 1000-1 about being alive in 10 seconds. 

It seems to me when they really mean, business they 
always keep their tails going and make a noise like’ a 
very deep-toned grunt eas 

The dead lion was stiff before the valiant horsemen 
turned up with my cartridges. 


5TH. BATTALION NOTES.

JACKAL HUNT.

MARCHING IN THE FIRST BATTALION. 

WE PRINT A NOTICK FROM THE Inisn TIMES oF 
Frarvary 19TH. WHICH WILL 1 THREST OUR READ- 
ERS. THE AKMY. 


The Ist. Battalion Royal Muns‘er Fusiliers (101st 
Foot). which has distinguished itself by winning the 
Queen's Cup, its team of eight making the highest 
shcoring score in thy army has avain come to the front 
as the best marching regiment in the service. The 
Battalion has just completed its consecutive davs’ 


‘route marching at the Curragh, and has broken the | 


‘record. Ten officers and 616 rank and file took part 
in the march which promised to be an historie one, 
‘and the distance covered was as follows:— — Virst day 
24} miles; second day, 264 miles; thirdday, 253 miles; 
‘fourth day, 28} miles; fifth day, 244 miles; sixth day, 
27 miles—total, 156} miles, or an average per diem 
‘of 26 miles. This was done in marching order, and 
not a single man fell sick during the whole week. 

“As far as I know this beats anything I have heard of 
‘in the United Kingdom, The men returned each 
evening after their long tramp s'nging popular ditties 


and stepping out as if they only just started. It is not 
surprising, therefore, to learn that the whole camp 
daily turned out to cheer them as they neared their 
lines, and that on the last day of the march Major- 
General Lord Ralph Drury Kerr, c. B., and his As-’ 
sistant Adjutant-General, Colonel Talbot Cook, rode 
out to mect the Kerry boys, accompanying them to 
their quarters. The success that has attended the six 
continuous days marching of the Munsters must } be 
attributed the three principal causes;— Ist, the nat- 
urally good physique of the men; 2nd the thorough 
and careful training they had received; 3rd the strong 
espirit de corps existing in the Battalion. Colonel 
Jobnston, the popular commanding officer, who has 
stucied well the physical powers of his men, maintains 
that they are all the better for their six day's march, 
and seeing that he walked every yard of the 156} 
miles with his men his opinion is of more weight than 
tbat of colonels who ride whilst the rank and file 
march. During the present route marching season the 
old 101st Foot covered over 317 miles— and Colonel 
Johnston did that long tramp on foot— an example 
that other colonels would do well to follow, A  bat- 
talion that can shoot like the Ist Royal Munster and 
march as they are able to do entitles them to the first 
place in the First Army Corps—a place, I take it, 
that the Commander-in-Chief would, in case of war; 
readily assign them.

The “ Kervy Sentinel” 18th January 1896 gives 
the following account of Tralee Theatricals:— 


On Tuesday and Wednesday evenings the Garrison 
Amateur Theatrical Company gave a performance, 
under the patronage of Uolonel Barnard and the offi- 
cers of the Garrison, in aid of the Tralee Coal Fund. 

“ Harold Hawk” (Quartermaster Sergeant W. 
Miller, ra F.), ‘is in love with Jessie Grey, the village 
rose (Mrs. A. C. Kelly), who lives with her aunt 
(Mrs. W. Miller) at the Wheatsheaf Inn. Jessie is 
in love with and.engaged to marry a young cavalry 
soldier, Leonard Lincoln (Sergeant A.C. Kelly c.r.) 
whom Harold Hawk hates for gaining Jessie's love. 
As far as I could gather from the plot, Jessie had 
been at some time not indifferent to Harold, until he 
turned out a hopeless drunkard.end poacher. Still he 
remained hanging about the Inn,:and Jessie would 
have nothing to do with him. He is joined at the 
Inn by two ponchers and house breakers (Orderly 
Room Sergeant S. Watts r.a.F. and Colour-Sergeant 
R. Ball cz.) Joe Lobkins, a Lancashire boy witha 
giant’s heart (Lieutenant J. Ewan Martin, 9thk.R Rc ) 
who is a servant to Mrs. Grey at the Inn, arrive with 
news for Jessie that her lover, Leonard, has procured 
his discharge from his regiment, and is coming bome 
to marry her. He hasalso a letter, but it takes him 
so long to deliver the letter and give the news that 
Beckey, the maid of all work (Miss Maude Jacobs) 
has to threaten and call him to order several times. 
This has the desired effect, for Joe is very much in 
love with Beckey. Jdeasie, for some reason or another, 
starts at nightfall to walk across the fields to the vil- 
Jage. Harold Hawk, who has been banging about, 
sees her start and follows her. Before he comes up 
she overhears the poachers plotting to break into the 
parsonage, and she is discovered by them, when they 
threaten to shoot her. She promises not to betray 
them, and they let her go, when she is overtaken b 
Harrold Hawk. who renews his suit and: is rejected. 
Then he lays bold of her; she screams, and Leonard, 
who has arrived sooner than expected, and is on his 
way to the Inn. jumps over the hedge, and knocks 

Harold down. Harold Liows his whistle for the 
poachers, and all three attack Leonard and Jessie. but 
Joe arrives on the scene just intime and the poachers 
and Harold are disarmed Leonard, Jessie und ‘Joe 
return to the Inn and form a family party. Harold 
and the poachers decide to rob the Inn in revenge. 
and Harold is shot by Jessie, who as stayed up after 
the rest had retired. when he attempted to enter by 
the window. Harold who was not fatally injured. is 
tried and sent a convict to Australia, Jessie marries 
Leonard, and Joe marries Keckey, and they all emi- 
grate to Australia Joe and Beckey still remaining 
in the service of Leonard and Jessie. Leonard, Joe 
‘ avd Beckey are all yone to market with the farm pro- 
duce, and Jessie is lett alone, when a desperate look- 
ing convict, wro hax escaped, knocks at the door, and 
he turns out to be Harold Hawk, who at once recog- 
nises Jessie. He demands food, drink and money, 
all of which he gets. Not satisfied he wants Jessie to 
fly with him. She refuses and tries to escape. He

venged on her husband he isabout to stab her; she 
screams for mercy, when her husband, Joeand Beckey 
and two Cape Mounted Police, who have been on 
Harold's track arrive, and the police shoot Harold 
dead. Mrs. Kelly (Jessie) did her part remarkably 
well. Mrs. Miller also did and spoke her part in this 
piece very well, and Beckey (Miss Jacobs) who won 
the true and giant heart of Joe did her part ina style 
which gained for her unstinted applause. Lieutenant 
Martin as Joe, was a great success, and I think every 
one will admit to him is due the success of the piece. 
He really did the simple vokel splendidly, the facial 
expressions and gestures being extremely good. 
Quartermaster Sergeant W. Miller did Harold Hawk 
in the most tragic style imaginable, and made our 
blood creep, as was right and proper in doing a_part 
of this kind. Sergeant A. C. Kelly, as Leonard, did 
very well also. Sergeants Watts and Bull, as the 
poachers, made up and did their parts well, and, at 
the conclusion the curtain went down amidst loud ap- 
plause, set off by Colonel Barnard and party and 
officers present. 


The curtain next went up, and “ The Happy Man” 
was put on the boards. The part of the happy man 
was taken by Colour-Sergeant P. Cronin abe threw 
heaps of humour into the part, to say nothing of bis 
two songs, in the rendering of which he proved him- 
self the “broth of a boy.” Mrs. Miller as Princess 
Ko Kette got a better chance of displaying her dra- 
matic ability than in Harold Hawk. She displayed 
her talent to advantage in this piece.

PrettiSing (Miss Jacobs) bad very 
little to do in this part only to look nice, which she 
did in her Turkish dress. The others who took part 
in the piece were Sergeant A. C. Kelly, Sergeant E.

Iam sorry to say Ido not 
know the gentleman who fills the position I am writ- 
ing to but perhaps wher. you receive this you will know 
me or if not I am sure there are a few Officers or 
Sergeants or Drummers who will know me well 
enough. I have been in this situation fur close on 5 
years and I like it very well, it isa gocd job, 1 am 
what they call a jam boiler that is I make all the jam 
that is manufactured here, of courze itis a large placa 
employing about 5, 000 hands at different trades such 
as cabinct-making, shoemaking, tailoring and tobacco 
manutacturing, besides other smaller industries but 
all under the nbove firm. I thought it very stran.e 
at first when I left the old regiment, but after heing 
go long in India | did not care for soldiering at home 
so I took my discharge and since then I am married 
and have one child 2 years old. If you get this letter 
yon could not do mea greater fi-vour than letting any- 
one in the regiment that knows me that I was asking 
for them all. L was going to write to the Sergeant- 
Major, but as I did not know his name I thought it 
would be safe to write to you. It was Sergeant-Major 
Rteptoe when [ lefr. I would mention a few names 
butas I amafraid they might not bethere I will ab- 
stain this time from it and if you will not take any 
«ffence from one who served with the regiment in 
Burms and elsewhere and who is still as enthusiustic as 
ever (for I must say [am Signal [u-tractor ina Vol- 
unteer Regiment here) you will do me a great favour 
Ly answering this scribble and if I am not asking too 
much to send me (Bengal Tiger) regimental paper. 
I will close with wishing the,Regiment every success

Tue Royac Munster Fusiviers AND THEIR 
WorK IN INpDIA. 


(Continued ) 


The historian then stztes that the Nawab’s 
Army pushed forward and plundered and laid 
waste the country, “while the Company's 
troops in regulay order of their ranks most justly 
observed-—we have the honour of the day and 


these banditti the profit.” Colonel Champion 
had passed all his servicein the Bengal Europ- 
eans and had been Adjutant. The battle of 
Kutra took place on 23rd April 1774. 

The next occasion was the war with Raja 
Cheyte Sing of Benares. This Raja had al- 
ways paid regular tribute to the Company, but’ 
Warren Hastings made higher and higher de- 
mands upon him, finally proceeding to Benares 
himeelf and arresting the Raja. The Rajaes- 
caped and trouble followed. An officerof the 
Governor General’s Body Guard made an un 
wise attack on the Raja’s men. He followed 
them into crowded streets, got set upon the 
mob, and was himself killea with many of his 
men. : 

“This event” says Macaulay,” produced the 
effect which has never failed to followany check 
however slight sustained in India by the Eng- 
lish arms. For hundreds of miles round the 
whole country was in commotion. The entire 
population of the district of Benares took arms 
The fields wereatandondby the husbandmen 
who thronged to defend their Prince. The 
infection spread to Oudh. The oppressed 
people of that province rose up against the 
Nawab of Bengal, refused topay their imposts 
and put the revenue cfficers to flight. The 
hopes of Chete Sing began to rise. Instead 
of imploring mercy in the humble style of a 
vassal, he began to talk the language of a con- 
queror, and threatened, it waseaid, to sweep 
the white usurpers out of the land. But the 
English troops were now aesembling fast. 
The officers, and even the private men, regard- 
ed the Governor (seneral with enthusiastic at- 
tachment, and flew to his aid with an alacity 
which as he boasted, had never been,shown on 
any other occasions Major Popham a brave 
and skilful soldier. who had highly distinguish- 
ed himself in the Mahratta war, and in whom 
the Governor General reposed the greatest con- 
filence, took the command, The tumultory 
arnyotthe Rajawispu‘torout. His fortresses 
were stormed. Inafew houra above thirty 
thousand men left his standard returning to 
their ordinary avccations. The unhappy 
Prince fled from his country forever. Oneof 
Lis relations indeed was appointed Raja; out 
the Rajah of Benares was henceforth to Ue, 
like the Nawab of Bengal, a mere fensioner.” 
We may here notice that a chief reason fortbe 
enthusiasm of the Bengal Europeans for War- 
ren Hastings was tbat he had served in their 
ranks at, the battle cf Plassey. The rioting 
in the Benares district occured in 1731. 
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While these events were occuring in Bengal 
another battalion [battalions and companies 
seem to ‘spring up spontaneous’’ in these 
wars like public buildings at Eden] was fight- 
ing in Madras. 

In the native kingdom of Mysore the Prime 
Minister, Haidar Ali, was Reja in everything 
except the name. He had defied the British 
and beaten them more than once, even getting 
the better of Sir Hector Munro, the victor of 
Buxar. In September 1780 ‘2 Companies 
of European Artillery, with 3 Battalions of. 
Lascars and 4 field piecés,’ accompanied by 
the 2nd Battalion Bengal European Regiment, 
were sent to Madras by sea. 16 guns, 6 bat- 
talions of Sepoys, and the corps of ‘“ Foreign 
Rangers ” were set out by land to the same 
place. Haidar Ali had 80, 000 men, the three 
arms, Cavalry, Infantry and Artillery, being 
all good, and many French troops were in his 
service. 

To show thedeterminedand arbitrary char- 
acter of Warren Hastings, we may mention 
that he appointed General Sir Eyre Coote to 
the independent command of all military oper- 
ations, and to avoid any misunderstanding 
suspended the Governor of Madras. 

General Coote, on his arrival, found the 
Presidency of Madras in such an exhausted 
-condition that he could not march against the 
enemy till January 1781. Having taken two 
important places he then destroyed the French 
‘stores at Pondicherry. Various movements 
.of the rival armies, in which Haidar Ali quite 
held his own, bring us to the battle of Porto 
Novo on the Ist July 1784. : 

Haidar Ali appears to have collected for his 
own battle about 170, 000.men, including 47 
guns, 50, 000 Cavalry and: 400 Frenchmen. 
The British force included 55 guns, .2, 070 
Europeans, and 6, 400 Sepoys. 

Porto Novo is on the,sea shore. 
ish fleet-under Admiral. Hughes lay close by 
and the baggage was placed on the beach un- 
der the guns of the ships. General Coute 
there moved out in two lines to attack Haidar 
Ali.’ The first line attacked along the front, 

the second moved round under cover of rome 
sand hills to attack the enemy’s left flank. 
_ Artillery fire continued till 10a.m. The first 
line appesrs to have fired at comparatively 
long ranges for those days from 10tomid-day. 
Then the front und flank attacks were both 
pushed home at tho same time. Haidar Ali 
at once changed front to beat back the flank 
attack but the Britis charge could not be 
stopped and his army had to retreat. Our

loss was 587 killed and wounded. Haidar Ali 
lost at least 10,000 men. The words used by 
Sir Eyre Coote in his dispatch are very re- 
markable. He says, “every individual of this 
little army seemed to feel the critical situation 
of our national concerns; our falling interests 
required uncommon exertions for their support 
and to the honour of this Army every nerve 
was exerted to the very extent of possibility.” 

The British now began to push over the 
country, relieving the beseiged towns. At 
several places there was severe fighting. For 
instance at Parambacum 600 Europeans were 
killed or wounded. At!Sholinghur, a moun- 
tain pass defended by 70‘guns was taken at 
the point of the bayonet,'the attacking force 
being itself attacked by cavalry both in front 
andrear. At the battle of Veracundalore the 
flank companies of the Bengal European Reg- 
iment under Captain Moore wheeled back to 
enable the flying Sepvys to pass to the rear, 
and after pouring ina voiley onthe enemy, 
who were dragging off a captured gun in tri- 
umph, rushed forward, recovered thegun, and 
drove the Myrorean horse and font back at the 
point of the bayonet with: great slaughter. 
“The following order was issued by General 
Coote.” “The brave and reasonable exertion 
of the company of the Bengal Grenadiers un- 
der the command of Captain Moore is worthy 
of the highest app'ause and should be held in 
remembrauce as a proof of the; meric of the 
Company in particular and honourable to the 


* Corps they belong to.” 


In March 1782, a force of 3,000 French 
soldiers landed at Pondicherry, but Haidar Ali 
was beaten again at Arnee the following June. 

Soon afterwards Sir Eyre Coote was obliged 
to give up command, owing to ill health, and 
died at Madras, General ~:uurt succeeding him. 
On the lst Ju'y news came that Teace was 


‘proclaimed between Eng'and and France, so 


that the French troops cease to eupport Haidar 
Ali. Haidar’s aon, the well known Tippoo 
Sehid, then concluded peace with the English 
torfeiting half his kingdcm and three million 
pounds.- 

On the return of the regiment to Bengal, it 
was visited at a place called Ghyretty by War- 
ren Hastings, who spoke feelingly of the 
‘small remains” returned from the war. He 
proclaimed in a General Order the same day 
that‘ to the aid rendered by the Bengal Troops 
the Company’s possessions and interests in 
Fort, St George owe their present existenee.”

The remains of the late Major John Lip- 
trott A.P.D., Paymaster at the Discharge 
Depét, Gosport, were interred on Wednes- 
day at High Cemetery, Southsea. Deceased 

{who was bornin April, 1847, was appcint- 
ed to the 104th Foot on January 11th 1867. 
He joined the Army Pay Department in 
September 1885. He wason epecial ser- 
vice in the Ashantee war of 1873--74, and 
was granted the medal; and for his services 
in the Zulu campaign of 1879 and the Bur- 
mese expedition of 1887--89 he wasin each 
instance awarded the medal with clasp. 

The funeral was conducted with full mili- 
tary honours. The first part of the cere- 
mony was carried out by the Rev. T. F. 
Falkner; Garrison Chaplain, at the Garrison 
Church, Portsmouth the cortége afterwards 
proceeding to the Cemetery for the comple- 
tion ofthe rites. The private mourners 
were Colonel and Mrs. Carr, Mr. Herbert 
Carr and the Rev. B. B. Liptrott (Stonehouse 
Plymouth). The deceased officer's old reg- 
iment (the Munster Fusiliers) was repre- 
sented by Colonels Stokes, Wcodward and 
Holbeche, and a number of officers from the 
ships in the Harbour and the various regi- 
ments in garrison alsoattended. The Army 
Pay Department was represented by Colonel 
Hughes (Chief Paymaster ), Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Jackson, Captains Pinhorne, Bird and 
Buckle. The pall was borne by Colonels 
8. H. Burge and O. M. Joheson, Majors H. 
J. Lane and BE. L. Herepath. The clerks 
of the Portsmouth branch of the Army Pay 

j Department were also present, the firing 
party being furnished by the Northumber- 
land Fusiliers, which also provided the band. 
The coffin was of plain unpolished oak, with 
brass handles, and a brass cro:s running 
the whole length of the lid.

THE MUNSTER FUSILIERS TO 
MONSIGNOR TYLEE. 


Dum-Dum, March 8th, 1896. 
To THE Very Rev. Mer. TYLEE. 


: We, the Cath- 
olic soldiers of this station, regret exceedingly 
that we did not present you with an address, 
before you departed from amongst us. Our 
excuse must be the very small amount of time 
at your disposal and our unwillingness to en- 
croach upon it. Nevertheless, it is the wish 
ot the entire R. C. congregation of Dum-Dum, 
made up as it is almost entirely of soldiers that 
a letter of thanks should be sent to you for the 
very great, but most effective labour perform- 
ed by you amongst the soldiers of the 2nd 
Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers, during the 
Mission. Everyone was delighted with your 
sermons; you had a number of Protestant fam- 
ilies amongst the attendance each evening, who 
were as pleased as ourselves. We all recogn- 
ised the great pains you took to make the 
Mission a success. Your journey from and to 
Calcutta every day in this warm weather; your 
preaching in the large but close gymnasium; 
your very Jong attendance in Chapel during 
the hearing of confessions; but above and be- 
yond all, the very great benefit which we de- 
rived from your very eloquent addresses leave 
us under a heavy debt of gratitude to you. 
Weknow that all your heavy work throughout 
the Mission was undertaken without any re- 
muneration whatever, and was done only for 
the love of God. The great number who went 
to Confession and received Holy Communion 
as a result of the Mission, was no doubt con- 
sidered by yourself a sufficient reward; but we 
trust that God reserves 8 greater reward in 
Heaven for you. The happy nights spent at 
the Mission brought back to our minds the 
days, many years ago, when in childhood we 
listened to the eloquence of the priests, in our 
native parishes of the Island of Saints; who 
admonished us wherever we went, no matter 
how Gistant or far the land we may roam, ever 
to be true to the faith of our fathers. Alas! 
for those days, when we travelled for miles to 
hear Mass on aSunday,and would feel ill at 
ease if perchance we missed it. Yet Very 
Rev. Father, though our travelling and so- 
journing in tropical climates, and asssociation 
with different races and creeds may havedamp- 


ed the ardour of our faith; still the fire of 
Catholicity burns within our hearts, 
and that fire, feeble, faint and smouldering, as 
it may be at times, will never extinguish 
Awfully neglectful of our duties as we are, be 
the causes what they may, still we would one 
and allofus die for the faith, and please 
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God we shall one day reach the shores of our 
native land, after our years of exile in a far off 
distant country, it will be we hope to live in 
peace, practising the rites of our holy religion, 
until that aa shall come when we shall be 
gathered to our fathers, to enjoy let us hope, 
along with yourself, the Kingdom of our Hea- 
venly Father. In conclusion, very Rev. Mo- 
nsignor, we pray that God may enable you to 
continue in the good work you have so well 
takenin hand, for very many years to come; 
that your Mission at every stationin India may 
be as productive of good fruit as it has been 
here; that the pleasure and -happiness which 
you derived from your holy work at Dum-Dum 
may be increased; and that you may enjoy a 
long life of peace and prosperity here below, 
and a crown of glory hereafter.

THE MARCH OF THE MUNSTERS, 


156 Miles in Six Days! 


Only recently the 1st Battalion Royal Mun- 
ster Fusiliers succeeded in capturing the 
Queen’s Cup for ritleshooting. We next hear 
ot the Battalion as champion marchers. Head- 
ed by their popular commanding officer, Col- 
onel D. G. Johnston, the men of the old 101st 
Foot marched 156} miles in six days, an 
average of 26 miles a day. The distances for 
each day in succession were 24}, 264, 253, 
284, 24, and 27 miles respectively it being 
worthy of note that the last day’s mileage was 
thesecond highest. Aninteresting test was made 
as to theeffect of the marching in men’s weight. 
Before starting 47 men were picked indiscri- 
minately and weighed, and were also weighed 
when the march was accomplished. The re-

march, the number being also under the ordin- 
aryaveragewhenincamp: Ofthe615rankand 
file and 10 officers the number of 564 comple- 
ted the distance. The rest were composed of 
boys under 16 and recruits of less then 3 
month’s training, who made the excellent 
record of 98 miles, which for boys was amazing. 
Each evening the battalion returned looking 
very fresh, and beguiling the time by singing 
popular songs. On the last day of the march 
@ great compliment was paid Colonel Johnston 
and his men by Major-General Lord Ralph 
Drury Kerr, C. B., and his Assistant Adjutant- 
General Colonel Talbot Coke, who rode out to 
meet the hardy sons of Munster, and.accomp- 
anied them back to their quarters. Nor was 
this the only recognition their remarkable feat 
drew forth, for on each evening the entire camp 
turned out and lustily cheered the battalion as 
they neared their lines. The Munsters; are 
men of very good physique, {and to that, add- 
ed to the careful training they receive, must be 
attributed the success they have achieved in 
marching. Colonel Johnston walked every 
yard of the distance himself, and he considers 
this has a good effect on his men who, he 
contends, are all the better for their six days’ 
tramp. During the presentiroute marching 
season the battalionhas covered a distance 
of 817 miles.

Tae Royat Munster Fusinrers AND 
Tae Work in Inna. 


The Nawab of Oudh had conquered the 
Rohillas by aid of the British troops and had 
Pepe hie power over them without much diffi- 

ulty for twenty years, when disturbances 
broke out again. A force, including the 
Bengal Europeans, had to be sent to his help, 
and the Armies met at Bitowra (or “Badara” 
as it is spelt on the Colours), close to Kutra, 
where the great victory had taken place on 
St. George’s day 1774. 

The Rohillas had 25,000 men, our forces 
were 10,090 strong. The Rohillas overlapped 
both flanks of our Army, especially pressing 
onourright, where the Bengal Europeans were 
placed. It so happened that the Robilla 
cavalry was unusually strong and drove in the 
cavalry on our right, forcing them through 
two Sepoy regiments on to the Bengal Europ- 
eans. The bulkof the Robhilla force followed 
up their Cavalry on foot, charging home with 
spears and tulwars. The regiment stood 
firm and at last the enemy gave way. In 
1796 the Bengal Europeans were quartered at 
Cawnpore and in 1803 were again engaged on 
active service, this time against Scindia ruler 
of Gualior, who was strongly supported by the 
French, and held great possessions in northern 
and central India. Southwards he struck out 
towards Bombay, eastwards towards Delhi. 
In both districts of the seat of War, the pract- 
ical command was by French officers, with 
good French troopsin their ranks. Scindia 
was successful in entering Delhi and in im- 
prisoning the Emperor Shah Alum. 

General Lake, who commanded the forces 
starting from been took Alligarh on the 
4th September and Delhi on the 11th., releas- 
ing the Emperor. Agra was taken, with 176 
guns, on the 18th. October, and the last bat- 
tle of the war was at Lawswari, on November 
1st. The French battalions made a good 
resistance and were almost destroyed. On the 
Ath. February 1804 Gualior surrendered. 

We may notice here, though it is not part of 
the history of the regiment, that just at this 
time the English arms onthe Bombay side were 
commanded by General Wellesley, afterwards 
Duke of Wellington. Just as Waterloo 
was 8 decisive event in the history of 
Europe, so General Wellesley’s victory at 
Assaye (23rd September 1803) was a decis- 
ive battle in the history of India. 

The French power in India was bro- 
ken, and henceforward, the ruling power 
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in India is the British and the struggle be- 
tween Mahrattas, Moguls and Pathane are of 
no importance at all. They are all dwarfed 
by the British power. 

But though Scindia of Gwalior was now 
reduced to obscurity, his great rival Holkar 
of Guzerat, was still powerful and inclined to 
be objectionavle. He had been pleased at the 
defeat of Scindia, but that defeat left him the 
most powerful Raja of the Mahrattas and 
he openly boasted that he would fight the 
English power. 

In October 1804 a small force, including 
the Bengal Europeans, was sent against Dei, 
a strong fortress defended ty Holkar’s army. 
Holkar’s troops, drawn up between our army 
and the first, had a morass on each side of 
them and a fortified village in the front. The 
village was taken by a charge, the Bengal 
Europeans and the 76th Regiment (now the 
2nd. Battalion West Riding Regiment) teading 
the charge. The enemy were driven back on 
the Fort. The Bengal Europeans lost on 
that day, the 13th November 1804, 4 officers 
and many men. The fort of Deig was taken 
by storm on the 28th November. We now 
come to the fortress of Bhurtpore, a name 
well known in the history of the Kegiment. 
The Raja of Bhurtpore had shown himeelf the 
friend of Holkar, and now that Scindia and 
Holkar were both conquered, he was the last 
champion of Mahratta power, and the resist- 
ance of Bhurtpore was the finest effort of the 
Mabhrattas to retain their power in India. 

In January 1805, two attempts were made 
to take Bhurtpure by assault, but in spite of 
great bravery the troops were not successful. 
Work on the trenches went on all through 
January and until 20th. February when a 
third. assault was made. It was during thie 
time that the men of the regiment, working 
day and night in the trenches, received the 
name of “Dirty Shirts” from General Lake. 
And the name has stuck to the regiment since 
and is remembered with pride as a relic of the 
fierce struggle round Bhurtpore. The attack 
of the 20th. was again a failure. The next 
day volunteers were called for an assault 
ordered at four o’clock the same afternoon. 

The whole day the guns fired on the fortifi- 
cation but the enemy resisted this attack also, 
as he had resisted the three previous ones, and 

eace was soon after concluded. On the 21st 
ebruary 1808, exactly three years after the 
fourth assaulton Bhurtpore, General Lord 
Lake. died. The anniversary of his death 
was solemnly observed in the regiment, for 
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many years. The Government allowed Bhurt- 
pore to continue unmolested till the year 
1825. In that year however the authority 
of the Government Agent was set aside and 
a usurper named Durjan Sal was made Raja. 
The Government were unable to agree to 
this proceeding, and a force was sent against 
Bhurtpore, Lord Combermere was in charge 
of 20,000 men and a hundred guns. The 
Bengal Europeans formed part of this force. 
They had still serving with them some of the 
officers and men who had taken part in the 
unsuccesstu! assault on Bhurtpore, andall were 
eager to aseault the town for the fifth time. 
It being necessary to make a forced march 
to join the main body, the regiment marched 
65 miles in 18 hours, on the 6th. and 7th. Jan- 
uary. It appears they marched 14 miles be- 
fore breakfast on the 6th., then another 15 miles, 
and started again at 4pm. the same after- 
noon (now carrying 60 rounds per man) and 
finished the 65 miles by daylight onthe 7th 
These figures are worth studying. The 
three stages of the march were 14, 15, and 36 
miles and the whole thing was done in eigh- 
teen hours. Our own efforts on the Grand 
Trunk road seem very small beside this. It 
must be remembered that all ranks were anx- 
ious to be in time for the aesault on the city. 
Before dawn on the 7th. the men could hear 
the roar of the guns and see the flash of 
the shells, and perhaps with such a capture 
before it the Manan Fusiliers might do as 
well as the Bengal Europeans. This effort 
was magnificent but it was not war, for the 
regiment was given three days entire rest on 
arrival, and the assault diinot take place till 
the 18th. On that day the great bastion the 
Fatteh Bourj or tower of victory, was blown 
up by 10,000 pounds of gun powder. The 
tower was lifted bodily into the air and fell in 
a shower of dust and stones. So tremendous 
was the explosion that several of our advanc- 
ed party were killed and three of the officers 
wounded. The troops then pressed on the as- 
eault. Cavalry had been sent round so that 
the enemy were prevented from flooding the 
ditches of the fort, from the waters ofa big 
lake, as they had done before. Fourcom- 
panies of the Bengal Europeans headed the 
Tight attack, rushing through the ditch and 
through the main gate which was protected in 
vain by four guns. At the same time, the 
left attack succeeded in entering the tower and 
and at 4 p.m. the fortress of Bhurtpore sur- 
rendered unconditionally. It was afterwards 
levelled with the ground. Thus after five at- 


tempts spread over twenty one years the title 
of Khurtpore was added to our colours. 

The next service of the Bengal Europeans 
was In the first Afghan War of 1889. This 
war appears, in the light of the events, to have 
been a mistake. It was an endeavour to 
place on the throne of Kabul, a man called 
Shah Sujah, whom the Afghans did not want, 
by turning out Dost Mahomed whom they 
did want. Our columns were assisted by 
Sikhs from the Punjaub and some Afghans. 

The total forces were 22,000 men from 
India (Britich and Native), 11,000 Afghans, 
and 21,00u Sikhs, altogether 54,000 men. 

The Governor General, Lord Auckland, met 
the Sikh Maharaja Runjeet Singh at Feroze- 
pur, where the greater part of the Army was 
assemoled. Here an unlucky event happend. 
While} Rujeet Singh was looking at two high- 
ly finished guns, part of a present to oim from 
government, he stumbled and fel] flat on his 
face before them. He was not injured, but 
the Sikhs considered this accident a bad sign 
for the future. Afteratoilsome march the Ben- 
gal Column:reached Quetta without opposition 
on the 26th. march 1893, and set out for Kan- 
dahar on the 6th. April. An cfficer relates 
that “horses, already half starved for want of 
grain and good grasa, were throughvut the day 
panting in all the agonies of thirst, and in the 
evening a few drops of water could not be 
obtained, even to mix the medicines of the 
sick in our hospital.” Kandahar was reached 
on the 26th. April, the total march of the 
coloumn had been 1,005 miler, the troops had 
endured tortures from want of water, and had 
been on half rations for twenty eight days. On 
the 8th. May Shah Sujab was proclaimed 
Ameer of Afghanistan at Kandahar. 

On the 27th. June the Army started for 
Ghuznee where they arrived on the 21st. July 
having apparently been obliged to be conten- 
ted with half rations for three weeks more. 

This fortress was found to be much stronger 
than it was supposed to be. The heavy guns 
had been left at Kandahar, and there was not 
time to get them to the front. The only way 
was to blow up one of the gates, and enter 
with a rush. On the 23rd. of July this gate 
was blown in by 300 pounds of gun powder. 

It was still dark and the Afghans showed a 
very steady resistance, they were driven back 
wik heavy loss; and at daylight the British 
Flag was hoisted on the Citadel. The 
pressure onthe advance party was very great, 
for instance the light company of the Bengal 
Europeans had its rhree officers and thirty men

wounded in the first rush Serial ante Sak Marsan ages I the gate. 
It is curious in this action to see how many 
men were wounded, and how few killed. In 
the Bengal Europeans there were 9 officers, 
including Colone] Orchard the Commanding 
Officer, and 51 men wounded, but only one 
man was killed. Haidar Khan, the Governor 
of Ghuznee, surrendered to Captain Taylor of 
the regiment. On the 30th July the Army 
started for Katul, which they reached on the 
7th August. The Army was now broken up, 
the Bengal Europes going to Jelalabad, and 
afterwards to India in November 1840. It 
was now entitled the 1st Bengal European 
Light Infantry. 

On the 27th June 1839 the great Maharaja 
Runjeet Singh died. His successor was of 
no account and his kingdom in the Punjaub 
became disorganised. Tedious and complicat- 
ed changes, of little interest to us, took place, 
until becoming afraid of the turbulence of their 
own Army, the advisers of the young Maharaja 
Dhuleep Singh decided to invade the British 
territory, andthe Sikh army advanced on 
the 13th December 1845. The Sikhs made 
a great entrenched Camp at Feruzeshuhur (so 
spelt on our Colours). Issuing from the 
camp they proceeded about 10 miles South- 
East and fought a. great battle at Moodkee 
with the British forces. The Sikhs were de- 
feated and returned to their Camp but our 
losses were very heavy. The Bengal Light 
Infantry arrived at Moodkee on the 12th 
December, the day after the battle. It was 
now determined to attack the Sikhs in their 
entrenched Camp. after a night march the 
attack was delivered at about four o’clock on 
the afternoon of the 2lst. This is the short- 
est day in the year and very little daylight 
remained. Nothing was known of the defen- 
ces and the strongest parts were assaulted, the 
Bengal Light Infantry in particular saffering 
much loss from the explosion of a mine. 
When night fell part of the trenches were in 
our possession and part inthatofthe Sikhs. At 
nightfall our army left the trenches and col- 
lected just outside them, but the Sikh guns, 
taking advantage of the starlight, kept up the 
firing from time to time, tillat last they had to 
be taken and spiked at two in the morning 
by the 80th Foot supported by the Bengal 
Light Infantry. At dawn the regiments were 
reformed and again charged the Sikhs trench- 
es capturing them without difficulty. At this 
moment a fresh Sikh force of 20,000 infantry 
5,000 cavalry and 70 guns arrived. The am- 
munition was now nearly exhausted and the 
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troops, not yet pereny formed up, were 
worn out with fatigue, hunger, and thirst. 

The Sikh cavalry came up to within 400 
yards of the English line, then their flanks being 
threatened, they retired as they came. The 
whole of the Sikh forcethen retreated. There 
isno doubt there had been quarrels among 
their leaders and the last re-inforcement made 
no serious effort to continue the struggle. 

In the next month, Jan 1846, the Sikhs 
again crossed the Sutlej and threatened the 
little station of Ludhiana. A force was de- 
tached under Sir Harry Smith at Aliwal. 
On the morning of the 29th a Royal. salute 
was fired by the Head Quarter Column in 
honour of the victory. The Sikh leaders, 
evidently toshow that: they knew of no reason 
for the English rejoicing, alro fired a salute 
and their bands, anticipating history by a few 
years, played “God eave the Queen.” The 
Sikbs were now in a strong position at Sobraon 
abou: 20 miles to the north of Ferozeshubur. 
An attack was made on their position on the 
10th February. The action began with an 
Artillery duel lasting two hours. The Ben- 
gal Horse Artillery came forward at full gal- 
lop, only halting when within three hundred 
yards of the Sikhs, and keeping up their fire 
till the infantry came up. The main attack 
on our side was on the centre and we went 
straight through their line at this point. 

The attack on the left failed, but the de- 
termination of the Bengal Light Infantry, lead- 
ing the centre attack, decided the day, by 11 
o'clock the Sikhs were drawn across the 
bridge over the Sutlej suffering heavy loss as 
they went. In the two battles of Ferozeshu-. 
hur and Sobraon the Bengal Light Infantry 
lost 9 officers killed and had 11 wounded out 
ofa total of 26, also 406 men killedand wound- 
ed out of 640. On the 23 of March the Bengal 
Light Infantry were inspected by Lord Gough 
who announced to them that in consideration 
of theirservices they were to be made a Fus- 
ilier Regiment with the title of 1st European 
Bengal Fusiliers. 

For two years the Sikhs remained quiet 
with a British Resident at Lahore, but they 
were not yet satisfied with fighting and still 
hoped to drive us from the Punjaub. 

When fighting began, England assumed the 
offensive. The great battles in the first Sikh 
war had all been alon; cs banks of the river 
Sutlej. Now Lord Gough pushed on to the 
Chenab river, further is Fike North-West. 

The Sikhs inflicted severe loss on General 
Gough’s force as it crossed the. Chenab, and 
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retreated towards the Jhelum River, the most 
north-westerly of the tributaries of the Indus 
The 2nd Bengal Fusiliers were with his force, 
the 1st battalion, having suffered so severely 
in the last war, were left at Cawnpore. The 
enemy were encamped near Chillianwallah, 
a few miles to the south of the Jhelum river. 
On the 13th January 1849, Lord Gough 
arrived near the enemy in the afternoon and 
at once engaged. The enemy having opened 
fire with artillery, the infantry were sent to 
take the guns at the point of the bayonet. 
The infantry pushed through thick woods and 
swamps for about a mile, then formed up and 
charged the enemy, taking some guns. 
Some of the Sikh troops then attacked the 
left of our line and the guns had to be given 
up again. The enemy now surrounded our 
forces on three sides. Continuing his move- 
ments he moved round to the rear. The 
Bengal Fusiliers, rear-rank in front made a 
dash at theenemy. The Sikhs made a des- 
perate resistance, using their tulwars and 
knives, After some severe fighting the Sikh 
line gave way; the Fasiliersrushed on, captur- 
ed two Sikh guns, and then turning to their 
front again, resumed their former position, a 
very remarkable exhibition of steadiness, dis- 
cipline, and courage. A general attack now 
followed and the Sikhs were driven back. 

* General Gough then retired to Chillianwallah, 
not keeping the position he had won, with a lois 
of 89 officers and 2,357 men killed and wound- 
ed. Multan was taken on the 2lst January 
and the army which had besieged it joined 
Lord Gough and the decisive battle of the war 
took place at Goozerat, a little to the east of 
Chillianwallah, on the 21st February. The 
Sikh army were a little in advance of the vil- 
lage of Goozerat with both flanks resting on 
shallow streams, and cavalry scouting beyond 
them. Lord Gough’s plans were to attack their 
left and centre, and then to bring up his own 
left against any part of their right wing which 
remained firm. The 2nd Bengal Fusiliers 
were in the centre attack, against the village 
of Barrakalra, the key of the enemy's position. 
The battalion marched up to within a short 
distance of the village, fired a volley and 
eharged, the left half battalion jumping over 
the mud walls, on to the roofs of houses, and 
into the streets, while the right passed round 
the silos and engaged the Sikhs in rear of it. 
The Sikh guns fired at the Fusiliers over the 
heads of their own men. Two Sikh Colours 
were taken here, but not till every man defend- 
ing them had been killed. The Sikhs were 


not able to resist the rush of the Fusiliers into 
the village but, finding how small was the 
force that had driven them out, they returned 
in greater numbers than before, and our horse 
artillery which had kept the enemy’s guns in 
check was obliged te retire, and the Sikhs pou- 
red showers of grape shot at the Fusiliers. 

A steady resistance was made and some of 
the Horse Artillery euepet up into line with 
the regiment. Under the heavy combined 
fire ofgrapeand musketry the Sikhs retreated, 
and their whole army was obliged to retire. 
The Fusiliers lost 6 officers and 136 men kill- 
ed and wounded at the victory of Goozerat. 

The Sikhs were now thorougly beaten and 
their army surrendered, laying down their 
arms and giving up forty one guns on the 
14th March 1849.

' “Tae ROYAL MUNSTER FUSILIERS AND THEIB 
WORK IN INDI. 


The next active service at which the Fusi- 
liers were present was the second Burmese 
‘War. For convenience of reference we may 
divide Burma into three parts; the hilly coun- 
try to the west and south, the rich central 
plains of the lower Irawady, and the less fer- 
tile country to the north. Like a huge boa- 
constrictor swallowing its prey, the Indian 
government took three gulps, so to speak to 
swallow up Burma. The first portion; the 
provinces of Assam on the Indian border, and 
Arakan and Tenasserim were annexed in 1826 
after the first Burma War. The second por- 
tion, the province of Pegu or lower Burma 
-was taken in the second War, as we are about 
torelate. Upper Burma, the last portion of 
the Burmese Empire, fell in the third War, as 
anany of us can tell from persona! recollection. 
The losses sustained by the Burmese in 1826 
had not seriously weakened them, and the 
presence of a foreign government in territory 
once claimed by themselves was naturally 
resented. The dislike to foreigners and the 
harsh treatment of English and American 


merchants drew to such a head, that the war 
began by the capture of Martaban, a coast 
town 100 miles east of Rangoon on the 5th April. 

The Ist Bengal Fusiliers arrived at Han- 
goon in November. On the 21st of the monch 
a force of rather more than 1,000 men with 
two guns was sent in four river steamers up 
the Sitaung river between Ri n and Mar- 
taban to Pegu. The steamers proceeded till 
the river became too shallow for them, and it 
was then necessary to walk through dense 
jungle. The troops arrived before the fort- 
ress, exhausted by the heat and the difficult 
country through which they had marched. 
General Godwin paraded the 300 Bengal Fuai- 
liers and the 300 Madras Fusiliers, after an 
hour’s rest, as a storming party. “Now,” 
said he, “ you are Bengalies and youaré Mad- 
rasies, see who are the best men.” The Fusi- 
liers cheered and took the city gate in one 
rush, the Burmese were forced back and. took 
refuge under the wall of the Pagoda above. By 
noon the town was taken with a loss of 3 
officers and 40 men killed and wounded. 

A small garrison was left in Pegu, who 
had great difficulty in repelling the Burmese, 
and the Bengal Fusiliers, who had returned to 
Rangoon, had toreturn to Pegu, which they 
vacated after clearing the country round of 
the enemy. On the 17th December, a for- 
ward movement was now made and on the 
18th January 1853, Shwe Gyne, about 120 
miles up the Sitaung river from Martaban, 
was reached across country and by river. A 
force was now sent up to the most important 
place on the Sitaung river, called Taunghu, 
including 200 of the Bengal Fusiliers. Tau- 
nghu was reached and the whole of southern 
Burma came into our bands. The remainder 
of the Fusiliers left Shwe Gyne, and assisted to 
keep op-n the road, by defeating the Burmese at 
Shwe Gyne, an important place near the river. 
Peace was proclaimed and the Fusiliers, after 
remaining in garrison in lower Burma during 
1853, returned to India the next year. 

They were not long to remain on peace ser- 
vice. The Sepoys who had fought side by side 
with our men against French aud Dutch, 
Mah ratta and Sikh, had hecome discontented 
and mutinous. It would be useless and ted- 
ious to go too deeply into the cause of their 
discontent. Briefly, two great causes were at 
work. The Mahomedans were disgusted with 
our half and half success in the Crimea; and 
the fall of Kars, defended by our General, had 
seemed to them a greater defeat to us, than the 
tardy capture of Sebastopol to the Russians.

A VOYAGE IN A TROOPSHIP. 


A cold damp morning in February, with 
the fog so thick that it is impossible to see 
across the barrack square, cannot be called a 
cheery moment for leaving Old England and 
transporting oneself to the great and glorious 
“Shiny.” However when the parade fell in 
everyone seemed in the best of spirits, 
regardless of the fog anddamp. After receiv- 
ing final orders, documents etc. we marched 
off to the cheering strains of “the Girl I left 
behind me,” varied by “Auld Lang Syne.” 

Once we had started, the clerk of the weat- 
her seemed to have marked us for his prey, as 
it became, if possible more depressing than 
ever. Having arrived at Portsmouth Station 
the troops were entrained en route for South- 
ampton, ten minutes or eo before starting 
being spent in saying the usual good-byes, 
and if the wishes for “Good"Luck ’ only come 
true, the troops who were leaving ought to be 
happy for the remainder of their lives. 

At last the ear-piercing whistle of the 
Guard is heard and we make our first move 
for “India’s Coral Strand” amidst the cheers 
of the assembled troops and the strains of 
“Auld Lang Syne.” On arrival at >outh- 
ampton the troops were marched to their 
messes, and in a very short time had made 
themselves perfectly at home in theirnew sur- 
ruondings, aud after embarking mure troop-, 
we started for Queenstown. On arrival in the 
Channel we found that a dense fog had settled 
down, so we were treated the whole of that 
night, and the next day to the lovely music of 
the fog-horn, an admirable invention but one 


. not conducive tosleep. We reached Queens- 


town a day behind time, when it became 
known that during the fog we were within a 
few yards of deing run down. We stayed at 
Queenstown four hours and then started for 
the rolling deep and—sea-rickness. As we 
steamed out of Cork Harbour, everyone was on 
deck admiring the beauties of the Harbour 
scenery and taking a last look at the shores of 
“Home,” and as we passed the barracks we 
were greeted with hearty cheers, which were 
answered again and again by our men. The 
next duy we were indeed on the bounding 
deep andeverybody began to develop that un- 
happy expression, which precedes sea-sickness, 
and to suddenly cultivate a desire to retire. 

Parade was at 10 a.m. and as sealegs had 
yet to keacquired, the'troops at-every lurch of 
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the ship were precipitated into each others 
arms andthe next moment as violently separat- 
ed, ascene, which despite the qualms of sea-sick- 
ness, was laughable in the extreme. Some 
three days afterwards everybody was on deck, 
anxious to get their first glimpse of Jand since 
leaving Queenstown. Nobody seemed partic- 
ularly impressed with the view and rightly so. 
For a more bleak and desolate stretch of land 
one could hardly wish to see. As it was the 
last pieceof land we should see for sometime 
we remained on deck and looked our fill at it. 
Within three days we were on the calm blue 
Mediterranean of the Puets and unfortunately 
met with the first thing to mar our hitherto 
pleasant and uneventful voyage. About 12 
o clock one day a native hoy rushed suddenly 
up from below on to the Quarter Deck, and ia 
tall view of all on deck jumped over board. 

The sentries on the lifebuoys at ance threw 
them over but although one fell within a few 
yards of him, he refused to take it and swam 
steadily away frgm it. The ship wus stopped 
and a boat was lowered, which, although it 
searched fur something over an hour returned 
to the ship without finding any trace of him. 
The general opinion on board was that it had 
been a case of determined suicide and it cer- 
vainly looked like it. Asby this time nearly all 
had become good sailors the usual entertain- 
ments were started. A concert tovk place in 
the after part of the ship and was attended by 
everybody on board. When one looked 
down op the sea of attentive faces lit up by 
the brilliant electric light and heard the re- 
train of some favourite tune sung by some 
thousand vuices one felt that, if it were pos- 
sible to have dances and concerts every night, 
life on board ship might be endurable 
after all. Songs with good choruses seemed 


‘ to be in demand and one called “Sweet Marie’. 


was apparently the greatest favourite. Both 
the words and the refrain of this song were 
very pretty, and the men never seemed tired 
of singing it. The concert was voted an un- 
qualified success and it was decided to have 
another at anearly date. The next night we 
had a dance on the Quarter Deck, the music 
being supplied by a piano, played ina very 
able manner by a Carnival in the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps. Weal! enjoyed the dance 
so much, that, regardless of the heat we had 
one about every other night until we reached 
Port Said. We arrived atPortSaid at 4a m., 
and immediately started that highly disagree- 
able but necessary work, coaling. Everyone 
as a matter of course went ashore, but a very 


short time indeed served to gratify their cu- 
riosity as regards the beauties of the famed 
Port Said. Five of us made up a party to see 
the sights. (n landing we hired a “Drago- 
man” to “‘show us round” and seated comfort- 
ably in a Victoria tor which we paid the large 
sum of sixpence each we proceeded to “see” 
Port Said. The first place we visited was the 
Mahommedan Mosque, which we were not al- 
lowed to enter until we had encased our feet in 
huge straw slippers. After driving through 
the Arab, Eyyptian and other quarters of ths 


‘town, we went to visit the famous E! Dorado, 


where the gambling takes place. Hereastring 
band played to an audience of about 5 persons 
and the man in charge kept exhorting them 
to “Make the game.” After we had each 
staked a small sum on the Red, and of course 
lost, as the beastly ball would insist on turn- 
ing up Black, the party decided that it was 
time to get back to the ship. Having parted 
with our faithful Dragoman and also some 
current coin of the Realm, we reached the 
ship loaded with cigarettes and absolutely 
certain that we would not like to be stationed 
at Port Said. 

We entered the Canal about 12 o’clock and 
were not at all charmed with its beauty. The 
next day we were in the Red Sea and under- 
went the first delights of being extremely hot 
and uncomfortable. Nevertheless the next 
night we held a fancy dress ball on the Quar- 
ter Deck. It was surprising how such a 
variety and number of costumes could becol- 
lected on board Ship. But when one tries to do 
80, it is wonderful what a fine costume can be 
made out ofa piece of bunting and odd scraps of 
cloth. Everyone dined in costume, and when 
all had arrived it formed a very pretty picture. 
The dance was a great success and at 11 p.m. 
supper was served in the Saloon, the passen- 
gers being the guests of the officers of the 
Ship. There was no excitement for the 
next few days except a Quoit Tournament, 
which was won by the Second, Officer with a. 
handicap of 18 out ofa 30 game. A week 
afterwards, on March 5th we anchored in 
Bombay Harbour. We had been twenty two 
days on the trip out, and, although at times it 
had been a trifle monotonous, still we were 
all ofopinion that webad had a very jolly trip, 
which-had been greatly due to the kindness of 
the officers of the Ship. And after parting 
with our friends of the voyage, and with many 
wishes for good luck, we scattered ourselves 
over the face of this delightful (?) land of Sun- 
shine. 
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DARJEELING NOTES, 


Dear Mr. Tiger 

Things are at last beginning tohum round up here. 
Last month we could find no news to tell you, but I 
dare say we can find a little this month, one way or 
the other. A fortnightly gymkhana takes place 
now at Lebong and the events are novel and various.

We regret tohearofthe death of Colour-Ser- 
geant W. Sheehan, which occurred at Ports- 
mouth on the 30th of April.

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SOME NOTES ON THE OLD 
UNIFORM OF 
THE BENGAL FUSILIERS.

The Uniforms worn at different times by the 
Bengal European Regiment and, later, by the 
Bengal Fusiliers are, for the most part, carefully 
descrited in the old General Orders of the 
Bengal Army, which may beseen in the Library 
of the India Office, but notwithstanding this, 
there has always been much doubt as to the 

ise style and nature of the “kit” sported 
betoce predecessors at different periods cf the 
Regiment's history. Most of the line regi- 
ments have in their possession old pictures or 
engravings, shewing their Uniforms at one 
time or another (our old friends the 87th 
Fusiliers being particularly well off in this 
respect) but as far as I can gather, we do not 
appear to have ever possessed any such pic- 
tures, and although I have searched in the 
India Office Library, in many other libraries, 
in print-shops in London and elsewhere I 
have never once come upon any pictures 
which represented our own uniform. A stan- 
dard work-Ackermann’s Indian Plates, pub- 
lished about 1840, to which I have been fre- 
quently referred, gives, Ishould think, draw- 
ings of every Indian kit of that period except 
our own. ‘Thedress, however, of the Honour- 
able East India Company’s troops was invari- 
ably the same as that worn by the Royal 
Army, the facings, of course being distinct. 
These were, in 1796—buff for the Ist Regi- 
ment, white for the 2nd, and yellow for the 
3rd, but in 1821 I find they were changed to 
“pompadour,” and again in 1825 to “sky 
blue.” From this cn there appears to have 
been little or no change until after the Sutlej 
War, when the lst European Light Infantry 
was first made the lst European Bengal Fusi- 
liers. In an order published Februsry 1846, 
by the Commander-in-Chief, Lord Gough, a 
special uniform was ordered to be worn in full 
dress by the Regiment and, thanks to the 
kindness of Colonel P. R. Innes, late of the 
Ist Royal Bengal Fusiliers, who allowed me 
to copy @ portrait of himself in this uniform 
and thanks also to the information he gave me 
when I “interviewed” him on the subject, I 
am enabled to give the readers of the “Tiger” 
aslight description of this unique dress which 
I trust will not prove uninteresting. The 
Shako was of dull grey felt, with a black 
patent leather peak, in front of which was a 


silver eight pointed Star containing a scrall, 
surmounted by a laurel wreath bearing the 
words “Bengal Fusiliers”. 1n the centre of the 
Scroll on a gilt ground, the figure “1” in 
silver. A large scarlet ball surmounted the 
whole, and the Shako was kept in its place 
with a massive gilt chain which passed under 
the chin. The Coatee was scarlet of course, 
and double breasted. The buttons were placed 
in twos, ten buttons beingin each row. The 
collar and cuffs were of dark blue velvet, the 
former being trimmed with a double row of 
twisted gold lace with large gold embroidered 
grenades. The cuffs were laced as high as 
the elbows with a very massive pattern of rose, 
thistle, and shamrock Jace in gold, the whole 
being so closely worked that hardly any of 
the scarlet or blue of the cuff could be seen 
beneath it. On the shoulders were the gold 
wings, composed of three metal chains over- 
lapping each other, edged with a fringe of ou!- 
lion, on the topof which were large gold bosees, 
bearing small grenades in silver. No badges 
of rank were worn. The tails of the coat 
reached to the bend of the knee, and were 
turned back with white cloth, the revers being 
held together with massive gold grenades, 
The pocket flaps at the back were embroidered 
in gold of the usual pattern. Acrimson silk 
sash went round the waist, and two cords of 
the same colour, knotted near the tassels, pase- 
ed from the front, round the rizht side, to 
the backof the eash. Over the right shoulder 
hung the white sword belt, with a cross-helt 
plate of brass, containing the same eight: point- 
ed star aa on the Shaku, a scroll above rhew- 
ing—“‘Plascey, Buxar, Guzerat, and Deig” and 
below —‘“‘Bhurtpore, Affghanistan, and Ghu- 
snee.” The design on the buttons was a gre- 
nade with 1, B. BE. R. onir, on a frosted 
ground, beneath which ran a scroll bearing tbe 
word “Fusiliers.” The coatee was worn 
either with over-alla uf dark “Oxford Mixture” 
with stripes of the rose, thistle, and sham- 
rock lace a3 on the cuffs, or, during the Sum- 
mer months, with white ducks. This uniform 
as may well be imagined was found to be so 
expensive that it was discontinued by the fol- 
lowing order published at Simla on the 27th 
September 1849— sy 
His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief (Sir Charles Napier) consider- 
ing it highly desirable that a plainer 
style of dress, than the very expen- 
sive uniform at present worn by the 
Officers of the 1st European Ben- 
gal Fusiliers. should henceforth be 
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adopted, is pleased, with the sanction 

of the Most Noble the Govenor Gen- 

eral of India, to authorise the grad- 

ual introduction into that corps of 

the uniform prescribed for Fusilier 
Regiments in Her Majesty’s Service. 

The lacing on the over-alls was therefore 
discontinued and a broad red stripe worn in its 
place, whilst the massive embroidery on the 
cuff had to give way to a plainer cuff of the 
ordinary pattern then in vogue, which was very 
much like what the Foot Guards wear at the 
present day. The lace however remained of 
the rose, thistle and shamrock pattern. The 
blue frock undress coat, worn with a sash at 
this period, was a very smart dress, as was also 
the white parade uniform. Our kit during 
the Mutiny needs no comment, for although 
not quite so smart as the one I have just en- 
deavoured to describe, it has carried us much 
further on the road to fume, and brought us 
with a great reputation as “ Dirty-shirts,” into 
the Queen’s Army in 1861. Sincethen there has 
veen no striking changeinthe uniform, which 
has been always more or less the same as other 
Fusilier Regiments in Her Mojesty’s Army.

An old silver tea-service from Mr. Ingham 
Whitaker. A_splended bracelet of single diamonds, 
and a set of old silver desert spoons from Mr. and 
Mrs. A. Whitaker. A diamond pendant from Miss 
Blaikie. Two emu oggs mounted in geld, from Col- 
onel Kilgour. An umbrella mounted in gold and 
tortoiseshell from the Earl of Ava. A lovely neck- 
lace encrusted with pearls from Colonel Carruthers. 
A Rose du Barri tea-service, mounted in filagaee sil- 
ver, from Mr. and Mrs. Agnew. As there were be- 
ween 400 and 500 presents, it is impossible to give a 
detailed list. 

The pretty bride’s maids distributed small “button- 
hole” bouquets among the guests, and just before she 
retired to chunge her dress, the bride pulled to pieces 
her own exquisite bouquet, which consisted of orange 
flowers, orchids. and lilies of the valley, and kindly 
distributed the blossoms among her particular friends, 
who were delighted with these souvenirs of a brilli- 
ant wedding. 

The bride’s “going away” dress was in silver-gray 
poplin, with a fichu in grey chiffon, hand-embroider- 
ed with pink roses. A most becoming French hat, 
composed of pink rose-buds and neapolitan violets, 
completed the costume, making the last glimpse atthe 
bride a picture to be long remembered.

Pioneer. 
“B” COMPANY AND THE DISTURBANCE ' 
AT TITTAGHUR. 


[From notes by our special Correspondent with 
“the teld Foree”} 


For some time past there has been bad blood be- 
tween the Hindu and’ Mohamedan employés on both 
sides of the tiver, ih the vicioity, of Barrackpore and 
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Serampur. This feeling assumed a threatening aspect 
-around Serampur (opposite Barrack pore) two days be- 
fore the Bukr’-Id festival and the Joint-Magistrate 
at Serampur addressed the officer commanding at 
Barrackpore and begged him to havea military force 
prepared to cross over at a moment's notice, to quell 
any disturbance. The festival, however, passed over 
in Serampur without any disturbance. But the fes- 
‘tival was on Sunday and troops were still kept in 
readiness on the Saturday, and fortunately so, because 
-of the occurrence at Tittaghur. On the evening of 
Saturday the 23rd it appears that a Musalman, 
brought a cow into the place which he had purchased 
for sacrifice on the following day, By some means 
orother the cow was puckaroed almost immediately by 
some wily Hindoos, who when asked to give it up re- 
fused to part with it atany price. After referring the 
matter next day to the police, from whom he does not 
-appear to have obtained much satisfaction our Musal- 
man friend returned to his quarters, and having 
aroused his co-religionists into a fury, because of the 
trick that had been played upon him, the crowd arm- 
ed themeelves with sticks and chased the Hindoos 
through the Bazaar. The latter, in their turn, fol- 
‘lowed suit and, convinced that a fight was imminent, 
the sub-inspector ran into Barrackpore and informed 
Mr. T. A. Keyan. the Divisional Waseseor and the 
Inspector of the Mills on both sides of the river, of 
how matters stood. Mr. Kleyn promptly got to- 
gether forty native constables and while he hurried 
with these to Tittaghar, scarcely two miles away, he 
sent the sub-inspector on to Captain Wake, the (‘anton- 
ment Magistrate, to explain the situation to that offic- 
ial. Captain Wake immediately communicated with 
the officer commanding the station and urged the 
speedy despatch of troops to the scene of the distur- 
bance. “B” Company, which had already turned out 
at 6 a.m. for possible trouble at Serampur, were at once 
ordered to full in again. The “fall in” followed by 
the “double” went at 5 p.m. and two minutes later 
saw them off down the Tittaghur road, under Lieuten- 
ant Haryey. Forty men of the Field Battery mour- 
ted on horses, and armed with whips being also des- 
atched at the same time to the scene of disturvance. 
Me distance 24 miles was performed by our men in 
-u little over twenty minutes, and such was their anxiety 
not to miss any of the show, that they arrived at Tit- 
taghur five minutes before their mounted allies, who 
had trotted all the way. Two of the men, however, 
were £o done up by the fierce heat and the continuous 
ran, that they had to be sent back immediately to 
Barrackpore in dhoolies. The Artillery at once made 
temonstration through the Bazaar, supported by 
the Munsters, which had the effect of at once clear- 
ing the whole place. The police were ordered out 
to patrol the four roads leading into Tittaghur, and 
the Gunners were ordered back to Barrackpore. 
Later on “B” Company received orders to return 
also, with the exception of 20 men under Lieuten- 
ant Harvey, with Sergeant Connors and Corporals 
Stringer and Collins, who were left to Guard the 
Mills and assist the Police. As the weather had now 
assumed a threatening aspect, our men took refuge 
in the verandah of one of the civilian resident’s Bun- 
galows, and it was well they did so, asa drenching 
tain storm came on. However they were not able to 


make use of its friendly shelter for long, for an order 
came up to Mr. Harvey, shortly afterwards, to “tall 
in” at once, and proceed to the Bazaar, as the dis- 
turbance had broken out again. Through the blind- 
ing rain they dashed, and on gaining the Bazaar, 
discovered that both factions were at it, hammer and 
tongs; many of the natives shewing the effects ot the 
fight on their faces and bodies which were covered 
with blood. Our men got the order to “fix Bayonets,” 
but not to use them, and then following the lead of 
Mr. Harvey and Captain Wake, did a steady double 
through the Bazaar, scattering the rioters in all direc- 
tions Several of the larger houses containing the 
ringleaders were then surrounded and some thirty- 
seven prisoners promptly captured. These were ar- 
rested and placed in charge of Lance-‘orporal 
Stringer and nine men, who marched them to the 
Jail to await the Magistrate's order. Mr. Harvey 
and the remainder, in the meantime, doing some 
usefal work in the Bazaar. At¥-30 as there appear- 
ed to be no further trouble, this party returned to ite 
friendly verandah, and as nothing farther occured 
did not move out again until relieved by Lance-Ser- 
geaot Puddicombe and a party from Barracks at 12- 
50, when they, in their turn, went back to Barrack- 
pore through the soaking wet. Mr. Harvey stayed 
out all night with Sergeant Puddicombe’s party. 
until relieved next morning by a company of the 
Madras Infantry, and did not get back to Barrack- 
pore until 10-30 am. ‘The Englishman of the 26th 
gave a long account of this disturbance, but it is an 
incorrect one in many instances Their “Official 
Report’ published on the 27th was a good deal near- 
er the mark. We were poing to add that there had 
been no casualties in “B’ Company, but just as we 
are going to press we learn that poor Mills of “B,” 
who was a good soldier aud «a very popular man in 
his Company, died at Barrackpore of cholera on the 
29th which was due, we are sorry to say, from his 
drinking native lemonade at Tittaghur on the night 
of the disturbance. We hopc his sad fate will prove 
a warning to others, who may be tempted to do 
likewise.

“ Onlooker ” writing to the Asian this week 
deplores the large emount of individual play 
which he notices in the different Association 
teams in Calcutta. We reprint some of his 
remarks for the benefit of “ Foot-ballers ” in 
the Regiment. He says this individual play is 
quite contrary to the chief practical part of the- 
game, ard tends to weaken and demoralise a 
team by cne or two players exerting themselves 
for newspaper laudation and gallery applause 
from the spectators, the majority of whom do not 
understand the different results of a players 
actions. The extreme winy players in the for- 
ward linc are in a great measure to blame for 
this. Of course every experienced player is a- 
ware thar there is a better opportunity of get- 
ting the ball into their opponent's ground on 
the: wing than any other part of the field, but 
it should not be taken beyond acertain distance, 
say about 20 yards from the opponent’s goal 
like, when it shonld be centred aga rule unless 
the centre forsvard man or inside wing player 
isnot up, or ifa wing player is a safe kick then 
sometizues he is allowed to try and kick agoal.: 
Ent to sce a wing player take a ballup the 
ficld and repeatedly lose it in the opponent's 
ground at the corner must be very dishearten- 
ing to the other play crs on his side, and this is 
more often done here than not, the player for- 
getting that be is wearying not only himself 
but the other playcrs on his side by their hav- 
ing to follow hitn,aud eventually see the ball 
kicked back by one of the oppositeteam. The 
Captain should warn a player who makes a 
practice of gallery play, and insist on his play- 
iny for the welfare of the team and not for ont- 
sidcappiause'and ifhe will not doas he is asked? 
it wouid be better for him to retire and make 
way for someone else who would assist his 
team in combination. Aithough his successor 
might notbe so good, he would be of more ad: 
vi intage in the long run, be more appreciated 
by the rest of the players, and more serviccas

Dear TIGER. 

I had ‘hoped to have been able 
to give you, by this time, some really definite 
news about the move of the lst Battalion: but 
everything seems to be in abeyance, owing 
presumably to the possibility ot an extensive 
campaign in Egypt, and the orders are mere- 
ly to “ stand by.’ 

The plans for the manoeuvres are complete 
and the operations will be carried out in the 
neighbourhood of Kilkenny, the permanent 
camp of our Brigade to be at Tullaroan. 

A slightly different plan will be pursued 
this year, to what was carried out in18y5. The 
marches to the manceuvre ground will be short, 
carried out in “ marching order” and camps 
will be pitched and struck every day. Last 
year, “Field Service order ” was adopted, 
and the troops went into standing “ Rest 
Camps,” the marches varying from 14 to 22 
miles daily. 

After much delay the Jong-expected changes 
in dress have been published. As one had 
been looking forward to some sweeping mea- 
sures, the publication isa little disappointing. 
For officers, the sash is abolished, as tar as the 
working dress is concerned, the sword belt is 
worn under the red serge, cape worn en 
banderolé, and the field glasses recognised as 
a portion of the “ marching order.” 

The Mess dress, too, undergoes a modifica- 
tion, with a leaning towards simplicity and 
cheapness. In the case of sergeants, too, the 
sash is practically abolished. So far, so good. 
But what of the legging? that hideous and un- 
comfortable piece of leg-wear that isan inces- 
sant cause of annoyance and pain to the soldier, 
at alltimes when worn continuously. This 
appears to have been overlooked by the 
authorities, who perhaps will consider the 
matter later on, and introduce the puttie, or 
some gaiter that will combine comfort with 
utility, It takes a long time to break down 
and destroy old customs, and the high collar 
of the red serge appears to be a Fetish of some 
obstinacy. We have not, it is true, to wear 
the stock of a bygone era, that clung tightly 
around the throat, constricted the arteries, and 
generally throttled the wearer, but its descen- 
dant is with us still, creeping up our necks 
with insidious movement. A turn-down col- 
lar would surely be better than this! 

‘The Curragh, during the past few weeks, 
has certainly been at its best. Nothing could 
have been more perfect than the weather of 


early June. So great was the heat, that the 
regimen! drilled in shirt sleeves, and sometimes 
it was found necessary to dispense with par- 
ades altogether, except inthe early morning. 
The short grass of the Curragh became so 
caked with dust that the sheep have had all 
their work cut out to eke out a bare existence: 
many, failing in this endeavour, found early 
graves amongst the gorse. The Liffy, down 
by the Ford of Connell and the pine woods of 
Kilcullen, has never before been so popular. 
Its rippling waters were found cool, grateful 
and comforting these times, by the hot and 
weary soldier and civilian who is not unduly 
restricted by the local authorities as to the 
selection of a bathing place. Cricket, has 
been going on apace, but the matches are co 
numerous that I must leave the details of that 
department to other correspondents, and mere- 
ly touch upon the game generally. The crick- 
et ground, thanks to the energy and persever- 
vance of Captain Oates, is, I should say, sec- 
ond to none in Ireland, and on the occasion of 
garrison matches, when a Band playe, a very 
fashionable resort. Nearly every one in camp 
seems to possess a bicycle of some sort, and in 
the cool of the evening, the ‘“ wheels” skim 
along the shady roads towards Dublin and 
other “places of interest.” 

But this is the recreative side of the Curragh. 
Let us observe its work-a-day aspect, and 
watch the soldiery at drill, at Field Training, 
at Manceuvre, at Fire Discipline, Physical Drill 
and such like. The open plain is dotted with 
martial sights, and martial sounds fill the air. 
From away back of the Ridge, comes the light 
crackle of musketry, while the vedettes gallop 
up and down clearing the Ranges of the 
ubiquitous sheep, which heedless of the flying 
bullets, seek to crup the scanty herbage. 
Sometimes a stray shot lays low one of these 
foolish creatures; and not very long ago,a 
full-blown able-bodied donkey was bored tv 
death by the incessant firing. His value was, 
I think, assessed at two pounds, or therea- 
beuts. 

Already the Camp has assumed very large 
proportions. Seven Regiments of Infantry 
now lie between Newbridge and Kildare, and 
another will shortly arrive, two regiments cf 
Cavalry, two batteries of Artillery, to say 
nothing of Royal Engineers and Army Ser- 
vice Corps, a formidable array. 

The All-Ireland Rifle Meeting has been very 
successful, and we have secured a large share 
of the prizes. In my next letter I shall send 
a complete list, as it is not possible, to, do (so 
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now, asthe Meeting will not close till after 
the despatch of this mail. Some: excellent 
scores have been made, but such is the accur- 
acy of the shooting nowadays, thut we find 
scores of 32 and even 33, of very little use. 
In one competition, no less then seven “ pos- 
sibles ”. were recorded! 

The Light-weight Tug-of-War Team defeat- 
ed all opponents at Islington, and look for- 
ward to continuing this success at Ballabridge 
next week. It certainly is as perfectly trained 
as it is possible to imagine, thanks to the un- 
tiring exertions of Sergeant Drummer Neaves. 
The Regimental Dinner will havea fair atten - 
dance of 1st Battalion Officers, Colonel John- 
ston, Mujor Druitt, Captains Chadwick and 
Bowen, Lieutenants Hendriks, Rickard and 
Jlutchioson having gone over for that function.

EXPLOSIONS OF A CARTRIDGE 
MANUFACTURER. 


Cartridge making is not all beer and skit- 
tles. It looks easy; get the machinery and - 
material, and why, there you are! Turn as 
band!e, out comes the case; turn another, and 
there’s your bullet; get a little powder or 
cordite, as the case may be, hunt up a cap, 
join it all together, put the cartridges heads 
and tails by tens in paper wrappers, awd it’s 
dore. Sometimes it goes off, sometimes it 
dcsen’t; sometimes the bullet reaches the 
butts, but very often it is so weak that it 
sticks in the air on the way up, too exhau-ted 
even to fallto the ground.

CASHMEREMENTS. 


Captain Ormerod writes:— 

I arrived at Goojerat in due course after 48 hours 
in the train. I was lucky in having the carriage to 
myself as far as Lahore and picked up my tents at 

azirabad. They were sent so rapidly that I had to 

ay demurrage. Groojerat is the most beastly hole 
have ever been in and 1 was glad to leave it at day- 
break in three Ekkas for Blimbe a distance of 30 
miles. It is certainly not the most comfortable mode 
of travelling. I felt like a limber Gunner and the 


; cooled the air. 


jolting during the last three miles was too awful, 
however after 8 hours of it T reached Blimbe, and 
found a young Gunner who had left Goojerat on the 
previons get had only got in a few hours before 
me. We travelled for a week as far as Thanna 
‘Mandi. The first 4 marches were terribly hot, 
particularly when one was in the valleys, as the air 
was stifling and the sun mighty powerful. The first 
march to Saidabad was 15 miles across a range of 
hills, I was quite done up and as] hada touch of 
fever I halted for a day. The next march to 
Naoshera was a fairly easy one, a thunder storm 
The rest house was situated in an 
old garden on the banks of the river fawi. The next 


‘two marches were along the valley of that river 


where the scenery was extremely pretty. but the going 
was not so comfortable as we were continually climb- 
ing over rocky spurs and the path consisted yeneral- 
ly of dried water courses. On the second day we 
forded the river, which was no easy matter, asthe water 
was up to one’s middle and the current very rapid. 
Rajaori, an old Capital of one of the Independer+ 
States, we tound interesting, The rest house prettily 
situated overlooking the river and town, surrounded 
by a walled fruit garden with remains of fountains. 
We halted a day and did a bic of fishing and caught 
a few, the biggest about 2 pounds. ‘The next dav 
brought us to Thanna Mandi 14 miles but the goine 
fairly easy, we here b>gan to appreciate an improve- 
ment in the temperature. Next day my companionanid 
I separated, he going on to the Pir Paujal, while L 
turned off and crossed over the Rutten Pir pass, it 
was a stiff climb over two ranges, but as they were’ 
covered with a thick forest of enormous trees it was 
cool. The sceriery was very striking, »s enormous 
mountains peaks stood up all round one and there 
was not a sound of life in the forest, though a youch 
who accompanied me with my haversack and water 
bottle whom I entertained at Rajori and named 
“Mike,” swore he saw an animal with huge borns, 
After descending the far side, I found myself in the 
valley of the Sooran river, along which I marched 
for some 8 miles and crossed the river by the first 
Cashmere bridge I had seen. ‘The country along 
this valley was very English in its character, beauti- 
ful springing turf and small oak trees. My des-‘ 
tination was Sooran, where I found the rest house 
very dirty so I occupied the Verandah, only one 
other Sahib had been there this year. Next day 1. 
continued along the same valley for about 7 miles 
until I met the Poonah river striking itat rignt 
angles from the North, I turned up this valley and 
lal a rugged walk for 6 miles frequently having to 
ford the river, until Ireached the village of Mundi, of 
afair size and containing the summer residence ofthe 
Rajah of Poonch, who owns all this part of the 
country. As there was no rest hcuseI had to 
pitch my tent in the centre of the village. My ar- 
rival appeared to cause quite a stir. as quite a large 
crowd collected and remained gazing with great interest 
on my movements and the culinary operations of mv 
Kitmatgar. They followed me to the river when I 
tried to get some fish, and wherever I turned round 
the youths fled like rabbits. 1 continued along this 
valley the following day, the going being very bad 
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indeed and in some places decidedly perilous. 1 did 
not reach my destination, a small village called Gagri, 
until 120'clock,and my cooliedid not turn up for sonre 
time; in the meantime the lumbadar regaled me 
with chapatties and milk. He told me that no Suhib 
had been along that way tor 2 years. The only spot 
for my tent was ina damp Indian corn field for 
which I had to compensate him for the damage to the 
crop. Owing to dificuly in getting coolies I did 
not start next day until 8 o'clock. ‘The first part 
of the march took me through some’ magnificent 
forests of deodars of enormous heights and girths. 
At one halt an old woman came up and said she had 
fever, so 1 gave her a strong dose of quinine, which 
seemed to astonish her somewhat. The last half of 
the march was incessant climbing up bare hills uatil 
I arrived at, what my tiffin basket coolie said, was 
the end of the march, a place called Sooreay but 
there was nothing to indicate it, no house or sign 
of habitation, nothing but a bare mountain side. [ 
selected a huge rock near the source of a stream for 
my camp, as the rock o.erhung and formed a small 
«ave and there made a fire and waited for the cvvlies 
who did not arrive for 2 hours (4-45). In the mean- 
time a heavy storm broke over and we had to crouch 
for shelter in the cave. Pitching the tent on slip- 
pery ground at an angle of about 20 degrees I found 
not easy. The night was very cold, us we must have 


been at a height of 10,000 feet. The view was’ 


maguilicent, as one saw miles and miles of deep blue 
mountains with here und there patches of frozen 
snow. The pround about was covered with many 
and beautiful flowers amongst them English ones, 
such as buttercups, forget-me-nots, clover, fox-glove 
etc. ete. Next day I had a terrible straight climb 
over the Ferozepore pass (12,560 feet). Owing to the 
rarefied: air one could only po a few yards up at a 
time. The descent on the far side was gradual. I saw 
there a number of ponies grazing, in one herd I 
counted over 30. e were caught in a very heavy 
thunder storm aud had to take shelter in a small cave 
with all my coolies for 2 hours, which was not too 
pleasant. For about 4 miles afterwards the going 
was too awful, terribly rocky and rugged and in 
many places very jumpy, owing to its being so slip- 
pery atter the rain. We crossed over patches of 
drozen snow in several places. As we neared Gul- 
merg the coolie had very little more left in him as it 
was all collar work. It was not until 6-30 that I 
reached the top overlookiug the Merg (meadows) and 
there I saw a most peaceful scene a huge saucer- 
shaped vale bare of trees but covered. with 
beautiful grass. Ladies and men were playing golf 
and riding in the distance. A number of huts and tents 
were dotted about on the hill sides. As my coolies were 
dead beat I pitched my tent on the nearest spot 
close to the Bazaur, and enjoyed my dinner of 
chops, potatoes sad bread, none of which I had had 
for over 10 days, more than any meal for some time, 
particularly as [ did not get it antil10 pm. I 
moved up to,Gulmerg on the Ist. On the morning 
ot the 3rd I was once more on the move and after 
a long descent got on to a good level ‘path, it’ had 
rained-hard during the night so the morning was 


fresh and bright with sky-larks gaily singing over-. 


head. -The cowntry on the right was more or less 


marshy and was full of willows, and poplars bordered 
the road. I had not travelled far before I found 
apple, pear, walnut and mulberry trees, all growing 
by the road side and bearing fruit consequently my 
progress was frequently interrupted until I had satis- 
fied my craving for English fruit. I also saw vine 
growing in the villages. I passed some magnificent 
chenar trees of enormons height and girth. The 
country seemed wonderfully tertile judging by the © 
variety {and healthy appearance of the crops. I 
stopred the night at Magam. In the evening the - 
inhabitants began to prepare for the prrival of the 
Maharajah who was expected to breakfast there the 
following morning and I never heard suchan internal 
Bsbel that went on in building cook-honses, pitching 
tents and and pusting chowhidars, it did not subside 
until midnight. As the march next day was one 
of 17 miles we started at 3-30 and I had a pony and 
rode on. At about halfway I struck the main road 
from: Baramooia, which was lined on both sides with 
poplars planted a yard apart. which made it difficult 
to admire the scenery. As I approached the city, I 
passed through an avenue of enormous poplars, one 
could only see the sky through a narrow slit over- 
head. I rode through a number of dirty foul streets ' 
to Mahomed Khan, a most useful merchant whom 
Williams recommended. After making purchases * 
and guining information, I came by water to this 
place It certaivly is most interesting. One passes ” 
under several quaint bridges and houses, densely 
crowded, line both banks, also some royal palaces. 
My coolies did not arrive for some time after me, 
so after reuding a large budget of letters, I was 
pestered by shoals of traders of every description, 
they are the most persistently annoying lot I have 
ever met. Srinagar is a most charining spot for a 
camp, as it isin a huge tope of enormous chenar 
trees and alongside the Dal Canal. There is an excel- 
lent polo ground and cricket ground, andalibrary where 
there:are tennis and badminton courts. Excellent 
peaches and grapes are to be had. I at once engag- 
ed a Shikari and a boat and left in the evening for 
Islamabad about 36 miles up the Jhelum and was 
2 days in getting there as it was a case of towing 
the whole way. It is certainly a most pleasant mode 
of travelling after the discomforts of marching. I 
was well supptied withifrait, literature and tobacco | 
and passed the time very comfortably. On arrival 
at Islamabad, I was met by the Kotwal, who is quite 

a character, he was accompanied by a man carrying | 
several books full of chits trom the Viceroy down to 
lady photographers and insisted on one readin 
through them as'farias one’s patience would allow. f 
stopped at Buwran (6 miles) that night and on the 
way saw some sacred tanks which weresimply “stiff” 
with fish. Oa arrival 1 was pestered by the Lumbadar 
andthe Pandit of the place with their chits. The 
latter had an interesting book of signatures dating from 
1827. among the first being Elphinstone and A. E. 
Hardinge. In 1870 Parker and Roberts 104th Regi- 
ment visited the place and there are several signatures of 
“Bobs” from Subaltern to C-in-C. Next day I 
launched off to the right, where I camped,‘in the hopes 

of getting a bear, but I had a touch of fever and only 
sat up for ashort time. Returned to the valley of 
the Lidar next day and halted at Eishmakam. This

is without doubt a most.beautifal valley, richly cul- 
tivated with pretty farms dotted about the mountains 
on either side firming acharming back ground. The 
trees were chiefly walnut, mulberry and apple. 
During the night we were visited by a very heavy 
thunder storm, waich prevented my starting until 
9 and involved an extra coolie owing to the tents 
being soaked. ‘The rains had swollen the river to 
such an extent that fishing was out of the question. 
When I reached Pailgam, where there was quite 
Jarge encampment amongst the fir trees, of people 
who had been spending tie summer there instead of 
‘Gulmerg, as the climate is cool and the fishing forme 
van attraction. The nest day I left the main valley 
cand followed up a branch toa small village, Aro, 
-consisting of 3 houses. Owing to the wild nature of 
country I had to take on 4 days supplies for myself 
and coolies trom Pailgam. From AroI journeyed 
to Didarwat (9,000 feet) where there was an entire 
-absence of habitation, the country was becoming 
very wild and there was an absence of cultivation. 
There were two splendid views from here, one up a 
valley to the North looking towards the mountain of 
Kolahoi (17,000 feet) whose rugged and snow cover- 
ed peak, only 8 miles, off locked very fine, the other 
view was down the valley I had come up. Next 
day to Sekwas about 12,000 feet miserably bleak 
and bare, the only trees being stunted birch. Next 
-day 1 crossed the pass 14,000 fect and had a lovely 
view from the top, the immediate neighbourhood 
-consisted of nothing but masses of broken rocks 
aplit up by tho action of frost in the winter. 
About 2,000 feet below there was a most beautiful 
Jittle tarn, the water of which was of a deep blue 
-colour and masses of frozen snow hung around the 
sides. The descent was very steep and after crossing 
a'valley of broken rocks, which was anything but 
easy going, I came on another tarn similar to tho 
first. Here I came across a number of marmots 
‘ambolling amongst the rocks. The natives kill 
Wien for theit skins, as they make good rugs. I 
pitched’ my camp on the mountain side overlookiag 
the Sind valley and on the following day descended 
‘to the village of Gund. The Sind is on a mach 
larger scale than the valley of the Didar, the moun- 
tains are much bigger and more rugged, on the 
whole there's not that peaceful sylvan repese which 
-characterizes the Didar, as this valley is the great 
trade route between Cashmere and Central Asia, the 
road has peen much improved and it was a great 
-comfort to travel on it after my late experience. 
Next day to Kargan and then to Gunderbal where 1 
found my doongha awaiting me with soda water 
and a tray full of most ‘delicious peaches, which I 
was just in the humcur for toying with. We float- 
ed down the stream. to Shidipore where T did some 
fishing and found several others doing likewise. I 
caught only one small thing for my dinner and next 
morning after catching another for breakfast moved 
onand came up thedhelum to Srinagar. It was 
extremely interesting passing through the city and 
under its quaint bridges. ne was jestered by 
small boats (Shikaras) darting out from the banks, 
and shawl merchants claiming your custom and 
patronage. I stopped at Mahomed Khan’s to get 
some money and found he had ‘just received a moat 


tempting consignment of rugs etc, from Panjdeh, 
Narkard and other Central Asian places, very cheap 
and useful. The temptations to spend money are 
very great, as one sees so many really nice things 
and marvellously cheap. I was delighted to find 
myself once again in the Chenar Bagh. :

After visiting the Lidar and Sind vallevs, I re- - 
mained two days in Srinagar to purchase eupplies and 
ost myself up in the news from the onter world. - 
f visited Takht-i-Suliman and Hari Parhat two 
small] co:.ical hills standing out conspicuously from - 
the valley and situated on the shores of the Dat Loke, 
to the north of the city. The former called the . 
Throne of Solomon is 1038 feet above the city level: 
and there stands on its summit a fine old stone 
Hindu temple supposed to have been erected about . 
220 B.c., notwithstanding its greot age, it has with- 
stood the ravages of time most wonderfully. On 
the top of Hari Parbat is an old Fort built by Akbar 
abont 1590, the walls 34 feet high and 13 f et. thick 
are in a fuir state of repair, but the entrance to it 
‘was up a rugged goat path. On arrival at the gate- 
way, ie found a few dirty individuals wearing ancient 
swords slung about them by means of string and 
bits of leather, according to each ones fancy. They 
wereno., | discovered, the Maharajah’s regular troops. - 
but individuals entertained for duty in the Fort only. 
As Lentered the Fort a nice looking youth came 
forward and shook hands. On enquiring I was told 
that he and his brother (Hunza' Nobles) were politic- 
al prisoners and bad been eenfaed in the Fort for 
three and half years. The only arnment were 2 
ancient bronze pieces in a shed, bearing the name 
of Runjit Singh. One had a splendid panoramic 
view of the city from tbe top of Hari Parbat, the 
river with its p.cturesque bridges wiading its way 
tbhroagh the thick muss of houses and the ‘mosques 
and temples dotted about, produced au effective 
pictare. ; : 
Having weighed anchor on the 2lst, E floated 
down the river to Sawbal about 15 miles, where I 
hoped to get some fish, but they were ‘not to be 
caught, so I visited a most charming little Jake called: 
Mannsbal, approached by a narrow canal below 
Sambal, the Bio of the lake were covered for some 
hundreds of yards with plants aad, as they were 


‘in flower the effect was extremely pretty. I visited 


a garden kept by an old fakir who wore acatskincap, 
and found some delicioas peaches and grapesthere 
of which Llaid in a supply. Having shot a brace 
of chikors early next morning I journeyed: down 
the river to Hajan, where I found the fish as dis- 
inclined to be made a meal of as elsewhere. How- 
ever 1 was taken te an excellent jeol where I had 
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some very excellent snipe shouting. ‘As Thad not 


time to visit the Woolar Lake [ retraced my steps 
to Srinagir, where I remeined for a day and then 
started on my homeward jouraey by tha Pir Punjill 
route. ‘The first three marches, uctil I got amonyst 
the Punjal mountains, were extremely interesting 
and not too cold cither At Ahabad serai, T found 
nothing but tke old Serai ond enormous fiocks of 
sheep and very Izng heived goats. Un the following 
day I crossed tae famous Pir Punjal (11,400) I 
thangit it very tame after the parses [ had already 
crossed. Uufortunately the day ‘was not clear, so 1 
failed to get a view. The descent was steep and 
rocky and continued for several mites until 1 reached 
the village of Poshin, where I pitched my tent en 
tue top of a house in the midvle of the village and 
where { had an excellent opportunity of studying 
village life. All these villagers migrate to Thanna 
Mandi in October until the spring, owing to the 
valley being covered to the depih of many feet with 
snow during the winter. . Next day T marched down 
the river Chittapini which | crossed 28 times bv ail 
sorts and conditions of bridges, one passed through 
enormous gorzes and by some prety cascades and 
waterfalls. On climbing up from theriver, [ came 
to'the village of Vunimar which consisted almost 
entirely of blacksmiths engaged in making shoes tor 
the baggage ponies pissing to and fron ¢ ashmere 


At Baramgully 1 came to the first rest house or. this 


youte. From here on I was pestered with requests 
for quinine, as there was an unusual amount of tever 


in Lower Cashmere this year and there were no_ 


dispensaries or doctors.» Fortunately I bad brought 


a large supply so I could, to a limited extent, satisfy - 


their’ wants. On the following day I crossed the 
Rutten Pir pass and-had a glorious view down tke 
valley ofthe Tawi. At Thanna Mandi I found my- 
elf amid familiar surroundings, as [ had branched 
off to the Poonch Valley from here on my upward 
journey. . LT halted a.day and had a look for bears, 
gaw one but failed to get him. J also halted a day 
at Rajaori whereI found 2 fisherinen from Seal- 
kotes «I was not. sorry to find myself once again 
in the: Dak Bungalow at Goojerat, which had been 
much.improved since my former visit. 

‘hope this short account may set some Munsters 
thinkiag.of paying Casimeze a visit.

STORY OF CAPTAIN DONELLAN.

(Late Ist Royal Bengal Fusiliers.) 


On page 70 of “the History of the Bengal 
European Regiment, now the Royal Munster 
Fusiliers,” refereuce is made to the case of 
Captain Donellan, a distinguished officer, 
whose painful and romantic history must at 
times be of interest to those serving with the 
Regiment. 

Mr, Donellan who was originally in the 
Royal Artillery volunteered for service in 
Madras shortly before the capture of Calcutta 
from the British in 1756, by the Nawab 


Suraja d’ Daulah, then Viceroy of Bengal. , 


.The Bengal Authorities having urgently 
called for. assistance from Madras, a relief 
.force was rapidly organized, H. M.’s 39th 
Foot forming part,of the expedition. [t was 
with this Regiment that Donellan was serv- 
,ing, he having previously resigned his com- 
“inission in the Artillery and accepted an en- 
signcy in the Infantry. 

On the 29th January 1759, Donellan was 
transferred from the 39th Foot to “the 
_Bengal European Regiment,” with which 
-he served throughout several of the early 
campaigns in Bengal. In the year 1773, 
Donellan after eighteen years arduous and 
meritorious service retired from the Army 
‘and returned. home. On_ his arrival in 
London he was appointed “Master of Cere- 
monies” at the London Pantheon, where at 
“that period, allthe fashionable Town entertain- 
-ments were held. It was whilst Donellan 
was holding this appointment that he was en- 
“gaged to superintend the Annual May festivi- 
ties at Bath, then known as “The Queen city 
(of the West.” Whilst at Bath, Donellan 
formed the acquaintance of a widow lady of 
‘great beauty and accomplishments, named 
Lady Boughton, who together with her 
daughter Theodosia, had arrived in that city 
to attend the country ball. The acquaintance 
having ripened into friendship Captain Donei- 
lan, a few months afterwards, visited the 
ladies at their ancestral home, Lawford Hall in 
Warwickshire. It soon became evident that 
Lady Boughton: had conceived a violent at- 
tachment to the gallant soldier, who at the 
same-timc, had unfortunately entertained an 
affection for her daughter. Seeing the ne- 
cessity for immediate action Captain Donellan 


‘of consummating her 


proposed to and was gladly accepted, hy the 
young lady, but their love passages having 
veen accidentally witnessed by Lady Boughton 
she determined ontaking revenge. In 1777, 
Donellan was married to Miss Boughton, a 
few months after which, the quarrel between 
the mother and daughter having been appar- 
ently forgotten, the young couple took up 
their residence at Lawford Hall. ‘ 

Mrs. Donellan had a young brother Sir 
Theodosius Boughton, the owner of the Law- 
ford Estates, but on account of his ill health 
and youth he had not assumed the direction of 
his property which was managed by his bro- 
ther-in-law, Donellan who, tn enable him to 
carry out his love for scientific pursuits, espe- 
cially chemistry, fitted up a laboratory where 
he employed his time in prosecuting his stud- 
ier, He was at this time specially interested 
in extracting essential oil from laurel flowers 
& poison afterwards known as Prussic Acid, 
as it was largely manutactured in Prussia. 
Lady Boughton now seized the vupportunity 
long contemplated 
revenge by gaining possession of some of the 
poison from her son in-law’s laboratory, which 
she mixed with some medicine to be 
given to her sickly son, so arranging that it 
should appear that Donellan was the murder- 
er. So well was this fiendish scheme planned 
and achieved that Dunellan was arrested cn 
the capital charge, tried at Warwick, con 
demned to death on the sole evidence of Lady 
Boughton, and executed on April 2nd 17X1. 
Soon afterwards Lady Boughton, to whom 
great suspicion atrached, sank under her guilty 
conscience and died, after having made tull 
confession of her guilt. Mr. Justice Buller 
was the Judge who tried Donellan. On page 
80 of Mr. George Russell’s “Fragments from 
many tables” 1s the following.—“Erskine told 
Judge Buller that he bad dyed his ermine in 
blood in the murder of Donellan.’ 

An eye witness to the execution says. 
“Before he was turned off he addressed the 
rpectators in the following terms—that as he 
was then going io appear before God, to whom 
all deceit was known, he solemnly declared 
that he was innocent of the crime for which 
he was about to suffer.’’ A few years after- 
wards Lawford Hall, the scene of the ghastly 
murder, was dismantled and partly pulled 
down, only the kitchen offices being left, 
which are now used as a farm house, the name 
Lawford Hall, however, is still retained.

DARJEELING. 


The-first. contingent-Yor the’ Hills left on-28th 
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February in c! of 2nd Lieutenant Garratt. 
As so many in the Regiment have been there 
laready and as many more will find their way 
there in their turn a few more lines’ on Dar- 
jeeling msy interest our people at home. __ 

The journey to Darjechag. from Calcutta fs 
as pleasant as a journey of its kind can be. 
Leaving Calcutta by the mail at about 4-30 
p.m. we reach the banks of the sacred stream 
of the Ganges—“ Gunga Ji” or “ Mylord 
Ganges,”as the devout Hindoo calls it—at 
about 8-30 in good time for dinner on board a 
smart two decked river eteamer, well provided 
with punkahs. If it be the grilling time of . 
the year that hour on board the steamer is 
quite delightful. i 

Disem>arking at Sara Gbat on the opposite 
bank we find the train close at hand and wa 
sett'e down to an undisturbed nights rest till 
we reach Siltigoori at 8 o'clock. Here we 
get an excellent breakfast and take our seats 
in the Jittle toy railway that carries us up 
8, 000 feet into the Himalayan Hills which now 
rise np abruptly from: the vast level plain 
and only a few miles ftom us. This little . 
railway has a guage of two feet only, but the 
cara, Hey can hardly be dignified by the 
name of-carriage are of course much wider, 
while the flour of the conveyance is but a few 
inches above the road way to keep the centre 
of gravity low. : : 

The line tuns along the cart road: and for 
the first seven miles or so we pierce the dense 
belt of the famous Terai jungle. Then the 
ascent commences and the plucky little engin” 
puffs and blows like a grampus: as it shoots - 
round the spuas, dashes into deep re-entrant: | 
and witha complete loop—crossing the line 
aguin by the bridge,—negotiates an awkward 
knoll and the eaddle behind it: dashing across 
from side to side of the road to lessen the 
sharpness of, the curves, now brushing the - 
luxuriant f.rne on che up hill side, now rune - 
ning within two ‘fect of an appalling though » 
densely wooed precipe. ; 

At one thoment we seem surrounded and 
shut in by towering crags and peaks at another 
we are looking down on a vast open landscape 
of hills and dales, rich'y wooded, ‘save where 
the tea gardens look like well kept sloping 
lawns, and opening out a vista of the “ burn- 
ing plains*’ rclled out like a map beneath and ¢ 
through which broad’ rivers twenty, thirty, 
miles away glimmered like silver a." 
And while We gazed, as the landscape opened . 
on those parched plains where only two or 
three ‘hours before we getting such’a ‘grilling, 
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we begin to open ont our rugeand think of our 
overeosts, for every thousand feet makes a 
considerable difference. At Kurscong our 
little train draws up along sije the verandah 
of the hotel for lunch. 
the tea.gardens from here with the tea planters 
bungalows dotted about the hills and dales. 
In the deep re-entrants in the road 
about here are seen the splendid tree ferns. 
Though the scenery as we still go puffiog on 
gets grander and yet more grand the laudecape 
is often veiled in mist for we are now soaring 
into cloud land, piercing now and then the 
white pillowey clouds as they cling to the 
‘wooded pesks.: : : 

-- At length, after six hours of this’ pleasant 
bill sicie climbing we find ourselves winding 
through the bazaar of the village uf Ghoum, 
and twenty mivutes more brings us uuder the 
wooded slopes of Darjeeling. 

Darjeeling the hot weather capital of Ben- 
gal, covers the northern slopes ofa remi-cir- 
cular ridge which seems to come tumbling 
down from another loftier range of heights. 
From any bigh point on the upper road or 
paths as they really are, you see beneath you 
the weil timbered slopea iu spura and valleys, 
thickly dottea with the pretty litile villa» 
nestling in the hill sides. Down they go these 
slopes tar below the houses to meet a valley 
some 2 0U0. or & 000 feet beneath, beyond 
which again rise rows above rows of peaks 
and ridges, and towering above these again up 
into the bright blue sky isthe great range of 
eternal snows, the overlord of thes+ bright 
peake, shooting up in« sharp point above his 


fellows, being Kinchinjunga: Every Briton in - 


India who has heard uf Darjeeling has heard 
of Kinchinjunga. It seems as difficult to write 
of Cashmere without quoting Lalis Rookh as 
to talk of Darjeeling without mentioning 
Kinchinjunga. Mount Everest the sovereign 


peak of all the mountains in the world as 


every school boy knows, can be seen in an 
afternoons ride from Darjeeling, but it is too 
far off to.impress one like Kincbinjung.

You may see them swarming in and pouring 
out every day (that is not a native holiday) 
nearly every man or boy with an umbrella: be 
the season hot, ur cold, or rainy. You may 
watch the Bengali at any hour, say after eun- 
ret, trudging slong the road in the fast-dying 
twilight, but nevertheless there too will be bis 
umbrella, protecting him from the rising moon, 

You see a coolie squatting like a monkey, 
picking grass on a gravel walk, but the other 
hand will be holding up an umbrells, in the 
hot weather (if ever grace picking is done in 
the hot weather) te protect his head ro doubt; 
but in the rainy season to protect, ve presume 
a suit of cloths, which might consist of a fair | 
sized pocket handkerchief. You might tea 
them in the rainy season fishing in the road 
side pools and ditches up to- waist, (which 
means that the whole suit-is under water 
trying to manage the net with ove hand while 
the other ho'ds up the inevitable umbrella. 

In the other ports of India where all natives 
wear puggrees—where it is an insult to sp. - 
ca bare headed—the advanteg2 of an um- 

rella in the rains is obvioue, for several yards 
of eoaking wet muslin round one’s head must 
be decidedly unpleasant. . 

The Bengali is ceriainly one of the least 
attractive of the many raccs which make up 
the vast empire; with bis sleek .oily hair, bis 
white stocking», patent leather shoes and- 
“ Europe ” shirt worn outside the other clcth- 
ing. 

Now there is something picturreque about 
the ordiuary Madraci, or the “ upcountry ”- 
native, without mentioning those fine races 
the “ lordly Sikhs” the proud Rajpoot :and 
the soldierly Pathan. :

Indian seene was whit the 
native no doubt thought am embrodered ceroll - 
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‘but to the Briton appeared as“ Cotton & Sons — 


Manchester made for the Indian Market’'!! 

We have noticed a native.come down to the 
‘road with no end of swagger, coat skirts flying 
toright and left; he had on his head a purple 
-and silver puggree, his long coat was purple 
-alpacca. And on tails thereof was a profusion 
-of silver tinsel, which half way down the road 
-you could make out tobe the words ‘‘ Extra 
‘Superfine ” between two silver tinsel lines. 

After all, native artists love to ornament 
with inscriptions, and Edwin Arnold invhis de- 
scription of the Taj at Agra talka of“ the em- 
broidered sentences from the Koran ” which 
in in-laying of lapis lazuli and jade ornament 
‘the building inside and out, so why should not 
the untutored native look on British words in 
‘tinsel as embroidery?

In these three matches we had Mr. R. K. Hair, 
bowling against us, who may be considered one of 
the hest bowlers out here, but on the other hand we 
ought to have done better instead of worse. each time 
that he opposed us, instead of which the last match 
was a very feeble show. 

The score against Barrackpore was a really good 
one, Major Ormerod, Mr. Tizard, and Private Murphy 
all making ever 40. 

The batting all round has been very even, noone 
averaging over 24, and on two occasions namely 
against Color-Sergeant Graham's XI and against 
Ballygunge, it was the last five wickets who put on 
all the rans. 

The bowling on the other hand has mostly fallen on 
Major Ormerod, who usually bowled right through 
a match, and be finishes up with the useful average 
of 4() wickets for 343 runs, however we had several 
other bowlers aamely Mr. Tizard, and Private 

Guerins, who each got 17 ‘wickets, Murpby 11 and 
Captain Boyle, 10 also Brice Piekard and Whittle. 
As regards the fielding it was variable. for there is no 
douvt that the first match against the Shropshires 
was entirely-woh by good fielding whereas the re- 
turn match was very nearly lost by tla bad fielding 
however, a word of praise is due to. Hrivate Keane, 
who started the season as a very ordinary wicket 
keeper of the long stop order, and finished up well 
above the average seen out here, and be never let a 
match yo without getting one or two wickets either 
caught oretumped. He alse as ground man is res- 
ponible for the excellent wickets which improved as 
the season went on, and as the grass got worn thinner 
so that by December the wicket was as good as could 
be wished for, and the fielding, with the exception 
of one side. was very fairly good.
